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Comdr. Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., in the course of an 
e-ceedingly instructive article entitled, ‘“‘Why Togo 
\/on,” which appears in the Proceedings of the Naval 
l \stitute, maintains that the Japanese admiral won be- 
ciuse he and his fleet had been trained under conditions 
\ hich were more realistic than those under which the 
| ussian admiral and his fleet had been trained, and he 
adds that the result of the battle, though infinitely more 
i:nportant than the victory of a properly trained football 
team over an improperly trained football team, “rested 
on the same principle and could have been as easily pre- 
dicted had the facts been known.” Commander Fiske 
contends that drill in peace is lacking in certain essential 
cloments of realism, that it is at best only an imitation, 
and that the best preparation for a given work is to re- 
hearse it under conditions as close as possible to those 
uuder which the real work itself will eventually have to 
be performed. Jn the battle of the Sea of Japan the 
Russians went into action for the first time, while the 
Japanese had been in battle only ten months before, 
many of their officers and men had seen service in the 
war with China, and al] had the tremendous advantage 
o! battle training and experience. “If Togo won because 
he and his fleet had been prepared for battle by ex- 
perience more realistic than the experience which the 
ussians had had,’? Commander Fiske asks, ‘‘does it 
not follow that every element should be introduced into 
our drills and maneuvers that can make them more 
realistic? And does it not also follow that every con- 
trary element should be left out—every element of mere 
show, prettiness and spectacularism? Furthermore, since 
the naval profession has become a profession rapidly ex- 
panding, a profession in which an increasing amount of 
time is needed for study, thought, discussion and obser- 
vation, does it not also follow that every useless custom, 
coremony and piece of uniform should be discarded; to 
the end that the work of every man, like the work of 
every well-regulated engine, shall be economically ex- 
pended, and as little as possible frittered away in 
‘losses’ ?””

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The Mining and Scientific Press gives a hint to some 
of our retired heroes which is worth considering. It says: 
“It is astonishing how foolish ideas survive. We are 

1 receipt of a long and well-worded letter from Wash- 

igton, signed by an admiral, in which we are recom- 

ended to make the purchase of certain shares of a min- 
ig company operating at Leadville. We wondered at 
he courtesy of the eminent naval authority until next 
ay, when we received an elaborate prospectus from a 
vell known promoter residing at New York, accompanied 
'y a letter stating that the prospectus was sent ‘at the 
equest of? the aforesaid admiral. Certainly not by our 
‘equest, for we have known Leadville long ago, and 
vould not ask for reliable information through such pic- 
uresque sources as these. What an absurdity it is, and 
iow pathetic! An officer of the Navy, honored by his 
olleagues and the owner of a splendid record of service, 
lends his name to industrial enterprises concerning which 
his opinion is as valuable as would be that of a cyanide 
expert regarding the construction of a submarine boat. 
‘The company bears the admiral’s name and the prospectus 
contains a report prepared by the promoter, together 
with a jumble of excerpts and statistics taken from 
various sources. Fragments are quoted from the pub- 
lished geological writings of A. A. Blow, Francis T. 
Freeland, Max Boehmer, and C. J. Moore, and the authors 
of the prospectus even know enough to talk of a Pro- 
fessor Emmon, misspelling the name of the greatest of 
all the authorities on Leadville. Not content with these 
curious doings, they quote from the columns of the daily 
press, as though they were a reliable guide in choosing 
mining investments. What a vaudeville is to a tragedy, 
that the performance of this admiral and other retired 
military and naval gentlemen dabbling in mining affairs, 





is, when compared to the late Lord Dufferin and his 
sad experiences with Whitaker Wright. How soon are 
such object lessons forgotten! It is not long since 
that certain other retired ornaments of the two Services 
undertook to lead trusting investors through the byways 
of mining, only to lend their good names to a tricky pro- 
motion. Such performances will cease when they, and 
the public, learn that it is absurd for men, who have 
spent the whole of iheir lives in other pursuits, to ven- 
ture to give advice to, or to act as trustees for, mining 
investors. Let the admiral stick to his ship, the general 
to his battalions, the shoemaker to his last.”

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It was the belief of John Ericsson that mechanical 
invention would in time neutralize the advantage the 
powerful maritime nations have over the weaker, and in 
the end make war upon the ocean so destructive that 
the general judgment of mankind would compel the 
neutralization of the sea. The desire to bring about this 
result was the motive impelling him to devote himself 
so largely as he did during his long life to warlike in- 
vention. The progress in the direction he indicated has 
been very marked since Ericsson’s day, and an illustra- 
tion of it is found in a Scandanavian paper, the Chris- 
tiania Morgenbladt. Discussing in this periodical the 
subject of the defense of Norway, Captain Hider, R.N. 
N., says. “The naval means of fighting have in our 
time developed in favor of the coast defense of the small 
states to such a degree that there is no specialist to be 
found who doubts that by expenses being within our 
reach we can keep a navy which is equal to its task. 
The torpedo arms, the submarine mines and the sub- 
mersibles in connection with small but heavy armor and 
heavy armed war ships will form a safe protection from 
invasion and blockade on all parts of our extensive coast 
where such a defense is essentially required, in the 
Christianiafjord, the Bergen section, the Drontheimfjord 
and in Ofoten. With the defense of Horton during the 
long lasting bright season only underwater torpedoboats 
give us a chance. It has become a more and more 
recognized principle that the costliest $6,000,000 battle- 
ships must not under any circumstances be risked in at- 
tacks on the coast where there are submersibles, tor- 
pedoboats and mines.” Captain Eiden accordingly pro- 
poses that the fortification of the coast and the improve- 
ment of the fleet should be accompanied by the purchase 
of underwater torpedoboats as an indispensable necessity. 
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An officer of the Army, who has been bottled-up for 
some time, after reading Colonel Larned’s article on the 
“Regeneration of the Enlisted Man,” explodes after this 
fashion in a personal letter addressed to the Editor of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JourRNAL: “TI get so infernal mad at 
what I see of the new soldier that I feel like exploding, 
everyone aspiring to be as good as his officer and a d—n 
sight better, and all being handled as if they were china 
or glass, and then people talking about the finest Army 
we have ever had and the like of that. Why the old offi- 
cers (I mean those excluding the late hasty influx) say 
they are disgusted and they don’t know what to expect 
next. The Army doesn’t hold a candle to what it was 
just before the Spanish war. It is not the canteen; it 
is the scum the Regulars get from the bad element that 
are left over after the war, that we must carry after 
every war. Then, too, think of the proposition not to re- 
enlist good men, but to turn loose on the world all the 
best soldiers, as well as the worst ones, to be ready to be 
volunteer officers when called for. No, sir! We have 
got to have an Army for keeps, as the work ahead is, as 
‘Observer’ says, of that nature that Regulars must be 
employed for it; and I say this without reflection on the 
brave volunteer. God only knows what we would do 
without the latter, as conscription is so intolerable and 
over 55,000 Regulars is a mere shell. It lasted about 

~~ days in 1861, and three weeks in 1898.” <_ 
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Col. George LeRoy Brown, 26th Inf., favors measures 
that will enable a larger number of enlisted men of the 
Army to obtain commissions, his belief being that such 
measures would lessen the evil of desertion. As a means 
of encouraging enlisted men to qualify for commissions 
he favors a system of regimental recruiting, assigning 
territory to each regiment, establishing regimental re- 
eruiting rendezvous at convenient point in said territory, 
organizing thereat training school for boys from fourteen 
to eighteen years of age and giving all other recruits a 
three months’ probationary period of enlistment and ser- 
vice at said rendezvous before finally accepting them for 
five-year enlistment and forwarding them to regiment. 
Apprenticeboys at training schools: with’ consent of 
parents, for period of four years, would eventually fur- 
nish a part of the enlisted force of the Army and the 
balance would be secured from recruits of proven 
promise. “Though the adoption of this plan might 
slightly increase the cost of recruiting over the present 
system for the first few years,” says Colonel Brown in 
an article which appears in the Journal of the Infantry 
Association, “it would in the end result in large money 
saving to the Government and in the saving of the lives 
of many of the volunteers during the earlier periods of 
future wars, and its adoption would insure continued 
work along definite lines in the instruction of the en- 
listed men of the Regular Army from start to finish.” 
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Upon the advent of a new ministry in England, Field

Marshal Lord Roberts repeats and emphasizes his warn- 


ing that the British Empire is dangerously unprepared 
for the emergency of war. In the course __ i address 


before the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce on the even- 
ing of Jan. 29 he boldly declared that the nation was no 
better prepared for self-defense than it was at the out- 
break of the war in South Africa and contended that the 
government should reorganize on a basis of an army of 
1,000,000 as its standard, half of that force to be main- 
tained for the protection of India, the other half to deal 
with emergencies in Europe. These and similar utter- 
ances from Lord Roberts have exposed him to much criti- 
cism in various quarters and he is accused of being an 
alarmist whose views are not warranted by military con- 
ditions in England or by political tendencies elsewhere. 
He has shown, however, that he regards England’s condi- 
tions and prospects as extremely perilous, and but slightly 
improved by the renewal of the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 
That alliance, he explains, is applicable only to eventual- 
ities in Asia and not to Europe, where the danger is 
greatest. There could be no more convincing proof that 
Lord Roberts sincerely believes the empire is in peril than 
the fact that he has relinquished all other work whatso- 
ever in order to devote all his energies to arousing his 
fellow-Britons to the need of preparing on a broad and 
thorough scale for the exigency of war.

Baron Kanehiro Takaki, Surgeon General in reserve of 
the Japanese navy, in the course of a lecture on “Naval 
and Military Sanitation,” which he delivered before the 
New York Academy of Medicine on the evening of Jan. 
29, made an interesting statement concerning Japan's 
naval losses in the late war. He stated that in the bat- 
tle of the Sea of Japan the Japanese had killed and 
wounded forty-nine officers, fourteen gun room officers, 
one hundred and fifty-eight petty officers and 469 men. 
During the operations at Port Arthur they lost in killed 
and wounded six officers, eight gun room officers, six petty 
officers and 268 men. Exclusive of the battle of the Sea 
of Japan and the Port Arthur operations the Japanese 
naval losses were in killed and wounded 3,689 officers 
and men, of whom 1,892 died instantly and 117 subse- 
quently. Of the remainder, 1,536 have returned to duty 
and sixty-one are still in hospital. Of all who were 
wounded during the war 94 per cent. recovered and re- 
ported for duty. To illustrate the care exercised by Jap- 
anese medical officers Baron Takaki stated that before a 
ship went into action the entire surgical staff as well as 
the nurses removed their clothing in order that no poison- 
ous matter might be introduced into wounds, 
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Dr. John T. Nagle, of New York, late Acting Assistant 
Surgeon during the Civil War, is the author of an in- 
teresting brochure on the status of acting assistant sur- 
geons of the United States Army who served in the War 
of the Rebellion, which is in substance a review of the 
action of the Government in rejecting his application for 
the Medal of Honor. Doctor Nagle claims the award 
for conspicuous bravery in the battle of Kernstown, Va., 
July 24, 1864, but the Government denies his applica- 
tion on the ground that the law does not authorize the 
issue of the Medal of Honor to a contract surgeon, “how- 
ever distinguished his services may have been.” Doctor 
Nagle discusses this question at great length, and holds 
that, having assumed command of the dismounted Cav- 
alry in the battle of Kernstown after its commander, 
Lieutenant Colonel—now lieutenant general, retired — 
Samuel B. M. Young was disabled by a wound, he was 
for the time being a military officer within the meaning 
of the law. His argument in support of that contention 
is both voluminous and interesting.

The rumor, noted in these columns last week, to the 
effect that General Wright, late Governor General of 
the Philippines, and recently appointed American Am- 
bassador to Japan, would be authorized to negotiate for 
the sale of the islands by the United States to Japan 
has been received by the intelligent Filipinos with a de- 
gree of disfavor which indicates that if they are not 
entirely satisfied with American sovereignty, they at 
least prefer it to any other sovereignty. The report 
caused so much anxiety in Manila that Governor Gen- 
eral Ide notified the War Departrrent that an authentic 
denial was needed to calm the nativés, and accordingly 
the Secretary of War on January 26 advised him as 
follows: “The cable statement referred to in your cable- 
gram has not the slightest vestige of truth. It is not 
only untrue, but absurdly so.” This incident may seem 
to be trivial, but it is significant in that it indicates that 
enlightened Filipinos realize that there are less desirable 
things than American control.

An estimate was recently submitted by the Secretary of 
War to Congress from Col. Philip Reade, 23d U.S. Inf., 
for the purchase of about seventy acres of land adjoining 
the present Stony Point small arms range used by the 
garrisons at Madison Barracks and Fort Ontario. This 
land is required to make the target range secure and the 
amount asked for is $1,700. In a communication from 
Colonel Reade addressed to the Military Secretary, it is 
stated to be imperative that the small tract of land con- 
tiguous to the Stony Point range on the east be purchased 
by the Government for the following reasons: Its pur- 
chase would permit the extension of the target pit and 
bank; would decrease the liability of claims against the 
Government for damage, and would also decrease the lia- 
bility of claims against members of the command for tres- 
pass. The estimate has received the endorsement of Ma- 
jor General: Wade and Brigadier General Grant and the 
Chief of Staff. It is hoped that the appropriation asked 
for will be granted. 
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Several life-boats equipped with power have been built 
by the Electric Launch Company, of Bayonne City, N.J., 
for the United States Life Saving Service. One of these, 
the Rescue, has been delivered at Sandy Hook and already 
has proved that she is capable of doing excellent work. 
The boats are thirty-four feet long and fitted with gaso- 
lene engines and are a great advance over the previous 
boats propelled by oars and sails. The builders assert 
that power life-boats are self-righting, self-bailing and 
non-sinkable. All kinds of tests have been made to in- 
sure their safety under every condition of weather and 
sea. The boat is also equipped with oars and sails, and 
has a centerboard. She is made unsubmergible by means 
of a deck at the load waterline, and three cross bulkheads 
and two longitudinal bulkheads below the deck, the wa- 
tertight spaces within these bulkheads being completely 
filled with copper air-tanks, eighty-two in number. Ad- 
ditional buoyancy is also obtained from the end air cases, 
which, though chiefly intended to assist in the self-right- 
ing quality, will alone support the boat if it be filled with 
water, and also from the side air cases on deck under the 
side thwarts, which are intended to throw any water com- 
ing on board to the amidships emptying tubes. It is es- 
timated that the buoyancy of the end air cases above the 
line of flotation is four and one-half tons; that of the 
side air cases on deck, one and one-half tons, and of the 
spaces below the deck, five and one-half tons. A load of 
forty-four men taken from the works of the builder 
brought the deck scuppers awash. Lateral stability or 
stiffness is of more importance in a lifeboat than in any 
other type of boat, since, from its work in the surf, it is 
more exposed to the risk of upsetting. This is obtained 
in the boat in question by the outside gunmetal keel, the 
gunmetal centerboard and the copper tanks in the air 
spaces below the deck, The end air cases or chambers 
also offer strong resistance to an upset when the boat is 
thrown on her beam ends. In recent tests it required 5,300 
pounds of pig lead, placed upon the gunwale, to bring 
the gunwale awash. The self-bailing or discharge of the 
water is a peculiar feature of this life-boat, enabling any 
water which may be shipped over the rail or taken on 
board by being thrown on her beam ends to escape in a 
few seconds.

Replying to a request from the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs for information as to how the pay of retired 
Navy officers is estimated, Rear Admiral Geo. C. Converse, 
U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, has sub- 
mitted a memorandum explaining that the pay of such 
officers is estimated by taking the figures of the previous 
year, deducting the pay of all officers who have died, and 
adding to this sum the pay of officers who will probably 
be placed on the retired list during the fiscal year for 
which the estimate is made. For the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1906, estimate was made for 621 officers on the 
1etired list, the pay of whom should amount to $1,527,248. 
For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, it is estimated 
that there will be 710 officers on the retired list, and that 
the sum necessary for their pay will be $1,759,849, mak- 
ing an increase in this item of $232,606 over the previous 
year. The pay of retired officers performing active duty 
is based on the difference between the pay they would re- 
ceive on the retired list and that which they would be 
entitled to on the active list. For the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1906, it was estimated that 114 retired officers 
of various rank would be employed on active duty. he 
sum necessary for the difference between the retired and 
active pay of these officers was computed at $62,936. For 
the fiscai year ending June 30, 1907, it is estimated that 
199 retired officers will be employed on active duty, and 
that $109,958 will be necessary for the difference between 
their retired and active duty pay.

A correspondent says: “In your issue of Jan. 6, this 
year, under the head of “Revision of the Firing Regula- 
tions,” the following sentence appears: ‘Medical officers 
not to compete.’ It is a somewhat remarkable coinci- 
dence, to say the least, that such a change should be con- 
sidered immediately following a target season in which 
a medical officer (Lieut. IF. C. Baker) won first place on 
the Lacific Division Infantry team and second place on 
the Army Infantry team—one which broke all previous 
records. It is at once suggested that the other branches 
of the Service do not relish the idea of being beaten at 
their own game, by a member of a noncombatant corps 
and, to prevent the recurrence of such a happening, in- 
tend to take this method, one which equals the English 
attitude several years ago, when Ten Eyck, after winning 
the Diamond sculls at Henley one year, was not allowed 
to compete the next year. Under Par. 323 of the 1904 
Firing Regulations all staff officers are allowed to enter 
competitions, consequently, if this change goes into effect, 
medical officers will be the only ones excluded—another 
peculiar fact in view of the circumstances. It is hard 
to understand why such a provision should be thought of, 
for last year was the first one to my knowledge in which 
a medical officer won out in any Army competition.”

Capt. Charles HI. Stockton, promoted rear admiral a 
few days since, was graduated from the Naval Academy 
in 1865. Among other duty he made a varied cruise in 
the West Indies, Greenland and in the Mediterranean in 
the Congress, and returned from the latter waters in 1874 
in the Brooklyn. While attached to the U.S.S. Swatara 
he made a cruise around the world in that ship and was 
on the transit of Venus expedition.

He was president of the War College in 
1898, and subsequently was in command of the Kentucky 
was on duty as naval attaché at London and recently ar- 
rived home. 
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In the course of an article urging that a second dry- 
dock be built at the Puget Sound Navy Yard, and that 
it be made of stone, the Seattle Post-Intelligencer points 
out that if the present wooden drydock were accidentally 
placed out of commission the efficiency of the fleet in the 
Pacific would be seriously impaired.

The paint 
shop, the carpenter shop and the machine shop, wooden 
structures near by, were also burned, while the paymas. 
ter’s storehouse was somewhat damaged. In the upper 
story of the building, where the fire started, were twelye 
boy prisoners, They were in irons and unable to help 
themselves. Physical Instructor Kirby pulled them out 
through a window. Two of them fell overboard but were 
rescued by marines. 
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“In the matter of long marches of light batteries,” 
writes a correspondent, “it may not be out of place to 
mention that in 1862 Lieut. John B. Shinn, 3d Art, 
marched his light battery from its station in California— 
the name of the post is forgotten—to Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, crossing the Yuma and Gila deserts. This bat- 
tery finished its march in first-rate serviceable condition.” 
John B. Shinn, who was promoted captain, 3d Artillery, 
Jan, 20, 1864, March 13, 1865, received the brevet of ma- 
jor “for arduous and meritorious service in successfully 


‘ bringing his battery across the Yuma and Gila deserts, 


and for faithful service in New Mexico.” He was gradu- 
ated in 1856, and his service during the Civil War was on 
the Pacifie coast, in Arizona and New Mexico. No con- 
pany of the regiment saw harder service during the war 
than Shinn’s battery. It was kept on the move against 
the Indians most of the time as artillery or cavalry. It 
marched first with the column under Col. James H. Carl. 
ton, 4th Cay., to Tucson, Ariz., to secure that territory 
against the rebels and thence to Albuquerque, New Mex- 
ico. Major Shinn was discharged at his own request 
Dec. 27, 1870.

Gun, producing the following results. Fourteen rounds 
were successfully fired (making eighty all told to date), 
two of which gave a muzzle velocity of 3,410 feet per 
second, along with moderate pressures, This is far in ex- 
cess of any velocity ever obtained from any other gun of 
that caliber and length, using a hundred-pound projectile 
propelled by seventy-two and one-half pounds of smoke- 
less powder, ‘The average velocity obtained from large 
guns during the Civil War was about 1,500 feet per 
second.

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LEGISLATION FOR THE ARMY. 


Elsewhere in these columns will be found the text of 
eleven bills proposing legislation for the Army, which 
the Secretary of War transmitted to the military com- 
mittees of both houses of Congress on Jan. 29 and which, 
as a careful examination will disclose, provide for im- 
portant and desirable reforms in our military organiza- 
tion. These bills have been carefully prepared by the 
General Staff, whose attention they have engaged for the 
last six months. They embody the best judgment of 
officers of great experience who are thoroughly familiar 
with the conditions to which they relate, and they bear 
the approval of the Secretary of War, who strongly 
urges their enactment into law. With the most urgent 
reyuirements of the Army thus clearly described, and 
each made the subject of a separate measure, Congress, 
if so disposed, should have no difficulty in legislating 
for the Army judiciously, promptly and economically. 
The real needs of the Army are stated in unmistakable 
language, and we trust that they will gain the prompt 
and favorable consideration of the legislative authori- 
Each bill is accompanied by a letter from the Sec- 
retary of War to the military committees, explaining its 
character and purpose and: briefly stating his reasons for 
urging its enactment. An outline of his views is given 
below. ‘fhe eleven bills were introduced in the House on 
Jan. 29 by Mr. Hull, chairman of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs, numbered from 13375 to 13385, in- 
clusive. ‘Lhe bills were also introduced in the Senate on 
Jan. 30 by Senator Warren, numbered from S. 3917 to 
S. 3927, inclusive. 

One of the most important of these bills is that which 
provides for the reorganization and increase of the Artil- 
lery Corps and the separation of the Field Artillery from 
the Coast Artillery. he bill authorizes an increase of 
about 5,000 ofticers and men, giving six additional bat- 
tries to the Field Artillery, which is to have a regi- 
mental organization, the corps organization being re- 
tsined for the Coast Artillery. The Coast Artillery is 
increased by the officers and men necessary for the tor- 
pedo defense of our harbors, including power plants and 
searchlights. ‘The bill also increases the pay of certain 
technical grades in the enlisted personnel of the Coast 
Artillery in order to retain in the Service the highly- 
trained men required for the efficient handling of modern 
coast defense armament. ‘The bill provides for greater 
{-xibility in companies of Coast Artillery by authorizing 
the President to fix the number of sergeants, corporals, 
aud privates in any company according to the needs of 
the work to which it is assigned. The increase in the 
lield Artillery is proposed for the reason that the present 
strength of the Field Artillery is not only inadequate to 
the requirements of our first line in any war in which 
we might engage, but is actually less than the proportion 
which should exist between that arm and the Infantry 
alone. 'The proposed change from the battery to the 
regimental organization for the Field Artillery is in line 
with the practice of the best armies of Europe, in which 
that arm is handled by battalions, regiments and brigades. 
The inereased cost of the changes proposed for the Artil- 
lery is estimated at $2,000,000 for the first year, rising 
sradually to about $2,600,000 for the fifth year, exclu- 
sive of an estimate of $5,500,000 for barracks, quarters, 
stables, and gunsheds. 

Another measure of importance to every branch of 
the Army is that which proposes to create a service corps 
of the Army, consisting of not more than seven thousand 
men, duly enlisted, to be attached to the supply depart- 
ments for the performance of work hitherto performed 
hy soldiers on extra or special duty. ‘The need of such 
‘ corps is universally conceded. Such a force will pro- 
\ide an organized corps which can be immediately in- 
creased in time of war. It will relieve soldiers of a vast 
amount of non-military work which is generally distaste- 
ful to them. It will result in greater contentment in the 
\rmy and reduce desertions. It will reduce largely the 
lire of civilian teamsters in time of war and substitute 
‘therefor an enlisted force of trained men subject to mili- 
ary discipline. ‘The detail for extra and special duty of 
such a large percentage of men from companies impairs 
‘heir efficiency. Some men seek these details because of 
ihe extra pay, lose interest in their military duties and be- 
ome indifferent soldiers. ‘They try to serve two masters 
and serve neither satisfactorily. The expense of the 
service corps proposed by this bill is estimated at $400,- 
900 per year after deducting the amount now paid extra- 
duty men, civilian teamsters and laborers who will be re- 
placed by the service corps. 

A third bill, which is distinctly designed to strengthen 
the national defenses, is one “to enable the President to 
carry into effect certain provisions of the Act approved 
Feb. 2, 1901, and to provide a partial reserve for coast 
defense in case of actual or impending war.” This meas- 
ure provides for a force not to exceed fifty thousand men, 
who will have served not less than one complete enlist- 
ment in the Regular Army and who are citizens of the 
United States, not over forty years of age, of good char- 
acter, and in sound health; to be enlisted for a period 
of five years, unless sooner discharged. ‘These men are 
to be rated in pay according to former service as non- 
commissioned officers or qualifications in marksmanship; 
the rates of pay being $32, $28 and $24 per annum. 
They are to be enlisted and carried on the rolls of the 
Military Secretary’s Office, to be allowed to live where 
they please in the United States, but to be subject to call 
by the President of ten days each year for instruction 
purposes, and upon the outbreak.of a foreign war to be 
called into active service and assigned to existing regu- 
lar organizations to fill them to war strength. The neces- 
sity for this measure is obvious. If war were suddenly 
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declared there is at present no way by which additional 
trained men could be promptly obtained to enable the 
President to increase the Regular Army to the 100,000 
men allowed by the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, so that the pro- 
posed bill simply provides a means of enabling him to 
comply with that law. This bill makes provision that 
in time of war a depot battalion shall be organized for 
each regiment of the Regular Army, in order to enlist 
and instruct recruits and forward them to regiments to 
replace losses incident, to service, a measure provided for 
by all great nations excepting our own. ‘The total cost 
of the proposed reserve is estimated at $2,000,000 per 
year. Of this bill Secretary Taft says: “I consider this 
measure of the utmost importance, both from a practicai 
and economic standpoint. It will not, in my opinion, m 
any way conflict with the proper interests or employment 
of the Organized Militia. It is simply to have available 
a trained force to immediately bring the Regular Army 
to the strength now authorized by law, which would prac- 
tically double its efficiency, and the annual increased ex- 
penditure for this purpose will only be about three per 
cent. of the present cost of the permanent military es- 
tablishment.” 

Of all the proposed measures, however, the one of great- 
est interest to the Army itself is that which relates to 
the matter of promotion. It seeks to provide a remedy 
for a condition of affairs in the fighting branches, the 
Cavalry, Infantry and Artillery, which is described as “bad 
now, but certain to become intolerable unless a cure is 
applied.” ‘That condition is ascribed by the Secretary of 
War to a stagnation in promotion “combined with the 
unavoidable failure in practice of retiring and examining 
boards to remedy the evil.” The bill therefore extends 
the provisions of existing law, so far as concerns physical 
examination before promotion, to the field grades, and 
provides that majors and officers in grades above, who 
ure now exempt from such examinations, shall be subject 
to them. ‘he bill also provides that when the average 
number of vacancies per year from all causes in each 
grade from colonel to first lieutenant be less than a cer- 
tain per cent. of the total number of officers in the 
grade next below, additional vacancies to bring the total 
up to the required number shall be provided by weeding 
out the Jeast efficient officers on the active list. They 
are selected by a sworn board, impartially, and are re- 
tired without increase of rank, and with pay proportioned 
to their length of service. The selections for retirement 
are made solely with a view of benefiting the Service by 
putting out of active service those (in limited number) 
who, from any cause, are found least qualified for duty. 
The selections come from the various grades, in certain 
proportions calculated to maintain a fair average of pro- 
motion, and to bring oflicers, before their period of use- 
fulness is nearly over, into positions where their activi- 
ties will insure good regiments. In his letter transmitting 
this bill to the military committee, the Secretary of War 
argues most earnestly for its enactment, saying, in 
part: 

The primary object of the bill is to secure what is ab- 
solutely indispensable to keep heart in our fighting units, 
namely, some prospect of promotion. Incidentally in ac- 
complishing this purpose, it adds a second and very im- 
portant benefit to the Service by eliminating those who 
in the lapse of years and from any cause have ceased to 
be fully equal to the work the Government has a right 
to expect. ‘he combatant part of the Army has no 
special voice in Washington to state its case. Its 
proportion of field officers to company officers is such 
as to compel the slowest promotion anywhere in the Ser- 
vice, while, in fact, it is of the utmost importance that 
its promotion should be, at least, fair, and its officers put 
in responsible positions while in the fullness of their 
bodily vigor. It is a remarkable fact that our organiza- 
tion and our premotion laws are such as to insure in 
the fighting force the minimum of promotion with the 
maximum of rust and decrepitude, exactly the reverse 
of what a wise policy would dictate. It is to remedy, in 
some degree, this unfortunate and unwise condition 
that this bill is offered. It makes no extravagant de- 
mands on the Treasury. It does injustice to no man. 
It is believed that it would, in practice, operate most 
beneficially to give our mobile Army one of the most 
essential teatures of such a force, i.e., field.and company 
officers possessed of zeal and physical energy. 

An example of how it wouid operate on the Cavalry 
will suffice for all. That arm, it may be pointed out, 
requires par excellence, alertness and vigor to be of value. 
Yet, with us, the captains at the head of the list aver- 
age to-day forty-eight years, the majors over fifty-one, 
and the colonels over fifty-eight years of age, and with 
practically no prospect ahead except through the opera- 
tion of law as men reach sixty-tour years. If this bill 
becomes law it would require from all causes combined 
an average of 40.50 second lieutenants of Cavalry to be 
promoted to first lieutenants each year; 32.20 first lieu- 
tenants of Cavalry to be promoted to captains; 21.69 
captains of Cavalry to be promoted to majors; 9.18 majors 
of Cavalry to be promoted lieutenant eolonels; and 4.25 
lieutenant colonels of Cavalry to be promoted to col- 
onelcies. The Artillery would require a few less vacan- 
cies, and the Infantry just twice as many as the Cavy- 
alry. 

By subtracting each of these numbers from the num- 
ber of vacancies required in the grade above, the re- 
mainder shows the maximum number that might have 
to be eliminated in a particular grade; for example; 9.18 
less 4.25 gives 4.93 as the maximum number of lieutenant 
colonels that might have to be eliminated in any one 
year, and that could only occur in case no vacancy from 
any other cause in that grade happened in the course of 
the year. So of the other grades. Under this system an 
officer would be brought with mathematical certainty to 
certain grades in a fixed number of years as follows: 
A second lieutenant starting at the bottom of the list 
would gain, through the operation of the bill, eighteen 
per cent. of the numbers necessary to make him a first 
lieutenant in each year; therefore, in five and one-half 
years, at the utmost, he would be a first lieutenant. Simi- 
larly, a first lieutenant could stay in that grade no longer 
than 100-14 years, or 7.1 years; in the grade of captain, 
100-9=11.1 years; in the grade of major, 100-18=5.5 years; 
in the grade of lieutenant colonel, 100-25=4 years. These 
are maximum periods. It is certain the period would be 
less for second lieutenants, and it might be less than the 
other periods in other grades. But it must be remem- 
bered that should other causes, combined with the opera- 
tion of the bill, threaten too rapid promotion, the limita- 
tions in the bill would automatically suspend its opera- 
tions until the conditions had changed. This bill would 
require annually in the Cavalry, Artillery, and Infantry 
arms combined, and including the detailed staff, a total 
of 158 vacancies. Deducting the number of vacancies 
occurring in any year above the grade of second lieu- 
tenant from all existing causes, such as disability, death, 
resignations, courts-martial, etc., from 158, the remainder 
will give the number to be selected and eliminated by 
retirement as the bill provides. I urge most earnestly 
favorable consideration for this bill, and regard the pas- 
sage of this or some similar measure as indispensable to 
the efficiency of the line of the Army. 

One bill of secondary importance, but which appears 
to be entirely fair in principle, proposes to extend the 
privilege of leave during vacation, without loss of pay, 
enjoyed by profesesors, assistant professors, and instruc- 
tors at the Military Academy, to instructors at Service 
schools, who have no post or school duties during vaca- 
tion, and to certain student officers, usually twenty-one, 
who, after graduation at the Infantry and Cavalry School, 
are selected to take an additional course of one year 
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at the Staff College or the Signal School. This bill 
would apply to the Infantry and Cavalry School and 
Staff College, the Signal School, the Artillery School, 
and the School of Submarine Defense. It is pointed out 
that the student officers who would come under the pro- 
visions of this bill have been working under extremely 
high mental pressure during the past ten months, and 
it may be said they have fairly earned this indulgence 
after successfully completing the course of study at the 
Infantry and Cavalry School, under present conditions, 
and winning the detail to the Staff College or the Signal 
School, which is made upon the recommendation of the 
academic board and of the commandant. 

A bill, which is described as a matter of very great 
importance for the interests of the Service, provides for 
an increase in the pay of company non-commissioned of- 
ficers, whom the Secretary of War describes as “the most 
underpaid men in the Army.” The bill increases the pay 
of a corporal from $15 to $18 per month, that of a ser- 
geant from $18 to $24, and that of a first sergeant from 
$25 to $34, making a total increase in the annual ex- 
pense of $719,496. The Secretary of War maintains 
that the enactment of this bill would tend to induce these 
desirable and well instructed men to continue in the Ser- 
vice, thus conserving to the Government the time and 
money expended in their training; increase the importance 
of the position of non-commissioned officers, and cause 
these positions to be more sought after, and offer in- 
ducements to a better class of men to enlist than is now 
attracted. 

With regard to the bill to increase the membership of 
Army bands from twenty-eight to thirty-six, and to in- 
crease the pay of members, the Secretary declares that 
the ‘present pay-scale of playing members, ranging from 
$13 to $22, demonstrates its utter inadequacy to secure 
and keep competent musicians. The monthly pay of 
bands as now organized is, for Infantry bands, $473, and 
for Cavalry bands, $482. he bill increases the amount 
of pay to a total of $781 per month. 

Among those familiar with the conditions which have 
arisen from the requirements under which a large num- 
ber of officers are detailed for duties which separate them 
from their proper organizations, special attention will 
be given to the bill, providing for promotion to fill va- 
cancies caused by detail of officers below the grade of 
brigadier general to the General Staff and by the detail, 
of certain officers to the U.S. Military Academy, on 
Recruiting Service, and with the Bureau of Insuiar 
Affairs. The bill provides for replacing the following 
officers: Officers of the General Staff below the rank of 
brigadier general, 42; officers detailed to Military Acad- 
emy, 65: for recruiting service (one lieutenant colonel, 
three majors, fifteen captains, fifteen first lieutenants), 
34; Chief of Bureau of Insular Affairs and assistant, 2; 
total,. 148. While it is absolutely necessary to take 
officers from line organizations and staff departments in 
order that the General Staff Corps may be composed of 
officers of the needful qualifications and experience, there 
is abundant evidence, drawn from experience, says the 
Secretary, of the necessity of filling the places thus va- 
cated to prevent the efficiency of the Army from being 
impaired. The act authorizing the detail of retired 
officers on recruiting service has not afforded the desired 
relief and sixty-two officers from the active list are still 
engaged in that duty. It is therefore requested ci Con- 
gress to authorize the replacing with the troops of thirty- 
four of these officers, namely, one lieutenant colonel, three 
majors, fifteen captains, and fifteen first lieutenants, the 
commissioned strength of a single regiment less the colonel 
and second lieutenant. It is also desired that sixty-five 
officers, representing the number constantly on duty at the 
Military Academy, be assigned with troops. The officers 
detailed with the Philippine Scouts, with the Porto Rico 
Provisional Regiment, as acting judge advocates, as 
aides-de-camp, as instructors at Special Service schools, 
ete., while on important military duty are, with the ex- 
ception of a few of the school instructors, completely 
separated from duty with troops for periods of years, or 
indefinitely, and a strong argument could be made for 
replacing most of them in order to keep the troops up 
to the proper’standard of efficiency, but at this time all 
the relief considered desirable is not asked, but only such 
as is considered most urgent. 

A bill bearing an important relation to the recruiting 
service proposes to extend the provisions of Section 31 
of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, to recruit depots so as to 
provide one sergeant major for each depot, and for each 
company one first sergeant, five sergeants, and six cor- 
porals, this being the same number of non-commissioned 
officers as is now allowed a company of Infantry. Since 
the passage of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, three recruit depots 
have been established, one at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., 
one at Columbus Barracks, Ohio, and one at Fort Slocum, 
N.Y., to which recruits are forwarded from the stations 
for a thorough physical examination and a short period 
of instruction before being assigned to organizations. 
For purposes of administration and instruction, the re- 
cruits are organized into companies, three at each depot, 
but no provision exists for non-commissioned officers for 
these companies, except to detach non-commissioned offi- 
cers from their proper organizations and assign them to 
the depots for duty. This is a bad policy. : 

The bill to reorganize the veterinary service of the 
Army is intended primarily to remedy the apparently 
unintentional injustice of depriving the veterinarian of 
the benefits of the pension and retirement laws and of in- 
crease of pay for foreign service. The veterinarian is 
made by the law a part of the Army, but as he is neither 
commissioned nor enlisted, he is not entitled to the bene- 
fits granted officers and enlisted men. Another object of 
the measure is to attract capable young veterinarians 
into the Service and retain them there. Under the pres- 
ent law, each Cavalry regiment has two veterinarians and 
twelye are authorized for the Artillery Corps—forty-two 
in all. The bill provides one veterinarian for each 
battalion of Field Artillery, and as there are. thirteen 
of these battalions, the total number of veterinarians 
is increased by one. Should the Field Artillery be organ- 
ized into regiments of two battalions each, the number of 
veterinarians to the regiment would be the same as in the 
Cavalry. Eight of the veterinarians now in the Service 
have served more than fifteen years each. One has 
thirty-four years of service, and is seventy years old; 
another, twenty-nine years of service, and is sixty-six 
years old. The proposed measure gives just recognition 
for faithful service in the past as well as providing for 
increased efficiency in the future. p ; 

With reference to the bill authorizing commissions: to 
issue in the cases of officers retired with increased rank, 
it may be pointed out that although a number of such 
officers have been duly nominated to the Senate for ad- 
vancement and the Senate has advised and _ consented 
thereto, no appointments or commissions have been given 
them. ‘To issue such officers commissions in accordance 
with their advanced rank would involve no expense to 
the United States and would be a source of gratification 
to the officers concerned, who are accustomed to value 
commissions as evidence of rank. In fact, it is known 
that some colonels who are eligible for retirement with 
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the rank of brigadier general have failed to take ad- 
vantage of the law, for the reason that they would not 
receive a commission evidencing their advancement. The 
bill, as drawn, applies to all officers placed on the retired 
list with advanced rank, as it is desired to have the 
procedure uniform, and as it seems equitable that all such 
officers should be included. 


PROPOSED ARMY LEGISLATION. 


RESERVE FOR COAST DEFENSE. 

H.R. 13375, Mr. Hull :— 

A bill to provide means to enable the President to 
carry into effect certain provisions of the Act approved 
Feb. 2, 19013, and to provide a partial reserve for coast 
defense, in case of actual or impending foreign war. 

Be it enacted, etc., That to meet the exigencies of the 
military service which arise in time of actual or impend- 
ing foreign war, and to make it possible to effect in the 
quickest and most efficient manner the increase of the 
permanent military establishment contemplated by the 
Act approved Feb. 2, 1901, the President is hereby au- 
thorized to enlist from the honorably discharged soldiers 
who have served not less than one complete enlistment 
in the Regular Army, and who are citizens of the United 
States, not over forty years of age, of good character, in 
sound health, and proficient in markmanship or gunnery, 
a force not exceeding 50,000 men who shall constitute the 
ist Reserve. 


Sec. 2. That each period of service on enlistment 
or re-enlistment in the 1st Reserve shall be for five years 
unless sogner discharged: Provided, That persons so 
enlisted shall take the usual oath of enlistment prescribed 
for the Regular Army with necessary modifications, and 
shall in addition bind themselves to respond to the call 
of the President in case of actual or impending foreign 
war, or for purposes of individual instruction or maneu- 
vers for a period not to exceed 15 days in the next year, 
by promptly reporting for duty, in person and in uniform, 
at the rendezvous and to the officer designated by 
proper authority; and provided, That each member of the 
ist Reserve shall report in writing to The Military Secre- 
tary of the Army on June 15 and December 15 of each 
year the complete address of his place of residence. 

Sec. 3. That the pay of persons enlisted in the ist 
Reserve shall be graded according to former service as 
non-commissioned officers and proficiency in marksman- 
ship or gunnery attained prior to or during service in 
the ist Reserve, as follows: For former soldiers dis- 
charged as sergeants and who have served one year as 
such, and for expert riflemen and sharpshooters, $32 per 
annum; for former soldiers discharged as corporals and 
who have served one year as such, and for marksmen 
and first class gunners, $28 per annum; and for men 
qualified as first class in marksmanship and for second 
class gunners, $24 per annum; Provided, That whenever 
members of the Ist Reserve are called out by the Presi- 
dent for instruction or for active service and organized 
into or assigned to military units, they shall receive the 
full pay and allowances of soldiers of the Regular 
Army in the grade to which they may be assigned or 
. promoted: and provided, That pay during periods of in- 
struction or maneuvers shall be in addition to the annual 
pay prescribed in this section, but when mustered into 
and while serving in the Regular Army such annual pay 
shall cease. 

Sec. 4. That the clothing allowance of persons enlisted 
in the Ist Reserve shall consist of the cost of one com- 
plete service uniform for each enlistment in said re- 
serve. 

Sec. 5. That the records of the members of the Ist 
Reserve shall be kept by The Military Secretary of the 
Army, and that all orders, reports, returns, correspon- 
dence, payments, subsistence, transportation, and issues 
and purchases, shall conform to the practice of the 
Regular Army and be in accordance with a system to be 
prescribed by the Secretary of War: Provided, That. 
ordinarily, payments shall be made semi-annually, after 
receipt of individual reports. 

Sec. 6. That members of the ist Reserve whenever 
ealled forth by the President shall be subject to the 
rules and articles of war and the discipline of the Regu- 
lar Army, and for offenses committed shall be subject 
to trial by courts-martial composed of officers of the 
Regular and Volunteer Armies of the United States: 
Provided, That the degree of punishment, except as here- 
inafter stated, shall not exceed the limits prescribed 
by the President for the Regular Army in like cases. 

Sec. 7. That the President is hereby authorized to call 
of it as he may deem 





forth the Ist Reserve, or so much 
necessary, in time of actual or impending foreign war, 
and to muster into appropriate branches of the Regular 
Army the portion thereof required: Provided, That the 
period of such service in the Regular Army shall continue 
during the existence of the war occasioning the call, 
unless sooner discharged, but not beyond the termina- 
tion of the period of enlistment in the Ist Reserve. 

Sec. 8 That the President is hereby authorized to 
call out the ist Reserve, or so much of it as may be 
desirable, for the purpose of instruction in target prac- 
tice, drill or maneuvers: Provided, That the period of 
such calls shall not exceed 10 days in one year or, if no 
call be made in one year, not to exceed 15 days in the 
next year; and provided, That the men responding to 
any call shall be inspected by a medical officer of the 
Regular Army, and when physical deficiency is indicated, 
shall be examined by said medical officer to determine 
their fitness for further service in the Ist Reserve, and 
a report of such examination shall be made to The 
Military Secretary of the Army. Members of the ist 
Reserve found unfit for further service shall be honorably 
discharged. 

Sec. 9. That if any member of the Ist Reserve, after 
due notification, fails to respond to the call of the 
President for instruction or maneuvers, and neglects to 
furnish a satisfactory excuse for such failure, he shall 
be deemed guilty of absence without leave in violation of 
the 32d Article of War: Provided, That for absence dur- 
ing the entire period for which he was called out a mem- 
ber of the Ist Reserve shall, unless excuse be furnished 
satisfactory to the Secretary of War, forfeit all pay and 
allowances accruing in the period of six months in 
which such call was made: and provided, That for a 
second consecutive occurrence of absence during the en- 
tire period of a call, without satisfactory excuse for the 
same, he shall be dishonorably discharged from the 1st 


Reserve, with forfeiture of all pay and allowances 
due. 
Sec. 10. That if any member of the 1st Reserve, after 


due notification, fails, in time of actual or impending 
foreign war, to respond to the call of the President, by 
not reporting in person at the rendezvous and to the 
officer designated in such notification, and fails to furnish 
a satisfactory excuse, he shall be considered as absent 
without leave in violation of the 32d Article of War; and 
if such absence, without satisfactory reason, shall con- 
tinue for 10 days, such member shall be considered as in 
desertion in violation of the 47th Article of War, and shall 
upon apprehension or surrender be tried by a _ general 
court-martial, and if apprehension or surrender does not 
take place within one month, and no satisfactory excuse 
is furnished, such member shall be dropped from the 
rolls as a deserter: Provided, That any member of the 
lst Reserve who shall have been convicted of a felony 
er crime before any Federal or State court shall be 
dropped from the rolls from the date of such convic- 
tion. 


Sec. 11. That the President is hereby authorized in 


ease of actual or impending foreign war to organize from 
the Regular Army and the Ist Reserve one depot battalion 
for each regiment of Infantry, Cavalry and Field Artil- 
lery, one for the engineers, one for the Signal Corps, and 
four for the Coast Artillery of the Regular Army, for the 


purpose of maintaining the efficiency of the Regular 
Army ty training recruits to replace the casualties oc- 
casioned by disease, battle, and other causes. Each 
such battalion shall be organized in the same way as a 
battalion of the corresponding arm of the Service in the 
Regular Army, the depot battalions for the Coast Artil- 
lery and the Signal Corps to have an organization similar 
to that of battalions of Infantry, and shall, at the be- 
ginning, consist of the necessary officers and non-com- 
missioned officers and not less than 80 privates; and the 
President is authorized to increase such battalions by the 
assignment or appointment of a full complement of 
officers, and by enlistment until they reach a strength 
of 150 enlisted men for each company thereof, and to 
transfer officers and enlisted men from the depot bat- 
talions to the corresponding units of the Regular Army 
as may be required by the exigencies of the service; 
Provided, That the officers shall preferably be taken 
from the regiment or corps to which the depot battalion 
belongs, from the retired officers of the Army deemed fit 
for this duty, and from the eligible list authorized in 
Section 23 of the Act approved Jan. 21, 1903; and that the 
non-commissioned officers shall be taken from the Regu- 
lar Army, the ist Reserve, and from suitable men en- 
listed in the depot battalions: and provided, That officers 
of the Regular Army and officers of the retired list of the 
Army assigned with increase of rank to said depot bat- 
talion, shall receive volunteer commissions, without 
prejudice to their previous status, and the other officers 
appointed to the depot battalions shall also receive volun- 
teer commissions; and provided, That regular officers 
returning to their regiments, corps, or the retired list, 
shall revert to their proper status in the Regular Army; 
that officers transferred to the Regular Army shall re- 
ceive appointments as second lieutenants therein; and 
that the warrants of non-commissioned officers not be- 
longing to the Regular Army shall be considered tempor- 
ary, and they shall upon muster into the Regular Army 
revert to the status of privates; and provided, That in 
time of war the enlisted strength of such depot battalions 
shall not be counted in maintaining the line of the Regu- 
lar Army below the maximum prescribed by law. 

Sec. 12. That the members of the Ist Reserve shall be 
divided into classes according to the branches of the 
Army for which they have shown fitness by previous 
service, and that transfers to the Regular Army under 
this act shall, as far as practicable, be made in ac- 
cordance with such classification. 

Sec. 13. That the President is hereby authorized dur- 
ing time of actual or impending foreign war to muster 
into the Service of the United States for duty in the 
coast emplacements such number of companies of the 
Heavy Artillery of the organized militia as may be neces- 
sary and practicable; to increase the average strength of 
companies of the Coast Artillery of the Regular Army to 
150 men by muster in from the Ist Reserve; and to organ- 
ize from the Coast Artillery of the Regular Army, the 
Ist Reserve, and by enlistment, such additional companies 
of Coast Artillery as may be necessary, each to be organ- 
ized as prescribed by law for companies of Coast Artil- 
lery of the Regular Army at war strength and to ap- 
point the necessary number of officers with volunteer 
commissions for assignment thereto: Provided, That the 
captains of the newly created companies of Coast Artil- 
lery shall, as far as may be practicable, be appointed 
from the lieutenants of the Coast Artillery of the Regu- 
lar Army and shall receive volunteer commissions with- 
out prejudice to their status in the Regu’*r Army, and 
that the other company officers appointea to the Coast 
Artillery under the provisions of this act shall also receive 
volunteer commissions and shall preferably be selected 
from the eligible list authorized by Section 23 of the Act 
approved Jan. 21, 1903, and from the non-commissioned 
officers of the Coast Artillery; and provided, That the 
number of new companies of Coast Artillery organized 
under the provisions of this section, together with the 
number mustered into the Service of the United States 
from the Heavy Artillery of the organized militia, shall 
not exceed 9. 

Sec. 14. That all laws and parts of laws inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act be, and the same hereby 
are, repealed. 





ARMY RANDS. 

H.R. 13376, Mr. Hull :— 

A bill for increasing the efficiency of Army bands. 

Be it enacted, etc., That from and after the date of 
approval of this act, the bands now authorized by law 
for the Cavalry, the Artillery, the Infantry, and the 
Corps of Engineers, U.S. Army, severally shall con- 
sist of one bandmaster who shall receive $100 per month 
and the allowances now authorized by law for chief 
musicians; one assistant bandmaster, who shall receive 
$60 per month and the allowances now authorized by law 
for chief musicians; one first sergeant who shal! receive 
$34 per month; two sergeants who shall receive, each, 
$24 per month; four corporals who shall receive, each, 
$20 per month; one drum major who shall have the rank, 
pay and allowances of sergeant; one cook who shall 
receive $24 per month, and 25 privates who shall be 
divided into two classes, 12 in the first class who shall 
receive, each, $18 per month, and 13 in the second class 
who shall receive, each, $15 per month; and each of 
the aforesaid first sergeant, sergeants, corporals, drum 
major, cook, and privates, shall also be entitled to the 
clothing, fuel, rations, and other allowances now author 
ized by law for the corresponding grades in their respec- 
tive arms of the Service; and each aforesaid member of 
the band shall be duly enlisted and shall be entitled 
to the same benefits in respect to pay, emoluments, and 
retirement arising from longevity, re-enlistment and 
length of service, as are or may hereafter become ap- 
plicable to other enlisted men of the Army. 

See. 2. That all laws or parts of laws which conflict 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 


SELECTIONS FOR ARMY RETIREMENT. 
H.R. 18377, Mr. Hull :-— 
A bill to increase the efficiency of the Army of the 
United States. 


Be it enacted, ete., That the President be and he is 
hereby authorized to prescribe a physical examination of 
all officers of the Army of the grades of major and of 
lieutenant colonel to determine their fitness for promo- 
tion: Provided, that should any such officer fail in his 
physical examination and be found incapacitated for ser- 
vice by reason of physical disability contracted in line of 
duty, he shall be retired with the rank to which his senior- 
ity entitled him to be promoted; but should the incapacity 
be found to have resulted from his own misconduct he 
shall be honorably discharged from the Army, with one 
year’s pay. 

Sec. 2. That when at the end of any fiscal year the 
average number of vacancies for the fiscal years subse- 
quent to the passage of this act in the grade of colonel in 
the Cavalry, Artillery, or Infantry, of the Army, has 
been less than 25 per cent. of the authorized number of 
lieutenant colonels in each arm respectively; or, in 
like manner, when the average number of vacancies in 
the grade of lieutenant colonel has been less than 18 
per cent. of the authorized number of majors; or, in like 
manner, when the average number of vacancies in the 
grade of major has been less than nine per cent. of the 
authorized number of captains; or, in like manner, when 
the average number of vacancies in the grade of captain 
has been less than 14 per cent. of the authorized number 
of first lieutenants; or, in like manner, when the average 
number of vacancies in the grade of first lieutenant has 
been less than eighteen per cent. of the authorized num- 
ber of second lieutenants, the necessary additional va- 
cancies to bring the average in each grade in each arm 
up to the percentages above named, shall be created as 
hereinafter provided. 

See. 3. That upon the occurrence of a deficiency of 
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vacancies as set forth in Section 2 of this act, the Secre. 
tary of War shall convene, as soon after the Ist of 
July as practicable, a board of five general officers of 
the line of the Army, preferably seniors, for the purpose 
of selecting, from the active list of the several arms, the 
necessary number to be retired. The board shall have 
placed at its disposal the complete efficiency and medica! 
records of all officers, as the list stood June 30 pre. 
ceding, in those arms and grades wherein less than the 
required average of vacancies exists. Each member of 
said board shall swear or affirm that he will without 
partiality, favor or affection, and having in view solely 
the special fitness of officers and the efficiency of the 
Army, perform the duties imposed upon him by this 
act. 

The board shall then proceed to select for retire- 
ment from the several grades the requisite number from 
among those officers found to be, from any cause, lest 
qualified for further active service, the number taken 
from each grade being such as to cause the average 
number of vacancies therein to conform to the percen- 
tages set forth in the preceding sections: Provided, That 
no colonel shall be retired under the provisions of this 
section when the effect thereof would be to promote 
a lieutenant colonel of less than three years’ service as 
such unless the total commissioned service of said lien- 
tenant colonel exceeds 28 years; nor shall any lieu- 
tenant colonel be retired under the provisions of this 
section when the effect thereof would be to promote a 
major of less than five years’ service as such unless 
the total commissioned service of said major exceeis 
25 years; nor shall any major be retired under the pro- 
visions of this section when the effect thereof would te 
to promote a captain of less than ten years’ service as 
such unless the total commissioned service of said cap- 
tain exceeds 18 years; nor shall any captain be ro- 
tired under the provisions of this section when the 
effect thereof would be to promote any first lieutenant 
whose total length of commissioned service is less then 
ten years; nor shall any first lieutenant be retired under 
the provisions of this section when the effect thereof 
would be to promote any second lieutenant of less than 
four years commissioned service; and provided, further, 
That in computing the total length of commission«< 
service there shall be included therein any commissioned 
service in the U.S. Volunteers. The proceedings and 
recommendations of the board shall be in writing; sha!! 
be signed by all the members, a majority governing, and 
shall be transmitted to the President, who shall there- 
upon by order, transfer to the unlimited retired list the 
officers who have been selected as provided in this act. 

Sec. 4. That each officer retired pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this act, except as provided in Section 1 hereof, 
shall be entitled to retired pay at the rate of two and one- 
half per cent. of the pay he was receiving at the dat» 
of his retirement for each completed year of service 
or major fraction thereof: Provided, That retired pav 
shall'never exceed 75 per centum of the maximum pay of 
the grade. 

Sec. 5. In computing the authorized commissioned 
strength in any grade, as required in Section 2 hereo/, 
the officers detailed in accordance with existing law for 
stated tours of duty in the various staff departments, 
shall be included in that arm wherein they hold permn- 
nent commissions. 

Sec. 6. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. and nothing 
in this act shall be construed as changing the method of 
promotion now provided by law. 





SPECIAL LEAVE PRIVILEGES. 

H.R. 13378, Mr. Hull :— 

A bill to extend the special leave privileges author- 
ized for officers of the Military Academy by Section 
1330, Revised Statutes, to certain instructors and stu- 
dent officers at Service schools. 

Be it enacted, etc., That the provisions of Section 
1,330, Revised Statutes, authorizing leaves of absence 
to certain officers of the Military Academy, during the 
period of the suspension of the ordinary academic studies, 
without deduction from pay and allowances, be, and are 
hereby, extended to include officers on duty exclusively 
as instructors at the special Service schools or at the 
Staff College, and to include such student officers for 
the Staff College or the Signal School as may be de- 
tailed from the graduates of the latest class at a special 
Service school. 





INCREASED PAY FOR NON-COMS, 

H.R. 13379, Mr. Hull :— 

A bill to increase the pay of company non-commis 
sioned officers. 

Be it enacted, ete., That on and after the first day of 
July, 1906, the monthly pay of non-commissioned officers 
of Infantry, Cavalry, and Artillery, of the grades here- 
inafter specified, shall be as follows, with increase ot 
pay for length of service as now provided by law: First 
sergeants, $34; sergeants, $24, and corporals, $18. 





NON-COMS. FOR RECRUIT DEPOTS, 

H.R. 13380, Mr. Hull :— 

A bill to provide the non-commissioned officers neces 

sary for duty at the various recruit depots of the United 
States Army. 
_ Be it enacted, etc., That the Secretary of War is author 
ized to detach from the Army at large such number 0! 
enlisted men as may be necesary to perform duty at the 
various recruit depots, and of the enlisted men so de 
tached, and while performing such duty, there shall b« 
allowed for each depot one who shall have the rank, pay, 
and allowances of battalion or squadron sergeant-major, 
and for each recruit company une who shall have the 
rank, pay, and allowances of first sergeant; five the rank. 
pay, and allowances of sergeant, and six the rank, pay, 
and allowances of corporal, of the arm of the Service to 
which they respectively belong. 





TO INCREASE THE ARTILLERY. 
H.R. 18381, Mr. Hull :— 
A Dill to reorganize and to increase the efficiency of 
the Artillery of the United States Army. 


Be it enacted, etc., That the Artillery of the United 
States Army shall consist of the Chief of Artillery, the 
Coast Artillery and the Field Artillery. The Coast Artil- 
lery and the Field Artillery shall be organized as herein- 
after specified and the Artillery shall belong to the line 
of the Army: Provided, That on and after July 1, 1908, 
the Chief of Artillery shall cease to exercise supervision 
over the Field Artillery and shall thereafter be designated 
as the Chief of Coast Artillery. 

Sec. 2. That the Chief of Artillery or Chief of Coast 
Artillery shall be an additional member of the General 
Staff Corps, and his other duties shall be prescribed by 
the Secretary of War. 

When a vacaney occurs in the office of the Chief of 
Artillery or Chief of Coast Artillery, the President may 
appoint to such vacancy, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, an officer selected from the Coast 
Artillery who shall serve for a period of four years unless 
reappointed for further periods of four years; and any 
officer who shall hereafter serve as Chief of Artillery or 
Chief of Coast Artillery shall, when retired, be retired 
with the rank, pay, and allowances authurized by law 
for a brigadier general on the retired list. The position 
vacated by an officer appointed Chief of Artillery or 
Chief of Coast Artillery shall be filled by promotion in 
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that arm according to existing law, but the officer thus 
appointed shall continue in the same lineal position in his 
arm which he would have held if he had not been so 
appointed and shall be an additional number in the 
grade from which he was appointed or to which he 
may be promoted: Provided, That there shall not be at 
any time in the Coast Artillery more than one additional 
officer by_reason of the appointment of a Chief of Artil- 
lery or Chief of Coast Artillery and the relief of an 
oficer from such duty. 

Sec. 3. That the Coast Artillery is the _ Artillery 
charged with the care and use of the fixed and movable 
elements of land and coast fortifications, including the 
submarine mine and torpedo defenses. 

See. 4. That the Field Artillery is the Artillery which 
accompanies an army in the field, and includes light 
re horse artillery, siege artillery and mountain 
artillery. 

Sec. 5. That the Coast Artillery shall constitute a 
corps, and shall consist of one chief of coast artillery, 
with the rank, pay, and allowances of a brigadier gen- 
eral, as provided in Section 1 of this act, 14 colonels, 
1! lieutenant colonels, 42 majors, 210 captains, 210 first 
lieutenants, 210 second lieutenants; and the captains and 
lieutenants provided for in this section not required for 
duty with companies shall be available for duty as staff 
officers of the various Coast Artillery commands and 
for such other details as may be authorized by law and 
regulations; 21 sergeants-major with the rank, pay, and 
allowances of regimental sergeants-major of Infantry, 
2} master electricians, 60 engineers, 74 electrician ser- 

eants, first class; 74 electrician sergeants, second class; 
42 sergeants-major with the rank, pay, and allowances 
of battalion sergeants-major of Infantry; 12 master gun- 
pers, 60 firemen, 170 companies, and 14 bands organized 
«s now provided for by law for Artillery Corps bands. 

Sec. 6. That each company of Coast Artillery shall 
consist of one captain, one first lieutenant, one second 

eutenant, one first sergeant, one quartermaster ser- 

eant, two cooks, two mechanics, two musicians, and 
uch numbers of sergeants, corporals and privates as 
yay be fixed by the President in accordance with the 
equirements of the service to which it may be assigned: 
vrovided, That the total number of sergeants and cor- 
orals in the Coast Artillery shall not exceed 1,360 and 

M0, respectively; and provided, That upon the out- 

reak of war or when war is imminent the President 

authorized, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, to appoint as an officer of the volunteer Army, 
ne second lieutenant of Coast Artillery and for each 
ompany of Coast Artillery, to be selected preferably 
rom the non-commissioned officers of that arm; and 

» increase the strength of the Coast Artillery by an aver- 
ige of three sergeants, four corporals, and thirty-four 
vrivates for each company, but the total enlisted strength 
if the Coast Artillery as provided under this act shall not 
xceed 26,117 exclusive of master electricians, electrician 
ergeants, first class, and electrician sergeants, second 
lass. 

See. 7. That the Field Artillery shall consist of six regi- 

ients, each organized as follows: One colonel, one lieu- 
enant colonel, two majors, 11 captains, 13 first lieu- 

nants, and 13 second lieutenants; two veterinarians, 
ne sergeant-major, one quartermaster sergeant, one 
ommissary sergeant, two battalion sergeants-major, two 
attalion quartermaster sergeants, two color sergeants, 
ne band, and six batteries organized into two battalions 

f three batteries each. Of the officers herein provided, 
he captains and lieutenants not required for duty with 
satteries shall be available for detail as regimental and 
battalion staff officers, and for such other details as may 

e authorized by law and regulations. Battalion ad- 
utants shall be detailed from the captains, and battalion 
uartermasters and commissaries from lieutenants. Each 
‘ield Artillery band shall be organized as provided by law 
or Cavailry bands: Provided, That the President in his 
iiseretion may increase by nine mounted orderlies the 
‘egimental strength herein authorized. 

Sec. 8. That each battery of Field Artillery shall con- 
ist of one captain, two first lieutenants, two second 
ieutenants, one first sergeant, one quartermaster ser- 
veant, one stable sergeant, one chief mechanic, six ser- 
veants, 12 corporals, four mechanics, three cooks, two 
musicians, and 102 privates; the commissioned officers 
‘o be assigned from among those hereinbefore authorized 
or the regiment: Provided, That the President in his 
discretion may increase the number of sergeants in any 
vattery of Field Artillery to eight, the number of corporals 
‘0 16, the number of mechanics to seven, the number of 
musicians to three, and the number of privates to 149: 
Provided, That nothing contained in this act shall in- 
crease the total number of enlisted men in the line of 
the Army, together with the native scouts, as authorized 
by Section 36 of the Act of Congress, approved Feb. 2, 
1901, entitled, An act to increase the efficiency of the 
permanent military establishment of the United States. 

Sec. 9. That on and after the approval of this act 
the Coast and the Field Artillery shall be permanently 
separated, the separation to be effected as follows: 

All officers in the present Artillery Corps shall remain 
on one list as regards promotion until there shall have 
been filled, subject to the provisions of Section 10 of this 
ict, all vacancies to which promotion can be immediately 
made in the Coast and Field Artillery combined. After 
such promotion they shall in each grade be assigned 
by the President to the Coast or the Field Artillery accord- 
ing to their special aptitude for the respective services, 
such assignment to be permanent: Provided, That in 
making these assignments to the Coast and to the Field 
Artillery, the officers in each grade taken in order of rank 
and beginning with the senior in that grade, shall be 
divided into a number of sections equal to the number 
of officers of that grade to be assigned to the Field Artil- 
lery; such sections to be, in each grade as nearly equal 
numerically as possible; and there shall be assigned 
from each of these sections one officer to the Fild Artil- 
lery, and the remainder to the Coast Artillery. The num- 
ber of officers composing a section in the grades not 
completely filled by promotion of the officers of the pres- 
ent Artillery Corps shall be determined by dividing the 
number of officers authorized herein for the grade in the 
Coast and the Field Artillery combined by the number 
authorized for the grade in the Field Artillery: Provided. 
further, That all officers promoted or appointed in the 
Artillery thereafter shall be commissioned as _ officers 
of the Coast or the Field Artillery as the case may be, 
and shall be promoted by seniority in their own branch, 
subject to the provisions of the laws governing promo- 
tion in the Army at large. 

Sec. 10. That all vacancies created or caused by this 
act shall be filled, except as hereinafter provided, by pro- 
motion according to seniority in the present Artillery 
Corps subject to examination as now prescribed by law. 
Of the vacancies created or caused in the grades of 
captain, first and second lieutenant in each branch, one- 
fifth shall be filled in each fiscal year until the total 
number of officers herein provided for shall have been 
attained. First and second lieutenants of Cavalry and 
Infantry of longer commissioned service at the date of 
approval of this act than officers of Artillery of corre- 
sponding grades who would otherwise be promoted under 
this act, shall be given the option of promotion to the 
next higher grade in the Artillery, subject to examina- 
tion to be prescribed by the President. The vacancies 
remaining in the grade of second lieutenant shall be 
filled by appointment, in the following order: (1) of 
graduates of the United States Military Academy; (2) of 
enlisted men, whose fitness for advancement shall have 
been determined by competitive examination; (3) of 
candidates from civil life; and all such appointments 
shall be made in accordance with the provisions of ex- 
isting law: Provided, That the number of assignments 
to the Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery, and In- 
fantry made each year from the graduates of the U.S. 
Military Academy shall be as nearly as practicable in 
the ratio of the authorized total commissioned strength 
of each of these arms of the Service to their authorized 
total commissioned strength combined. 

Sec. 11. That the regimental and battalion non-com- 
missioned staff officers herein authorized for regiments 


of Field Artillery shall have the pay and allowances of 
corresponding grades in the Cavalry; the battalion quar- 
termaster sergeant shall have the pay and allowances 
of sergeant major, junior grade, of the Artillery Corps; 
the chief mechanic the pay and allowances of sergeant, 
and the mechanics of Field Artillery the pay and allow- 
ances of artificers of Field Artillery; engineer, $65 a 
month and allowances of ordnance sergeant; electrician 
sergeant, first class, $45 a month and allowances of 
ordnance sergeant; electrician sergeant, second class, 
$35 a month and allowances of ordnance sergeant; master 
gunner, the pay and allowances of ordnance sergeant; 
fireman, $80 a month and allowances of ordnance ser- 
geant; and that the rates of pay of all other enlisted 
men of the Coast and the Field Artillery shall be as now 
provided by law: Provided, That casemate electricians, 
observers (first class), and plotters, shall receive $9 a 
month in addition to their pay; that chief planters, chief 
loaders, observers (second class), gun commanders and 
gun pointers, shall receive $7 a month in addition to their 
pay; and that first class gunners shall receive $2 a month 
and second class gunners $1 a month in addition to their 
pay; and provided, That the number of casemate elec- 
tricians shall not exceed 44, that the number of observers 
(first class) shall not exceed 170; that the number of 
plotters shall not exceed 170; that the number of chief 
planters shall not exceed 44; that the number of chief 
loaders shall not exceed 44; that the number of observers 
(second class) shall not exceed 170; that the number of 
gun commanders shall not exceed 378; and that the num- 
ber of gun pointers shall not exceed 378; and provided, 
That no enlisted man shall receive under this section 
more than one addition to his pay. 

Sec. 12. That in addition to the chaplains now author- 
ized for the Artillery Corps, the President is authorized 
to appoint, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, and subject to the laws governing appointment 
of chaplains in the Army, one chaplain for each regi- 
ment of Field Artillery, and two for the Coast Artillery, 
with the rank, pay, and allowances now authorized by 
law for chaplains in the Army. 

Sec. 13. That all laws and parts of laws inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 





DETAILS FOR GENERAL STAFF. 

H.R. 18382, Mr. Hull :— 

A Dill to increase the efficiency of the United States 
Army. 

Be it enacted, etc., That details to the General Staff 
Corps of officers of all grades below that of brigadier 
general, under the provisions of the Act establishing the 
said corps, approved Feb. 14, 1908, shall create vacancies 
in said grades in the branches of the Army from which 
such officers are detailed, and such vacancies shall be 
filled subject to the provisions of existing law. There- 
after, vacancies caused by details to the General Staff 
Corps shall be filled by officers returning from tours 
ot duty therein. Further, that vacancies shall be created 
in the grades and branches of the Service from which 
officers are detailed on tours from the line of the Army, 
the Corps of Engineers, and the Ordnance Department, 
on the following duties and in the numbers specified, and 
such vacancies shall be filled subject to the provisions of 
existing law: 

In the academic and tactica] departments of the U.S. 
Military Academy and on the military staff of the su- 
perintendent thereof, 58 line officers, four of the Corps 
of Engineers, and three of the Ordnance Department, 
65 in all; on recruiting service 34 line officers, distributed 
as follows: One lieutenant colonel, three majors, 15 cap- 
tains, and 15 first lieutenants; with the Bureau of In- 
sular Affairs of the War Department two officers, viz., 
one chief of the bureau and one assistant. 

Thereafter vacancies caused by the detail of officers 
on the duties and in the numbers specified shall be filled 
by officers returning from such tours of duty. If under 
the operation of this act the number of officers returned 
to any particular branch of the Service at any time 
causes the whole number authorized by law in any grade 
therein to be exceeded, promotions to that grade in that 
branch shall cease until the number has been reduced 
to that authorized. 


COMMISSIONS FOR OFFICERS RETIRED. 
H.R. 13388, Mr, Hull :— 


A bill to authorize commissions to issue in the cases 
of officers of the Army retired with increased rank. 

Be it enacted, etc., That officers of the Army on the 
retired list whose rank has been, or shall hereafter be. 
advanced by operation of, or in accordance with, law 
shall be entitled to and shall receive commissions in 
accordance with such advanced rank. 





FOR AN ARMY SERVICE CORPS. 

H.R. 18384, Mr. Hull :— 

A bill to organize a Service Corps in the United States 
Army. 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Service Corps of the U.S. 
Army shall be an enlisted force, to be permanently at- 
tached to the Quartermaster’s and Subsistence Depart- 
ments, and shall consist of as many men, not exceeding 
6,000 for the Quartermaster’s Department and 1,000 for the 
Subsistence Department, as the Secretary of War shall 
deem necessary for the performance of such work in these 
Departments as may be prescribed by him, including 
such as has been heretofore performed by soldiers of the 
line detailed on extra or special duty; and hereafter it 
shall not be lawful, except in case of urgent necessity, 
to employ any soldier of the line on such work. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of War shall grade the 
members of the Service Corps, having due regard to the 
nature of the work required of each, as sergeants, cor- 
porals, bakers, assistant bakers, first and second class 
privates, not exceeding in number in each grade for the 
Quartermaster’s Department, 300 sergeants,’ 600 cor- 
porals, 2,000 first class privates, and 3,100 second class 
privates; and for the Subsistence Department, 50 ser- 
geants, 100 corporals, 150 bakers, 100 assistant bakers, 200 
first class privates, and 400 second class privates. 

Sec. 3. That the monthly pay and allowances to the 
various grades in the Service Corps authorized by this 
act shall be the same as that authorized for like grades 
in the Engineer Corps of the Army: Provided, That the 
bakers authorized by this act shall have the pay and 
allowances of sergeants, and the assistant bakers the pay 
and allowances of corporals, of the Service Corps, respec- 
tively. 





THE VETERINARY SERVICE. 

H.R. 13385, Mr. Hull :— 

A bill to inercase the efficiency of the Veterinary 
Service of the Army. 

Be it enacted, etc., That the President be and he is 
hereby authorized to appoint veterinarians in the Army 
not exceeding two for each regiment of Cavalry and one 
for each battalion of Field Artillery. 

Sec. 2. That, except as hereinafter provided in Sec- 
tions 5 and 6, no person shall be eligible for appointment 
as a veterinarian who is not a citizen of the United 
States, unmarried, between 21 and 27 years of age, and a 
graduate of a veterinary college of good standing. Nor, 
except as hereinafter provided in Sections 5 and 6, shall 
any person be appointed until he shall have passed a 
satisfactory examination under such regulations as may 
be established by the President, as to habits, moral 
character, mental and physical ability, education, pro- 
— qualifications, and general fitness for the ser- 
vice. 

Sec. 3. That, except as hereinafter provided in Sec- 
tions 5, 6 and 7, each of the veterinarians appointed 
under this act shall have the pay and allowances of a 


second lieutenant, mounted: Provided, That after ten 
years’ service as veterinarians, each shall have the pay 
and allowances of a first lieutenant, mounted: Provided, 
further, That except as hereinafter provided in Sections 
6, 6 and 7, this increase of pay and allowances shall not 
accrue until the veterinarian has passed a satisfactory 
examination as to professional, moral, and _ physical 
qualifications, under such regulations as shall be estab- 
lished by the President. 

Sec. 4. That the veterinarians appointed under this 
act shall be on the same footing as commissioned officers 
of the Army as to tenure of office, retirement, pensions. 
and increase of pay, and in all respects shall be governed 
by the Rules and Articles of War as are commissioned 
officers of the Army. 

Sec. 5. That veterinarians now in the Service who 
have served as veterinarians honorably and faithfully 
not less than 15 years shall be first eligible for appoint- 
ment under this act and may be appointed without ex- 
amination: Provided, That if any veterinarians falling 
within the description of this section shall have reached 
the age of 64 years before the date of the approval of 
this act, the President may and he is hereby authorized 
to appoint and immediately retire them. 

Sec. 6. That veterinarians now in the Service who have 
served as veterinarians less than 15 years shall be next 
eligible for appointment, subject to examination, as pro- 
vided by this act, and no subsequent examination shall 
be required for those so appointed who shall have served 
as veterinarians not less than ten years at date of ap- 
pointment. 

Sec. 7. That veterinarians now in the Service who shall 
be appointed under this act shall be entitled to credit 
for all honorable and faithful prior service in the Army 
as veterinarians in determining their status under the 
provisions of Sections 3, 4, 5, and 6 of this act. 

Sec. 8. That all veterinarians now in the Service who 
shall not be appointed under the provisions of this act, 
shall be discharged from the Army, by the Secretary of 
War, with three months’ pay. 

Sec. 9. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act be, and are hereby, repealed.

ARMY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 


Washington, D.C., Jan. 29, 1906. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Permit me to call the attention of the members of the 
Army Mutual Aid Association, through the medium of 
your valuable paper, to the erroneous reasons given by 
Colonel Scantling for voting against the proposed new 
constitution for the Association. ; 

His first reason, “The Association is twenty-seven years 
old, has passed through two wars and has never been 
threatened seriously with insolvency,” is incorrect in the 
statement that it has never been threatened seriously with 
insolvency, because the Association never has been solvent 
at any time, as it has never charged adequate rates. This 
‘is fully discussed in the report of the special committee 
of the Army Mutual Aid Association, of which I was a 
member. An insurance association or company is solvent 
when the amount of its reserve added to the present value 
of its future premium income is equal to the total pres- 
ent value of its outstanding insurance. This state of af- 
—_ has never existed in the history of the Army Mutual 
Ald, 

“Second: It has a larger membership to-day than ever 
before and a larger surplus fund ($225,000).’’ It is per- 
fectly true that its membership is larger to-day, but the 
association has never had a surplus fund. Colonel Seant- 
ling has made the common error of confounding a surplus 
fund with a reserve fund. <A surplus exists when the to- 
tal assets of the association or company exceed the total 
liabilities when the proper amount of reserve against each 
certificate has been, charged as a liability. The actual 
condition of affairs in the Association to-day is, that in- 
stead of having a surplus of $225,000, it has a deficiency 
in its reserve fund of $1,028,850.01. (See page 44 of the 
Report.) If the new constitution is adopted this defi- 
ciency in the reserve’is wiped out, or, in other words, the 
Association becomes solvent and extinguishes a debt to 
itself of over $1,000,000, which fact alone ought to con- 
vince any prudent man of the necessity for the new con- 
stitution. 

“Third: The assessments under the proposed change 
would be two and one-half times greater than at present, 
whieh experience has shown is entirely uncalled for.”’ The 
report of the special committee shows the reasons why 
the “assessments” will be greater, and the report also 
demonstrates the fact that experience has shown that the 
increase, instead of being entirely uncalled for, is abso- 
lutely necessary to make the Association solvent. 

“Fourth: The new table of assessments is planned to 
accumulate a very large surplus fund without providing 
for dividends or relief of any sort, consequently members 
pay six or seven thousand dollars and their beneficiaries 
receive in return but three thousand dollars.’”’ This rea- 
son of Colonel Scantling leads me to infer that he cannot 
have carefully read. the proposed constitution, because 
Section 2 of Article 8 specifically provides for the distri- 
bution of the surplus annually to each member in an ab- 
solutely equitable manner. Colonel Scantling has again 
mistaken the surplus for the reserve. It is impossible 
under the schedule of rates (See page 78 of the Report) 
for a man to pay seven thousand dollars and his estate 
to receive but three thousand dollars, and highly improb- 
able that he may pay six thousand dollars.. If a man 
should enter the Association at twenty-one, at the young- 
est age he possibly could, and live until the end of his 
ninety-seventh year, or for seventy-seven years (the ex- 
perience table shows that he has but one chance in 100,000 
of doing so), the maximum amount that he would pay in 
for three thousand dollars would be $3,859.65. If a man 
should enter the Association at fifty-five, the limiting age, 
and live to the end of his ninety-seventh year, or forty- 
three (there is one chance in 67,751 of his doing so), the 
maximum amount that he would pay in for three thou- 
sand dollars would be $6,591.62, without taking into con- 
sideration any dividends. The possibility, then, of any- 
one’s paying this maximum amount is but one chance in 
67,751, so it is highly improbable that any member could 
pay that amount, The reserve fund, as is clearly proven 
in the report, must be accumulated, and the surplus fund 
must be distributed annually in an equitable manner to 
each member. 

“Fifth: The Association is in excellent condition and 
the history of life insurance shows that the occasion can 
never arise to justify such a radical change in the consti- 
tution as is now proposed.” The report of the special 
committee proves the exact reverse of this statement. It 
has shown that the institution is not solvent, that it has 
a deficiency in its reserve fund of over a million dollars, 
and that if the present rates are continued this deficiency 
in the. reserve, not surplus as Colonel Scantling states, 
will increase and that the assessments in future must 
continue to increase until they reach such a point that 
the members will not be financially able to pay them, and 
consequently the Association must dissolve. The history 
of life insurance in this country has proven that assess- 
ment associations in the past have not survived, and that 
the large and strong assessment or fraternal associations 
have or are changing from 9 pure assessment basis to one 
of an experience table and a rate of interest. An in- 
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stance of the change from the assessment plan to that of 
a level premium throughout life is the present change of 
rate of the Royal Arcanum. 

“Sixth: Should an emergency arise the members may 
now be assessed to meet it.” The whole object of the 
rates is to foresee any emergency that may arise and all 
emergencies have been amply covered so that the premium 
a member will pay, if the proposed constitution is adopt- 
ed, will never be increased in the future. The consulting 
actuary, Mr. J. B. Franks, in reviewing the report of the 
committee, says: “The plans of insurance proposed are 
those recognized as standard, and insurance on these 
plans constitutes the basis of the successful operation of 
all safe companies or orders. By eliminating all other 
than these standard plans, making rates and valuations on 
a sound basis, including extra loading for extra hazards 
involved, providing for no values in case of surrender ex- 
cept paid up insurance, and keeping your expenses at 
a minimum, all of which are proposed in your report, both 
the perpetuity of your Association and a reasonable cost 
for protection are assured. * * * In the opinion of 
the writer no lower basis can be adopted with assurance 
of safety.” This is the opinion of a disinterested insur- 
ance expert and should in itself convince Colonel Scant- 
ling of the crrors contained in his letter of Jan. 20.

THE AUTOMATIC GERMAN SOLDIER. 


The following study of the German soldier and his 
training is from the Military Mail of London: 

The confidence of the Teuton in the absolute superior- 
ity of his race in all that makes for national greatness 
is never more conspicuous than when it is a question 
of the comparative excellence of the German soldier. 
Yet, strangely enough, as I shall show, it is upon this 
very point that we may with most reason challenge the 
German claim to superlative excellence. , 

No one is prepared to deny that the German army 
is a wonderfully organized fighting machine, and the 
great General Staff at Berlin is a body of soldiers the 
most learned in their profession the world has ever seen, 
yet always learning and always keen to learn. Thus 
the army is directed with a scientific precision and a 
business-like exactitude which has endowed it with the 
absolutely methodical precision in the field recognizable 
in its big maneuvers. With regard to all that concerns 
the mechanism of war the German army is unsurpassed. 
But these are not the days of Frederick the Great, when 
the individual soldier counted for little in the organized 
total, and it is when we come to sift the ingredients and 
consider the German fighting man apart from his scien- 


tific environment that the weakness of the German mili- 


tary array is revealed. 

The German nation brain and brawn is_ straight- 
jacketed from its birth, absorbed into one huge mechan- 
ical system scientifically co-ordinated and worked for 
one unchanging purpose—‘Deutschland iiber Alles.” 
This is one of the ineradicable causes of the military 
weakness to which I allude. The other is no _ less 
patent. 

The German regards the fighting services as the in- 
evitable parts of his machine-made existence. He is not 
a natural-born soldier, and dislikes fighting for itself. 
Even the N.C.O.’s, who put in a longer period than the 
privates, are not influenced by any love of the service, 
but do so with the object of obtaining a better position 
in life. Thus, Germany is by no means the nation of 
soldiers she is sometimes described as being. In fact, 
the soldier proper does not exist. In place of this 
we find a eapacity for the most passive subordination 
in the ruled, and for elaborate organization in the rulers, 
and these two predominant factors have produced the 
sealed pattern German soldier, as we know him to-day— 
a fighting automaton. 

It is here we come upon the second cause of German 
military weakness in the limitation imposed upon effec- 
tive training by the shortness of service with the colors. 
I recollect a German officer explaining the absence of 
any individuality or initiative in their men by saying: 
“It is impossible to get our men with a training of one or 
two years to fight in the loose, extended formations of 
your English soldiers with their much longer service.” 
So with this belief in the fallibility of the two-year man, 
the German, with his natural proneness to scientific 
exactitude, proceeds to crush out of his human material 
all individuality, hammering in the one idea that the 
soldier has no separate volition beyond implicit and 
passive obedience. Let us look at the process. 

The time is short, and most of the two-year contingent 
of recruits is callow, awkward. and hopelessly stupid. 
Certainly nothing could have looked less promising, from 
the intelligent point-of-view, than the squads of raw 
material, which I was privileged to view, clothed, as 
they were, in the very oldest uniforms from the regi- 
mental store. They were sturdier, it is true, than many 
of our newly enlisted streetlings, but with not a tithe of 
the latter’s wits. 

There is no gaiety about the German, and the recruit 
goes through his work withovt a smile, as though it were 
a matter of life and death. It is a serious duty, un- 
enjoyable, but endurable. It is continued for many 
hours at a stretch, and some men break down and die 
under the strain, but this is regarded as of very little 
importance, as long as the average result is a brawny, 
bronzed-faced, soldierly fellow, able to stand any hard- 
ship. 

After his physical drill he is taught to use his weapons, 
and to drill and march in formations, the same remorse- 
less severity being applied, the same minute exactitude 
in the trimming and finishing as in the earlier stages. 
Every disciplinary detail is directed to deprive the soldier 
of individuality, discretion, or responsibility. 

As might be expected of an automaton, the German 
soldier has no vices. It is rare to see him the worse 
for drink. In fact, he is so worked to the limit of 
his strength that when the great war manufactory ceases 
work for the time being, he is ready for little but 
rest. 

Thus, German science in default of military enthu- 
siasm has provided itself with a fighting man, if some- 
what slow and clumsy, yet strong, patient, and obedient 
unto death. But in the forging and turning of this 
instrument the qualities most valuable in modern war— 
of initiative, individual resourcefulness, adaptability, and 
even common sense—have been lost. This was conspicu- 
ously apparent in China, when the German soldiery con- 
stantly suffered by comparison with the Anglo-Indian 
troops, and it is equally visible at their annual maneuvers, 
where not only is the soldier seen to be utterly at a loss 
if he finds himself deprived of direction, but the battle 
tacties and formations are as obsolete as those of Fred- 
erick the Great. 

But perhaps the weakest point about the German 
soldier is his markmanship. It is impossible to make 
a perfectly reliable rifleman out of a one or even a two- 
years’ man. The German gets a lot of miniature cart- 
ridge practice, and a fair amount of target practice, but 


it is safe to say that only a small percentage of German 
soldiers attain to familiar shooting relations with their 
Weapon, as we understand it. We did not think much 
of German markmanship in China, and that of our In- 
dian troops left it far behind. 

To no army in the world, to no soldiers has the dis- 
covery of the terrible power of the magazine rifle and 
quick-firer been such a poser as to this army of docile 
automata, whose forging and manufacture has been so 
perfect that its particles will be incapable of segregation, 
when its dense, close formations must suffer murderous 
loss under the searching hail of a modern fire action. 

The power of the German army lies in the elaborate 
organization of great numbers, and it trusts for success 
to the ability of its staff to bring these numbers to bear 
with methodical precision upon a less numerous enemy. 
But should they ever be denied any of the advantages 
upon which they count, and be thrown back upon the 
automaton observed with the sole idea of unreasoning 
obedience, it would not be a matter for surprise if we 
were to see the great war machine upon the scrap heap 
at the end of the campaign.

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SXAMINATION OF ARMY RECRUITS. 

In an article showing “how soldiers are selected,” the 
Sunday News-Tribune, of Duluth, Minn., says: 

“It is little realized by civilians that the Army ex- 
amination of recruits is more rigid than examinations 
of ‘risks’ by life insurance companies, that the uni- 
formed soldiers of Uncle Sam have to run the gauntlet 
of four or five inspections as to their physical, intellec- 
tual and moral caliber before they are finally accepted 
for service. The slightest blemish disqualifies an appli- 
cant. Many are turned away for reasons that might 
seem insignificant to an ordinary observer, but which 
are looked upon by the War Department as serious ob- 
stacles to a man’s development sinto a useful factor of 
what is held to be the staunchest body of fighting men 
in the world. 

“This is not mere braggadocio. It is a matter of 
history that the American soldiers did outmarch, out- 
fight and better endure the terrible privations incident 
to the ‘boxer’ campaign in China in 1901 than the sol- 
diery of any other country, and they were all there, 
from the big, brawny. Russian to the sturdy methodical 
Jap. But the first Inan to climb the walls of Pekin 
was an American soldier—a musician of the 18th United 
States Infantry named Titus. He is now a cadet at 
West Point, honored by the President for gallantry in 
battle. 

“But when one is allowed to witness the tests to which 
these young soldiers are subjected before being taken 
into the Army, he is not surprised that they can endure 
hardships and pass unaffected through rough and hard 
service. They are picked men.” 

A description is given of a visit to the Army recruit- 
ing station in Duluth, where Lieut. Oliver H. Dockery, 
jr., 3d Infantry, was seen putting a bunch of. recruits 
through the customary examination, in which the appli- 
cant was subjected to a volley of questions from a 
printed form, covering everything from the disease that 
killed his grandfather to when he took his last drink; 
also to a physical examination “wonderful in its scope 
and thoroughness.” 

“Then the ‘rookie,’ which in the Army is synonymous 
with tenderfoot, signs the papers of enlistment and the 
recruiting officer in a most impressive and formal man- 
ner administers the oath. This is the final step and 
marks the beginning of the three years which the young 
man must serve in the service of Uncle Sam. This 
physical examination of recruits is both interesting and 
instructive to the patriotic civilian.” It means that the 
young men seen on the streets of Duluth in Army uni- 
form are carefully picked and are as nearly perfect 
physical specimens of the citizenship of this country as 
ean be found anywhere in the land.” 
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NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

John Wiley & Sons, New York, have issued a second 
and revised edition of “The Gunner’s Manual.” by Capt. 
Harold BE. Cloke, Art. Corps, U.S.A., a work of which we 
remarked on the publication of the first edition that it 
would prove invaluable to the gunnery student in fitting 
himself for the examinations required by General Orders. 
The work was prepared by Captain Cloke at the request 
of the members of his own company, the 61st Coast Ar- 
tillery, and is specially designed for the use of enlisted 
men desirous of mastering the technical work involved 
in the Artillery service. The new edition corrects the 
errors which appeared in the old and includes much new 
descriptive matter, together with a discourse on the load- 
ing, planting and care of submarine mines, according to 
the system now in vogue. (Price, $1.50.) 

The two latest additions to the American Crisis Biog- 
raphies, published by George W. Jacobs & Company, 
Philadelphia, are devoted, one to David G. Farragut, by 
John R. Spears, and the other to William T. Sherman by 
Edward Robins, and are issued in the order named. The 
work of Mr. Spears has been performed with rare skill 
and judgnient after a painstaking research which has dis- 
closed much hitherto unpublished information concerning 
Farragut’s career. It is written, moreover, with an in- 
timate knowledge of our naval history in general and in 
a spirit of unfailing affection for the Service. Special 
value attaches to the study which Mr. Spears has made 
of Farragut’s boyhood, which in many respects is more 
thorough and far more illuminating than any that other 
biographers have presented. Mr. Robins has risen close 
to the same standard in his work on Sherman, in whom 
he finds a subject as attractive as Mr. Spears found in 
Farragut. He deals only in a general way with the great 
campaigns in which Sherman played so dramatic a part 
and devotes himself chiefly to a critical analysis of the 
effect of Sherman's character and work upon our national 
life. 

Lieut. Col. Hon. EF. Noel, of the British army, has 
written a monograph on “Gustaf Adolf, the Father of 
Modern War.” which is published in handsome form by 
John Bale. Sons and Danielson, of London, price five 
shillings. The author explains that his purpose is not to 
present a life of Gustaf Adolf, but to give merely an out- 
line of his military career with the idea that it may prove 
a handy introduction to the study of modern tactics. 
From that point of view the work is deserving of un- 
stinted praise. 

In two handsome volumes entitled respectively “Our 
First Century” and “Life in the Eighteenth Century” 
(A. S. Barnes & Company, New York, $1.20 each), Mr. 
George Cary Eggleston has made a contribution of large 
value to American historical literature. That is to say, 
he has written an account of colonial life in the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries which the reader will find 
nowhere else so concisely or so pleasantly told and which 





because of its flowing style, its simplicity of narrative 
and its charming description of the customs, manners and 
social and political conditions of those times is as ab- 
sorbing as a romance, 'To the beginner in American his- 
tory, as well as to those desirous of studying the colonial 
period in the light of a painstaking and scholarly re- 
search of the whole field, Mr. Eggleston’s volumes will 
prove invaluable. 

The Macmillan Company have brought out a second 
edition of Mrs. Roger A. Pryor’s “Reminiscences of 
Peace and War,” carefully revised and enriched with 
material not contained in the first edition. This inter- 
esting work has already received notice in these columns. 

Hurst & Company, New York, have published two 
quaint and interesting little volumes entitled respectively 
“Songs of the Blue and the Gray” and “Songs and Bai- 
lads of the American Revolution,” the character of which 
is clearly indicated by their titles. The volumes were 
compiled by Prof. Henry L. Williams and are oddly 
bound in limp leather with designs in color. 

“Drum Taps In Dixie,” by Delavan S. Miller (pub- 
lished by the author at Watertown, N.Y., $1.00), is th 
rattling story of a drummer boy in the Union Army in 
the Civil War. It is full of life and fun, and describes 
Army life as it appeared to a boy in those times in a wa; 
that every boy and many veterans of the great war will 
enjoy immensely. 

Comdr. John K. Barton. U.S.N., has prepared and the 
Naval Institute has published under the title, ‘““Mechan- 
ical Processes,” a practical treatise on workshop appli- 
ances and operations for the instruction of midshipmen 
which cannot but be exceedingly helpful te the interests 
of mechanical training at the Naval Academy. The need 
of such a work has been keenly realized by the authori- 
ties of the Academy. While there are many publication; 
dealing with each of the separate branches treated of ii: 
this volume, there has until now been no single compaci 
yet comprehensive work covering in proper manner the 
different operations of an engineering plant as a whole 
It was to supply that need that Commander Barton un- 
dertook the work before us, and it is only the plain truth 
to say that he has performed his task with consummate 
skill and care. The work is not only thorough in scope 
and admirable in arrangement, but it is written in lan- 
guage so clear and simple that even the beginner will have 
no trouble in understanding it. The various chapters, 
twenty-two in all, together with an elaborate appendix, 
cover in a practical way the whole range of processes in 
a modern engineering plant, with valuable treatises on 
construction metals, pattern-making, moulding and cast- 
ing, forge work, shop-equipment, machine tools, boiler 
making, ete. This work, we repeat, will prove immensely 
useful to midshipmen in their engineering studies, and be- 
sides that it is a text-book of mechanical instruction 
which will command general recognition. 


FIGHTING ENGINEERS. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JourNa.: 
The short paragraph on the “fighting engineers” In 
the issue of the ARMY AND Navy JourNaL of Jan. 20 
Ispires me to write you a letter on that subject. 


It isa significant fact that in two of the most bloody 
battles of the Civil War, Antietam and Gettysburg, the 
armies on each side were commanded by men who were 
brought up in the Engineer Corps of the Army—Lee, 
McClellan and Meade. At the close of the war the 
Army of the Potomac was commanded by Meade, and 
every corps in it by an officer of Engineers. In Butler's 
co-operating Army of the James were W. F. Smith, 
Gillmore and Weitzel, in high command. Mansfield 
was killed at Antietam, McPherson at Atlanta, Stevens 
in Virginia, O’Rorke at Gettysburg. 

HH. I. Abbot, Warren J. H. Wilson, Tower, H. G. 
Wright, Newton, Foster, Parke, Pope, Poe, Woodbury, 
Ranald Mackenzie, Gillespie, J. M. Wilson, Prime, 
Hains, Benyaurd, Houston, and others should not. be 
forgotten. Comstock was conspicuous for coolness and 
efficiency when performing one of the most dangerous 
of military duties, building a bridge at Fredericksburg 
under a galling fire; and so was Humphreys in the as- 
sault upon Marye’s Hill at the same town. We should 
not omit Raymond (now retired as a brigadier), who 
served at the battle of Gettysburg while a enadet on 
furlough from West Point. On the Confederate side, 
besides R. E. Lee, other ex-Engineer officers were among 
the most distinguished, such as Joe Johnston, Beaure- 
gard, Whiting, Gilmer. 

In the war with Spain there were Ludlow at Santia- 
go, Hains and Ernst in Porto Rico, Black and Biddle. 
In the Philippines were F. V. Greene and Hale. W. E. 
Craighill, although a captain of Engineers, served much 
on the firing line as major of the 40th Infantry, in 
Mindanao and elsewhere. We should mention Alstaetter, 
and others whose names do not occur to me in writing 
this hasty letter. : 

In the War of 1812 McCree was killed at Fort Erie, 
and Macomb became Commander-in-Chief. In the 
Mexican War among. the most distinguished soldiers 
were Totten, R. E. Lee, Tower, McClellan, G. W. 
Smith, Foster, 

And every one of these whose names are given above 
was a graduate of the Military Academy at West Point. 
Their alma mater has no reason to be ashamed of her 
Engineer graduates as good soldiers, “fighting engi- 
neers.”

YO THE EpITor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JoURNAL: 

As the Bluejacket says in the article quoted in your 
issue of Jan. 13, p. 540, there is now a law in force 
which benefits men discharged from the Army or Navy 
for physical disability when seeking employment under 
the Civil Service, and it appears to us that it would not 
be asking too much if retired enlisted men of the Army 
or Navy were given the benefit of that law, and while it 
may be argued, and is of course true, that such men are 
not discharged for disability, it must be admitted that 
they are disabled by their age, and if included among 
those benefited by the law above referred to they would 
only be eligible to employment where no age limit is 
applied. The response which Rear Admiral George W. 
Melville, U.S.N., made to the toast, “The Navy of the 
United States,” at the meeting of the Society of TFor- 
eign Wars, at Philadelphia on Jan. 9, 1906, gives a good 
description of the life led by the sailor, who at the 
present day may be found on the retired list of the Navy, 
having served thirty years under those conditions. Is it 





too much to ask that this length of service, honorably 
completed, be recognized by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion as a claim to preference, the same as that allowed 
to those discharged for physical disability?

MOVEMENTS OF ARMY TRANSPORTS. 


‘he transport Meade, on which a fire broke out on Feb. 
1, just before she was to sail for Manila with the 2d 
Infantry, an account of which is given on page 635 of 
this issue, will not sail until noon of Feb. 10. This action 
was taken by Quartermaster General Humphrey after lie 
had received the following dispatch on Feb. 2 from Gen- 
eral Funston, commanding the Department of California : 
“San Francisco, Feb. 2. The Superintendent of Army 
Transport Service reports Meade, so far as ship herself 
js concerned, can sail at noon, Feb. 3. I recommend sail- 
ing delayed until noon of Feb, 10, in order to allow offi- 
cers’ baggage and company property now being taken 
from flooded compartment to be dried and sorted out. 
Therefore heavy personal loss will fall on officers, as 
bazgage and other property could not be dried by third. 
Damage to property more from water than from fire. 
Funston.” These two dispatches were received by Gen- 


eral Humphrey from Major Devol, Superintendent of 


Army Transport Service, late on the night of Feb. 1: 
“No. 2 hatch on Meade partially unloaded; damage so 
far by water only. No injury to ship; think Meade can 
sail Saturday noon. Board (af officers) appointed to 
view freight as taken from hatch to ascertain, if possible, 
cause Of fire. Captain Wilson injured and in hospital; 
recommends another master be appointed for Meade.” 
The second dispatch follows: ‘Reference your telegram 
fire on Meade. No lime whatever on vessel. No. 2 hatch 
filed with troop baggage, 2d Infantry; so far not one 
peckage in ten touched by fire. Fire area apparently 
very stmaall and confined to starboard side forward to 
hatch. All property in this hatch damaged by water. 
Will have all out by night. Captain Wilson injured by 
fa ‘ing down hatch. Will report fully if board is able 
to locate cause of fire.”

Lieut. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U.S.A., after his long 
and distinguished career on the active list of the Army, 
was placed on the retired list Feb. 1 at his own request, 
after about forty-five years’ service, which began as a 
private in the 6th U.S. Cavalry, July 22, 1861. Gen. 
and Mrs. Chaffee and Miss Chaffee will leave Washing- 
ton in a few days for Cuba, and will go from there to 
the City of Mexico, where they will remain until May 
1. Later in the summer they will take up their per- 
manent home at Los Angeles, Cal. The officers of the 
General Staff of the Army gave a farewell dinner to 
@eneral Chaffee at the Raleigh Hotel in Washington, 
Jan, 31. Seventy-seven officers of the Army were 
present, but no outsiders were invited. A brief address 
was made by Gen. George B. Davis, Judge Advocate 
General of the Army, in which the services of General 
Chaffee were eulogized. To this speech General Chaffee 
replied very briefly.

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In a letter te the Chairman of the House, Senate and 
Military Committees, dated Jan. 29, 1906, Secretary 
Taft said. “I have the honor to submit herewith, for 
the consideration of the House of Representatives, my 
earnest recommendation for the enactment during the 
present session of substantially the following legislation: 
‘The Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War 
Department shall hereafter be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, with the advice and consent of the Senate, and 
while holding that office he shall have the rank, pay and 
allowances of a brigadier general. The head of every 
other bureau of the War Department has the rank, pay 
and allowances of a brigadier general, and there is no 
more important bureau in the War Department than 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs. Its fiscal operations cover 
inillions of dollars, and the responsibilities of the head 
of the bureau are quite equal to those of the other bureau 
officers in the Department. This bureau was established 
during the incumbency of Mr. Root as Secretary of 
War, and was organized by Col. Clarence R. Edwards, 
the present head of the bureau, and is now as efficient a 
bureau as there is in the War Department or in any de- 
partment. I have no hesitation in saying that I think 
the efficiency of the Insular Bureau, which is due largely 
to the executive ability, industry and attention of Col- 
onel Edwards, entitles him to the rank, while he shail 
hold such position, of brigadier general. The members 
of Congress who have had to do with Philippine matters 
will be able to bear out what I say in this regard. The 
proposed legislation increases the rank, pay and allow- 
anees of the Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs 
from that of a colonel to that of a brigadier general. 
This change will only make uniform the rank of the 
head of this bureau with that of the heads of all the 
other bureaus of the War Department filled by military 
officers, except the Military Secretary’s Office, the head 
of which has the rank of major general.” <A letter from 
Mr. Root is quoted to show that he strongly approves 
this provision.

ment will readily grant the request. The Bureau of 
Equipment has gone ahead and made tentative plans for 
the construction of the new stations. Part of the general 
scheme for the introduction of an extensive wireless sys- 
tem in the islands depends upon the work of the War De- 
partment along this line. The Army cables between 
Zamboanga and Sulu have become worn and practically 
useless, and it is necessary that some new means of com- 
munication be established between the two points. The 
Army proposes to try wireless, which could doubtless be 
used with great success, as the distance between the two 
points is not great. In case the apparatus installed by 
the Army will operate with that used by the Navy, both 
at its land stations and on hoard vessels, the Navy will 
not build a station in Sulu. One of the proposed stations 
is at Cape Bojedor on the western coast of Northern Lu- 
zon. Another is at Point San Fernando, at the entrance 
of Lingayan Gulf. From San Fernando communication 
could be established with Manila, where there is already 
a wireless station. Another of the stations is Romblon 
Island, hetween Mindoro and lower Luzon, at Cuyo, at 
the naval station at Cebu and at Port Royalist, Island of 
Palawan. One of the important stations will be near 
Sorsogon, at a place called Gubat. Gubat is on the Pa- 
cific side of the islands and it is planned to have the sta- 
tion on 2 mountain at a height of 300 feet. Communica- 
tion could be established between Gubat and Guam. The 
mountains will in some cases interfere with the establish- 
ment of communication between some of the stations.

The primary object of the system is to afford the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Asiatic Station facilities for com- 
municating with the vessels of his command at all times. 
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In explanation of part of Section 10, of the Artillery 
Bill, which we print elsewhere, the following statement 
has been made to us by an official in the War Depart- 
ment: “That portion of Section 10 of the Artillery Bill

The Chief of Staff 
has under consideration a substitute clause which will 
prevent any lieutenant of Cavalry or Infantry from tak- 
ing an Artillery vacancy,.who has not had longer com- 
missioned service than all lieutenants of Artillery, and 
will also prevent any disadvantages to Artillery lieu- 
tenants in this respect due to the varying dates of com- 
mission on the twenty per cent. increases under the Act 
of Feb. 2, 1901.” 
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In accordance with his suggestion, heretofore referred 
to, General Sharpe, Commissary General, U.S.A., has se- 
cured the insertion in the Army Appropriation bill of an 
appropriation of $900, which if allowed, will be divided 
into equal paris between the Fort Riley school for bakers 
and cooks and two others to be established this spring;

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The annual Vension Appropriation bill agreed to on 
Jan. 24 by the sub-committee on appropriations of the 
House carries an expenditure of $140,245,500. This 
amount is $1,100,000 less than the estimates and $1,-

While sitting in a chair facing a mirror, Mr. William 
IK. Van Reypen, jr.. son of Surg. William K. Van 
Reypen, U.S.N., retired, shot himself dead in his room 
at the Manstield Apartments, No. 12 West Forty-fourth 
New York city. Jan. 28.) Mr. Van Reypen, 
was twenty-three years old, was a student at the Colum- 
bia Law School. He came to New York from Wash- 
ington, where his father and mother live, last Septem- 
ber, and was in his first year at the college. On behalf 
of the family of Surgeon General Van Reypen, the fol- 
lowing statement was given out at the home of Edward

He never gambled and 
lived a most temperate life. In the letter which he lef;

He 
believed that his death would bring less distress to th 
family than if he should go mad.” The funeral wag 
held at the old Van Reypen homestead, Academy street 
and Tonnele avenue, Jersey City, N.J., Jan. 30, the 
services being strictly private.

Major John H. Van Wyck, a merchant and philan- 
thropist of New York for more than half a century, 
died at his home, No. 216 West Twenty-first street, Now 
York city, Jan. 29. He served all through the Civil 
War and was breveted major for gallant and meritorious 
services. He was past commander of Wadsworth Post, 
No. 77, G.A.R., and also of A. S. Williams Post, No, 
294, G.A.R., and was a member of the Memorial Coim- 
mittee of the Grand Army of the Republic. He wa: a 
charter member of the New York Athletic Club, was a 
deputy collector of internal revenue from 1877 to 188s, 
and later a commissioner of appraisement and = assess- 
ment. He was a member of the Holland Society, Sons 
of the Revolution, 18th Army Corps, Army of the Poio 
mac and Veterans of the 9th Regiment. 

The Rev. Matthew O’Keefe died of pneumonia at 
Baltimore, Md., Jan. 28, after fifty-four years in thie 
Church. He had refused the title of Monsignor, aid 
had said he wanted to be buried in the simple cassock >f 
the Catholic Chureh and wrapped in the Confederate 
flag.

seventh year. Lieutenant Ewing, who was a graduat» 
of the U.S.M.A., died in 1849. 

Major William Williams, who died at Hollidaybure. 
Pa., Jan. 30, aged 78 years, was commissioned by Gov 
ernor Shunk during the Mexican War, as second lieu- 
tenant in the 2d Pennsylvania Infantry, Jan. 3, 1847. 
and was honorably mustered out July 14, 1848. He en 
listed as a private in the 3d Pennsylvania Volunteers 
April 25, 1861, and May 14 of the same year was ap 
pointed major in the 14th U.S. Infantry. He resigned 
from the Army June &, 1863. He was admitted to th 
bar in 1847, and was the oldest lawyer in the county. 
Three children survive him. 

Col. Wells Willard, U.S.A., retired, who died at 
Springfield Mass., Jan. 29, was born in Springfield on 
Sept. 9, 1834, the son of Justice Willard, and took up 
civil engineering as a profession. While still young he 
went to Illinois and later to Missouri, where he was en 

gaged in laying out and building some of the earlier 
western railroads, but in the late ’50s he returned to 
Springfield and was engaged in the manufacture of ma- 
chinery at the outbreak of the Civil War. In June. 
1861, he obtained permission to recruit a company. He 
raised eighty men to join the 21st Massachusetts In- 
fantry, lodged them in the basement of the city hall, fed 
them at his own expense, and on July 20 took them to 
Worcester to join the colors of the 21st, there en- 
camped. He was appointed first lieutenant of the com- 
pany. His first taste of hardships of war came in the 
expedition to Roanoke Island in the early winter of 
*62, and next came Bull Run. At the battle of Chantilly 
he was taken prisoner, but was later paroled and sent 
to Annapolis, where he learned that he had been made 
a captain of the 34th Massachusetts. Colonel Willard 
received his first wound at the battle of New Market in 
1864, a bullet passing through his leg, and later being 
found by the field surgeons in his boot. This did not 
keep him out of active service long, however, and in 
October of that year, during the battle of Cedar © reek, 
he was again taken prisoner, and on Oct. 18 entered 
Libby prison. He was fortunate in being kept there 
but twenty-one days, and was then sent to Danville, 
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Va.. where, with a number of other officers, he was con- 
fined in an old tobacco warehouse. His experience there 
was pitiful, for he was given little to eat, was forced to 
sleep on the crowded fioor, with sickness as the result. 
Five months later he was sent to Richmond and ex- 
changed, sent home, and. mustered out as a captain in 
soston on July 6, 1865. He was appointed a second 
jjentenant in the Regular Army May 11, 1866, going to 
the 19th Infantry, and was later transferred to the 37th 
Infantry. He subsequently served as first lieutenant in 
the Sth Artillery, captain and major in the Subsistence 
Department. He was promoted lieutenant colonel and 
assistant commissary general in April, 1898, and was 
retired in April, 1904. He received the brevet of lieu- 
tenant for gallant and meritorious service in the battle 
of Chantilly, and captain for gallant and meritorious 
services in the battle of New Market, Va. “He was a 
fluent and intelligent conversationalist,”” writes a cor- 
respondent, “a dificult and stubborn antagonist in argu- 
weit, strong and set in his likes and dislikes, and as 
loval a friend and as charming and lovable a companion 
as could be found. During his retirement he had kept 
in close touch with the officers he had so long served 
will through the medium of the Army and Navy Club 
in New York, Of which he was a member.” 

The Rey. Bernard A. Brady, former chaplain of the 
wor N.Y., and State chaplain of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, died at St. Joseph’s Hospital, Yonkers,

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BRIG. GEN. JOSEPH WHEELER, U.S.A. 

Grig. Gen, Joseph Wheeler, U.S.A., whose death on 
Jen. 25 was briefly noted in these columns last week, had 
good fortune, in the forty-seven years following his 
luation from the Military Academy in 1859, to gain a 
ploce in the military annals of the nation which is at 
one dramatic, distinguished and without parallel. By 
descent a Connecticut Yankee, he was born Sept. 10, 
18°46, in Augusta, Ga., of parents belonging to the group 
of enterprising New Englanders who established their 
lhenes in that town and were largely instrumental in de- 
veloping the industrial and social life of the place which 
to this day has characterized it as one of the specially 
at ractive communities of the South. Yet in sentiment, 
as-ociation and attachment he was thoroughly Southern, 
avd after less than two years of service as second lieu- 
tevant of dragoons in New Mexico following his depar- 
ture from West Point, he resigned from the Army April 
2» 1861, to enter the Confederate service as a colonel of 
the Alabama infantry. Of his career in the Civil War 
it is impossible to speak in detail within the limits of this 
review, but the least that can be truthfully said is that it 
Woes active, dashing and soldierly in the highest degree. 
General Wheeler was a hard fighter and a fair one, com- 
bining in his personality the great qualities of initiative, 
courage and coolness under fire with the advantage of a 
thorough training, both theoretical and practical, in the 
art of war. His name is inseparably associated with the 
great cavalry operations of the Civil War, and his per- 
formances in those campaigns have long since received the 
geverous praise of those who were his adversaries. His 
bi lliant raid in Western Tennessee, his engagements at 
Grand River, Perryville and at Murfreesboro, where he 
commanded the Confederate cavalry, distinguished him 
isa leader to be respected and looked after. He was con- 
spicuous at Chickamauga for daring and dash and his on- 
sliught on Rosecrans’s supply trains after that battle was 
enormously effective and costly. His charges at Mis- 
sionary Ridge, Knoxville, and Lookout Mountain were 
howildering in ferocity and skill, and it was chiefly be-

ise of them that the Confederate forces were able to 

iveat in orderly fashion. Later still he displayed bold- 
ess and judgment in resisting Sherman's advance on 
A\ilanta, and his activities were so incessant and so skil- 
fully directed as to compel the constant attention of the 
(union commander. His method was to strike hard and 
olten. He believed that the best method of defense was 
the attaek, and hence it was that his operations were 

dacious, bewildering and dramatic almost to the point 
0) the spectacular. Yet they were ordered by military 
judgment and discretion of the first degree and even when 
ineffective they were rarely if ever disastrous, It was 
not, therefore, due to chance or favoritism that the close 
o! the war found him, at the age of twenty-nine, the sen- 
ior cavalry officer of the Confederate army. 

After the close of the war General Wheeler devoted 
himself to cotton planting and the practice of law in 
\inbama, his influence being constantly exerted to pro- 
mote peace and fraternalism among the recently warring 
Siates of the Union. In 1884 he entered Congress and 
was re-elected for seven succeeding terms. But on the 
outbreak of the Spanish war, in which he was eager to 
take part, it was decided that he could not hold a com- 
iission in the Army and sit in Congress at the same 
ime. He solved the difficulty by preferring the Army, 
and on May 4, 1898, at the age of sixty-two, he was com- 
iissioned a major general of volunteers. In the campaign 
of Santiago in Cuba he commanded the cavalry of Kent's 
(ivision. He was in command in the battle of Las Guasi- 
nas and was senior member of the commission to arrange 
for the surrender of the Spanish forces at Santiago. Dur- 
ing the operations in Cuba he was, as usual, energetic 

id resourceful and his unfailing coolness under fire was 
of great value in steadying the troops going into action 
for the first time. In 1889 he served six months in the 
Vhilippines, commanding a brigade, and was appointed 

brigadier general of the United States Army June 16, 
1100. His last command was the Department of the 
lakes from June 18 to Sept. 10, 1900, and on the latter 

‘ate he was retired for age. 

When the Civil War ended it ended forever so far as 
(eneral Wheeeler was concerned. He accepted the ver- 

ct of arms in good faith and without reserve, and his 
‘yotion to the Hag became the passion of his life. It 

ay be disclosed here without betraying an official fact 
hich was Jong treated as confidential, that on every oc- 

‘sion after the Civil War when the nation seemed likely 
» become embroiled in war, General Wheeler formally 
ndered his services to the Government, and he did this, 

1. at times when the law prohibited him from being 
ommissioned, so that had he been accepted he would 
ave been obliged to serve 1s a private soldier. He was 
n officer and a gentleman in the highest sense of the 
‘rm, modest, gentle, sympathetic and pure in heart and 
oul. In his passing the nation he loved has lost a bril- 
ant soldier and a noble citizen. 

Impressive funeral services over the remains of Gen- 
val Wheeler were held in St. Thomas’s church, Manhat- 
in, New York city, Jan. 28. Major General Roe, com- 
1anding the New York National Guard, gave orders 
hat the deceased be furnished with a major general's 


escort as prescribed by regulations. After consultation 
between Gens.

The casket was placed 
on a caisson furnished by the 2d Battery, N.G.N.Y., at 
the home of the General’s sister in Brooklyn, and es- 
corted to the City Hall, Manhattan, by Troop C, N.G.N. 
Y., in command of Major De Bevoise, where other troops 
were in waiting and the procession, made up as follows, 
then marched to the church in the order given: Col. W. 
G. Bates and staff, Tist N.Y.; band and two com- 
panies, Sth U.S. Inf.; 98th and 84th Cos., U.S. Coast 
Art.; 71st N.G.N.Y., in command of Major Linson; 2d 


Battery, N.G.N.Y., Captain Wilson; Squadron C, N.G. 
N.Y., Major DeBevoise; caisson, horse of General 


Wheeler's, Manhattan and Hubbell Posts of Spanish War 
Veterans. 

At the church the coftin was borne up the center 
aisle, and following it were Dr. Stires, Dr. Dix and the 
members of the chureh vestry. After them were the 
pallbearers and Gen. J. H. Wilson, U.S.A.; Archer 
Huntington, Gen. J. F. Kent, U.S.A.; Senator W. <A. 
Clark, of Montana; Charles S. Fairchild, Gen. O. O. 
Howard, U.S.A.; Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, former 
Minister to Spain; Dr. R. O. Doremus and others. 
Among the honorary pallpearers was General Grant, 
U.S.A. 

After the psalter and the reading of the Episcopal 
burial service by the rector and a hymn by the choir, 
Dr. Stires delivered a brief sermon in eulogy of the dead 
soldier. A benediction was then pronounced by Dr. Dix, 
and the coffin was borne out of the church and taken to 
the railroad ferry en route to Washington, under escort 
of the Regular troops and Squadron C, the other or- 
ganizations being dismissed. 

The. body lay in state in St. John’s Episcopal church, 
Washington, D.C., Jan. 29, and among those present 
during the services were Lieut. Gen. and Mrs. Chaffee, 
Secretary Taft, President Roosevelt, Colonel Bromwell, 
U.S.A., Lieutenant Commander Key, U.S.N., Capt. Fitz- 
hugh Lee, U.S.A., Lieut. U. S. Grant, 3d. 

In the procession were a battalion of Engineers from 
Washington Barracks, a squadron of Cavalry from Fort 
Myer, and the Cavalry band and a battery of Field 
Artillery, also from Fort Myer. With the Cavalry was 
led a riderless horse. The body was borne on a caisson 
drawn by four horses, which was followed by veteran 
organizations as follows: United Confederate Veterans’ 
Association of Washington, Grand Army of the Re- 
public, Spanish War Veterans, Co. A, of Wheeler’s Con- 
federate Cavalry, of Atlanta, Ga., and the Army and 
Navy Union. Honorary pallbearers included General 
Bates, Chief of Staff, and Generals McKibbin, Wilson, 
Hawkins, Randolph and Humphreys, U.S.A. There 
were also representatives of General Wheeler's staff in 
the War of the Rebellion and the Spanish War, and 
others representing the Confederate veterans, the United 
States Senate and the House of Representatives. 








FRANK DEWITT RAMSEY. 

The genial and gifted Ramsey is no more. The writer 
realizes his inability to pay a fitting tribute to the memory 
of this gallant officer; but something more than a mere 
passing notice of the many estimable qualities should be 
given of ohne so dear to his old comrades of the 9th In- 
antry, and to others throughout the Army who had the 
good fortune to know Captain Ramsey. His military rec- 
ord for efficiency was scarcely equaled by any other officer 
of his rank in the Service. His earthly work is finished, 
but what an inspiration his example should be to all who 
follow him in the paths of duty! 

The writer has known Ramsey most intimately for 
nearly a score of years, and his splendid record is a proud 
heritage of the dear old regiment, the 9th Infantry. Cap- 
tain Ramsey was an enthusiast in every duty that came 
to him. He never sought place or responsibility, but 
when duties came to him he met them with that devotion 
and ability which always reflected the highest credit upon 
himself and the Service. To many, his success seemed 
phenomenal, but it was due to a capacity and an energy 
that were rarely equaled and never surpassed. 

As a business man Captain Ramsey was a marvel. 
This was recognized early in his military career. In 1898, 
when still a lieutenant, he was detailed as purchasing 
commissary en the staff of General Wade, at Tampa, 
Florida; then with General Lawton, and afterwards in 
Cuba. After he joined in the Philippines in 1899 there 
Was no expedition of moment that Ramsey was not called 
to the fore, in the Commissary or Quartermaster De- 
partment. In General Lawton’s last expedition in north- 
ern Luzon, Ramsey was the mainstay in the supply de- 
partments of that expedition, and he achieved the most 
conspicuous success under the most trying conditions of 
exposure and hardship. After Lawton’s death he was 
with General Bates in the expedition to the Camarines. 
Ilis success there won the deserved gratitude of every ofh- 
cer and soldier of the command. 

On the relief expedition to China under the lamented 
Liscum, :nd afterwards under the illustrious Chaffee, he 
was the right arm of the supply departments in the field 
and his brilliant suecess was without a failure or break. 
Returning to the Philippines with General Chaffee, his 
services there, whether to meet official demands or for the 
personal comfort of officers and their families, were al- 
ways in the highest degree gratifying. No officer who was 
ever in Manila will be longer remembered for his many 
kind, considerate official aets, and for his lovable and 
generous dispesition in a personal way, than Captain 
Ramsey. 

IIe was a devoted companion of the lamented Capt. 
Tommy Connell, who, with over two score of his brave 
comrades, gave up his young and promising life at the 
bloody massacre of Balingiga. Both Frank Ramsey and 
Tommy Connell were lieutenants in the writer’s old com- 
pany—C, th Infantry—and both succeeded to the cap- 
taincy of that company. Both were loved of their men 
and were always an inspiring example to them whether 
in garrison, camp, or on the field of battle. The loving 
cup which was given to their old captain remains un- 
christened, and will be kept by the writer as a precious 
souvenir, in memory of the two gallant spirits who were 
in their useful careers sans peur et sans reproche. 

This falls far short of a fitting tribute to one who was 
so loved for his tenderness of heart, as a man, and so ad- 
mired for his rare and brilliant talent as an officer. He 
has “gone to that bourne from which no traveler e’er re- 
turns,” but his legion of friends will ever mourn his loss 
and revere his memory as one of God’s choicest noble- 
men. The 9th Infantry has lost one of its best officers 
and the General Staff one of its most useful and bright- 
est members.

With the above in view, the regimental com- 
mander orders the following: That as soon as possible 
after the end of each calendar year, each troop command- 
er submit to his squadron commander a narrative history 
of his troop for the past calendar year, having in view 
the points mentioned in Par. 1, of this order. That each 
squadron commander, as soon as practicable, after the 
receipt of troop histories, prepare a narrative history of 


his squadron, and submit the same, with troop histories, 
to these headquarters.”’

FIRE ON THE ARMY TRANSPORT MEADE. 


A fatal fire occurred on the Army transport Meade at 
San Francisco, Cal., at midnight, Feb. 1, while at- the 
Folsom street dock, ready to sail for Manila, At least 
three men are reported dead and some twenty injured, be- 
ing officers and men of the vessel, and men of the San 
Francisco Fire Department. No officers or men of the 
Army or their families are reporte . in the casualties. 

Major Carroll A. Devol, U.S.a., quortermaster, in 
charge of the transport service at San Francisco, on Feb. 
1 sent the following despatch to the War Department : 
“Fire discovered at midnight in No. 2 hold of Meade. 
Unable to put out fire without flooding hold, Fire out at 
three a.m. and now pumping out water. Third Officer 
Wallace and two city firemen, overcome by smoke, killed. 
Sailing delayed for some days. Full report later.” 

Among the injured are Capt. George Wilson, 
Meade, shoulder broken; First Officer 
Meade, and II, Dahl, second officer. The fire started in 
the forward hold. Practically the whole Fire Depart- 
ment of the city, including the fireboats, Governor Mark- 
ham and Governor Krwin, was engaged in putting out 
the fire. The vessel has settled several feet as a_re- 
sult of the water which was pumped into her. 

Capt. George Wilson, of the Meade, fell down a hatch- 
way and injured his shoulder so that he was helpless. 
First Ofticer Lasack and several of the crew leaped down 
into the hold and carried him out. The forepart of the 
ship, where the fire started, contained the personal effects 
of the officers and men en route to Manila. The vessei 
also had on board a cargo of 34,000 tons of commissary 
and quartermastets’ supplies consigned to the Philippines. 

The Meade was to have sailed Feb. 1 for Manila with 
the 2d Infantry and the Sth and 18th Batteries of Light 
Artillery and a number of passengers. The list of first-

It is very providential that the fire broke out at the 
dock instead of after the vessel sailed. 

The property loss caused by the fire, which destroyed 
nearly all the personal effects of the officers of the outgo- 
ing regiments, is estimated at $50,000, The damage to 
the steamer itself will not exceed $2,000. The cause of 
the fire is unknown, although many theories have been 
advanced. Owing probably to the fact that an infernal 
machine was found in the bunkers of the transport 
Thomas on her last voyage, the rumor was circulated that 
a plot had been laid to fire the Meade at sea. Major De- 
vol is investigating this theory with great care. He is 
having the cargo taken from compartment No. 2) where 
the fire started, with a view of discovering the real cause 
of the disaster. Dock Captain Dun gave it as his opinion 
that some of the officers had packed matches in their 
trunks and that these were ignited in loading.

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THE NEW GUN-SLING. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The Ordnance Department has just adopted a new 
gun-sling which will be issued with the new Army rifle 
and used to replace the present sling on the Krag rifle as 
the latter becomes worn out. This sling is very much 
shorter and lighter than the type of sling in present use. 
It buttons on to the lower sling swivel, then passes 
through the upper swivel and comes down and is hooked 
into the first half of the strap about four inches above the 
lower swivel. It can be lengthened out just long enough 
to enable the soldier to comfortably sling the rifle over 
the shoulder, and has the advantage of being about one- 
third lighter than the present strap. 

This sling cannot be used in any way to aid firing. 1 
have attached one to my rifle and am unable to find any 
way in which it can be used. In the last issue of the In- 
fantry Journal appeared an article by Capt. Paul Bb. 
Malone, 27th Inf., on “The Use of the Gun Sling.” This 
article was accompanied by comments of many experts, 
and those reading it cannot have failed to be con- 
vinced of the great aid which the sling gives to holding 
and rapid firing. Right on top of all this evidence the 
Ordnance Department have issued this new short sling 
and thus practically signed the death warrant to all sling 
fire. In every record made and competition won in recent 
years the gun-sling has been used. The Army seems to 
think that there is something new and suspicious about 
this using of the guu-sling in firing, whereas experts have 
used it thus for the past thirty years. Its use is universal 
in England, while all experts in France and Germany use 
it .also. Ii seems. however, that the Ordnance Depart- 
ment have declared that we shall use the sling only to 
carry our rifles, a way in which I have seldom seen it 
used. In the meantime other nations will continue to 
use the sling and improve their marksmanship, while we 
are wondering why we never break any records any more. 

When the new rifle first appeared we were much 
alarmed over its recoil, but we decided that by first teach- 
ing all men to use the sling and to hold hard we could 





take up the recoil over the whole body, and thus the men 
would not be so-apt te flinch. With the new sling, how- 
ever, the shoulder must bear the whole recoil and as 4 
consequence we will have many more men in each com- 
pany who flinch. 

The regulations as to the use of the gun-sling now read 
as follows: “The gun-sling may be used at all ranges 
as an auxiliary to steady the piece in connection with 
the arm or arms alone, provided that for purposes of ad- 
justment for shooting neither end shall have been passed 
through either sling-swivel. No knot will be tied in the 
sling, and the sling will not be added;to or modified in 
any manner.” Keeping this in mind, if*is absolutely im- 
possible to use the new sling when firing. I cannot im- 
agine anything more detrimental to the marksmanship of 
the nation than that we should be required to use this 
sling. It is to be hoped that we may be given back our 
good old “Long Tom” slings and that this infant prodigy 
will be retired to the serap heap, where it belongs.

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REPORT OF ARMY ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 

The report of the Army Athletic Association for 1905, 
Which has just been issued, includes the resolution adopt- 
ed by the council favoring the playing of the Army-Navy 
football game in New York, together with the report of 
Capt. Palmer E: Pierce, U.S.A., representative for foot- 
ball. which says in part: “The result of the season’s 
work was not as satisfactory as could have been wished. 
The schedule was no more severe than usual, but the 
results clearly indicate that we did not have a scoring 
team. It was manifest throughout the season that the 
eleven had a great deal of power. I have never yet seen 
a West Point team cariy the ball as consistently us this 
cone. Even the famous Yale defense was not proof against 
our offense. * * * ‘The team was an unlucky one, 
as witness the Tlarvard game, where the honors of war 
should have been theirs.” Several instances follow “to 
illustrate how persistently the Goddess of Fortune kept 
her face turned away from the cadet eleven.” “It is my 
opinion,” says Captain Pierce, “that the eleven barely 
missed being one of the best ever turned out at the Mili- 
tary Academy. However, owing in part to the inexperi- 
ence of the majority of the players, and due in great 
measure to the lack of power to size up, and seize an op- 
portunity that comes quickly and goes with, even greater 
rapidity, our football representatives did not make as good 
a record this season as for some years past.” 

As tu the Army-Navy game, Captain Pierce. says: 

“Had it net been for the severe penalties inflicted by the 
officials of the Army-Navy game, I believe the score would 
have been 12 to 0 in our favor. * The result of 
the game was disappointing in view ace the fact that we 
clearly outplayed our opponents. However, if a tie score 
had resulted from evenness of play instead of penalties 
inflicted. } am sure the Army adherents would have been 
satisfied.” 'Phis view is upheld by press Comments given 
in the report. 

In general athletics interest in basketball and hockey 
has been constantly growing in a large measure, due to 
the improvement in the teams. Further improvement 
inay be looked for in the future as the council of the Ath- 
letic Association has agreed to give these teams financial 
aid. Thiving the last fencing season, the Army team sus- 
tained its first defeat since its organization four years 
ago. 

“The work of the Army team was very gratifying to 
those interested in it,” says Captain Koehler, “because 
of the plucky manner in which it fought an uphill fight 
when defeat seemed inevitable. The championship was 
not decided until the last bout between the Army and 
Navy was finished. when the judges decided in favor of 
the Navy representative by a single touch. Cadet Bar- 
her's work was of a decidedly high order, and in the opin- 
ion of the majority of those present he was by far the 
most correct and finished fencer of the meet.’

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HEARING ON THE ARMY BILL. 

Gen. Robert Shaw Oliver, Assistant Secretary of War, 
appeared before the House Committee on Military Affairs 
Jan. 28 to explain the plan approved by the President 
whereby it is intended to establish summer camps of Reg- 
ular troops of the Army in various parts of the country, 
each of which shall be at least the size of a brigade, The 
plan also provides that the infantry assigned to a camp 
not more than 200 miles distant and the Cavalry assigned 
to a camp not more than 300 miles distant shall march to 
and from the camp. It is proposed to have seven of these 
camps, all on Government land, one in the Northeast, one 
in the Southeast, one in the Central States, one in the 
Northwest and in the Southwest, one on the Pacifie coast 
and a large one at Fort Riley. ‘These camps,’’ General 
Oliver explained, ‘will be large enough so that brigadier 
generals and the higher officers of the Army can be put 
into the field every summer, and have a proper command 
and exercise the same as they should do when they are 
called upon. In fact, I think this is one of the greatest 
steps that has been taken for some years for the benefit 
of the Army. The intention is that the Chief of Staff 
should prescribe, generally, what shall be the course of in- 
struction in these brigade camps, and that members of 
the General Staff shall be sent out, just as we sent them 
to Manchuria, to report, observe, and criticise, so that 
we shall be enabled to correct defects.” 

General Oliver attaches great importance to the pro- 
posal that the troops shall march to and from the camps 
to which they are assigned. Such marching, he points 
out, would give all the training that could be obtained 
from prattice marching. “In that way,” he continued, 
“we would develop, in the first place, what in actual prac- 
tice the several departments can do. If we could have 
had such camps as these, there never would have been 
such cenditions as prevailed in 1898. It is a well-known 
fact that we have hardly transportation enough to equip 
a division. ‘There are many things in the Medical Depart 
ment with regard to hygiene which have never been 
proven, as, for instance, whether a camp can be main-

tained for a month in good health. Our troops will be 
practically in a condition for warfare at any time by 
having this three months’ experience each year, and the 
men will undoubtedly look forward to it with a great dew 
of pleasure as a relief from their garrison life. 

“What is proposed is that you should give us a moder- 
ate appropriation to permit such regiments of the Nation- 
al Guard as may be recommended by the governors of the 
States, and as may be approved by the Secretary of War, 
to go to these camps of the Regular Army that are to be 
established and take part with them, if they desire to, in 
the exercises they may have there. For instance, if there 
is a permanent camp in the center of Indiana or Iowa 
for two or three months, the regiments of the adjoining 
States which have proved themselves at previous State 
camps to be efficient can be ordered there for ten days, or 
whatever time they can spare—two or three regiments 
at a time. And they will have a very much better educa- 
tion by observing the Regular troops in these camps than 
they could obtain in any other way. There is no one so 
eager to learn as the National Guardsmen, and they learn 
much by observation. As they would be there only ten 
days, there could be a succession of regiments come to 
these Regular camps during the three months, if they can 
leave their business at such time.” 

Gen. Greely also appeared before the committee to ex- 
plain the item of $215,000 in the Army Appropriation bill 
for the construction of a cableship for the Atlantic coast. 
When asked what need there was for such a vessel, he 
stated that there have been laid on the Atlantic coast 105 
submarine cables connected with the coast defenses. They 
are scattered from Maine to Florida, and will soon be con- 
tinued through the Gulf coast to Texas. During the past 
two or three years, since they have been installed, they 
have been inoperative 40 per cent. of the time, owing to 
the lack of proper facilities for cable repairs. There are 
to be added to these cables certainly 100 more lines 
around New York, Philadelphia, Fort Monroe, Galveston, 
New Orleans, Mobile, Pensacola and other points. It is 
absolutely necessary to the successful maintenance of the 
coast defenses to have a ship of this kind, which can go 
to sea. 

“Let me give you an illustration of the present cond- 
tion of affairs,’ General Greely continued. “About. six 
months ago there was trouble up in the New London Ar- 
tillery district and there was complaint made about a man 
being injured and their not being able to communicate 
with the shore. This cable was interrupted there for four 
months. You ean not buy, borrow, or hire a boat in New 
York harbor to-day to repair a cable. The only cable 
hoat there is, is one oped by the Western Union Tele 
graph Company, which is a small affair, and when 
they are not using it they will, as a favor, let the Gov- 
ernment have it at $150 for a day or part of a day. At 
one time we waited for six weeks to make repairs to a 
cable in New York harbor, because the Western Union 
boat was busy at that time.”

THE NEW CHIEF OF STAFF. 

With the appointment of Brig. Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell, U.S.A., as Chief of Staff, the Army may bk 
said to haveentered upon a new régime. In the nat- 
ural order of things he will remain at the head of the 
staff until 1920, and in that event his immediate pre- 
decessor, General Bates, will have been the last of 
the officers with Civil War records to hold that post. 
Young and Chaffee have retired. Sumner retires next week, 
Bates in August of the present year, Corbin in September 
next, Wade in 1907 and MacArthur in 1909. Thus, it 
will be seen, the appointment of General Bell means that 
the command of the Army has passed from the small and 
vanishing group of officers whose military training was 
acquired in large degree in the campaigns of the Civil 
War, to those of a succeeding generation whose profes- 
sional edacation has been largely theoretical. This, how- 
ever, is only partly true of the new Chief of Staff, who 
may be justly described as one of the most accomplished 
officers of the Army. He knows the art of war both in 
theory and practice, and his advancement places at the 
head of the General Staff an officer who has already dis- 
tinguished himself as worthy of the best traditions of the 
Service. Graduated from the Military Academy in 1878 
he had twenty years of active service before the out- 
break of the Spanish War, which found him a first lieu- 
tenant of Cavalry. His career since then has been one 
of rapid advancement which has been a matter of almost 
national interest because of the universal recognition that 
every promotion was justly deserved. In the long and ar- 
duous campaign against the Philippine insurrection his 
services were both brilliant and successful, proving him 
to be at once resourceful, alert and a born fighter. From 
captain in March, 1899, he advanced to lieutenant colonel 
in July of the same year and brigadier general in 1901. 
It was he who in Batangas province, in the Island of Lu- 
zon, struck the finishing blow to the organized insurrec- 
tion and instituted the much reviled but really beneficent 
policy of “reconcentration’”? which opened the way to 
peace, 

The appointment of General Bell as Chief of Staff in- 
sures a continuous administrative policy in Army affairs 
which cannot be other than beneficial to the Service. He 
represents the progressive spirit which is gradually shap- 
ing the Army to the best modern standards of organiza- 
tion, and his training and experience amply qualify him 
for the important work yet to be performed. His ability, 
industry, education and thorough knowledge of Army con- 
ditions and needs all warrant the expectation that he has 
entered upon another period of service which shall prove 
useful to the Service and honorable to himself. 

The reiiring Chief of Staff, General Bates, like his pre- 
decessors, is an officer in every way worthy of the finest 
ideals of American soldiery. His career spans the wide 
interval between the campaigns of the Civil War and 
those in which our younger officers have won high honors 
for themselves and their country. It is impossible to con- 
template the character and quality of the officers who 
have served as Chief of Staff without a sense of admira- 
tion for the sound judgment which dictated their appoint- 
ment. From first to last they have been soldiers of the 
very highest type and training, and the present incum- 
bent is in all respects worthy of those who preceded him. 

The following is the official memorandum with refer- 
ence to the appointment of General Bell, prepared by 
direction of Secretary Taft for the Military Secretary. 
“The Military Secretary: The Secretary of War says 
that Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell will be made Chief of 
Staff to sueceed General Bates when General Corbin 
comes in as lieutenant general. (Signed), Fred W. 
Carpenter, private secretary. Feb. 1, 1906.” On the 
same day Private Secretary Carpenter, by direction. of 
the Secretary of War, sent the following memorandum 
to the Military Secretary: ‘Please prepare nominations 
for Major Gen. John C. Bates as lieutenant general to 
sueceed Lieut. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, retired this day; 
and nominate Brig. Gen. A. W. Greely as major general 
to succeed Bates, appointed lieutenant general; nominate 
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Col. James Allen to succeed General Greely as head of 
the Signal Corps.” ; 

The question of the selection of an officer for Chief of 
Staff has been pending now for the past six weeks, dur- 
ing which period we have repeatedly stated that the prob- 
abilities were that a junior general officer—a_ brigadier 
general—would be chosen instead of one of the. senior 
major generals. If it had been decided to select a major 
general, Major Gen. Arthur MacArthur, who is. slated 
to succeed General Corbin in September as lieutenant 
general, as we have heretofore stated, would certainly 
have been chosen. But both Secretary Taft and his 
predecessor, Secretary of State Elihu Root, strongly 
advised that a younger officer be made Chief of Staff, 
and the President has approved of their recommendation. 

No announcement has yet been made by the authori- 
ties in Washington whether or not Brigadier General 
Bell will be promoted to the rank of major general upon 
the retirement, on Feb. 6, of Major Gen. Samuel Sum- 
nev. Brig. Gen. Frederick D. Grant, commanding the 
])-partment of the East, is at present the senior briga- 
dier general, and after the retirement of General Sum- 
ner no other vacancy in the grade of major general will 
occur in the natural course of events until next Sep- 
tuber when, upon the retirement of then Lieutenant 
(;eneral Corbin, Major Gen. Arthur MacArthur will be 
promoted to lieutenant general. If General Bell is 
not promoted to the grade of major general on Feb. 
( he doubtless will be upon the promotion of General 
MacArthur next September. 

The promotion of General Greely, Chief Signal Offi- 
cor of the Army, to be a major general in the line, vice 
lates, promoted to lieutenant general, was a foregone 
couelusion. The President announced sometime ago that 
i» would make General Greely a major general, and his 
promise has now been fulfilled. It is thought likely 
that General Greely will be assigned to duty in com- 
wand of the Pacific Division with headquarters at San 
J ranciseo, but no official announcement has yet been 
wade of this. Col. James Allen, the next ranking officer 
in the Signal Corps after General Greely, has been made 
Chief Signal officer of the Army with the rank of brig- 
wiier general. This will promote Lieut. Col. Richard 
I. Thompson to be colonel; Major William A. Glass- 
ford to be lieutenant eoonel, and Capt. Charles Mck. 
Saltzman to be major. It has not yet been announced 
wo will sueeeed General Bell as commandant of the 
lufantry and Cavalry School at Fort Leavenworth, but 
it is probable that Brig. Gen. William H. Carter, now 
commanding the Department of the Lakes, will be given 











tuat assignment. 

The official order retiring General Chaffee was promul- 
sited by the War Department on Feb. 1. It follows: 

“The retirement, by the President, of Lieut. Gen. 
Anda R. Chaffee, United States Army, from active ser- 
vice, on Feb. 1, 1906, at his own request, after forty-four 
yours’ service, under the provisions of the Act of Con- 
svess approved June 30, 1882, is announced. Lieutenant 
General Chaffee will proceed to his home. The travel 
enjoined is necessary for the public service.” 

In explanation of why the General Order retiring 
General Chaffee did not contain a history of his Army 
coreer and of the brilliant services rendered by him to 
the Government and the country, the following state- 
ivent was issued at the War Department by Secretary 
‘aft: “The Secretary of War feels that no officer in the 
Army has retired from active service more entitled to 
ligh commendation for his long, courageous, efficient 
vid useful career of forty-four years than General Chaf- 
fve, but Article 802, of the Regulations governing the 
War Department, which should be as binding on the 
S-cretary as on subordinate officials, provides as follows : 
‘Orders eulogizing the conduct of living officers will not 
lv issued except in cases of gallantry in action or per- 
formance of especially hazardous service.’ This article 
was adopted by Secretary Lamont and has continued in 
the Regulations ever since. Its wisdom commends itself 
i. the present head of the Department, and although in 


one or two instances it has been departed from, it will 
be hereafter strictly observed.”

‘y a picturesque coincidence this bewildering develop- 

ient of our material greatness has been reached almost 
imultaneously with our definite appearance as one of 
‘he great powers of the world. Whether we like it or 

ot, our position with regard to other nations has been 
ompletely changed by the events of the last eight years. 
Ve are no longer isolated from the Old World, but in 
mmediate contact with it. The United States is no 
mnger limited by its old continental boundaries. In the 

\tlantic, in the Pacific and in the Orient we have, for- 
‘nately or unfortunately, entered upon territorial pro- 
eects which characterize us as a colonizing nation, and 
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through those projects we are brought face to face with 
the powers of Europe. Henceforth, if we are to retain 
our prestige, we must insist that those nations shall 
recognize us as their equal, both in interest and in- 
fluence. The only alternative to that course is to retreat 
to a place among the powers of the second class. 

Having advanced to our present position, have we 
made or are we making adequate preparation to fulfil 
the obligations which it entails? It may be stated as a 
general proposition that if a nation is to remain a great 
power it must be a military nation. It must have at its 
disposal not mere military resources, but actual military 
strength; developed, trained, equipped and organized. 
This simple lesson the United States has yet to learn. 
Our strength among the great powers is purely moral, 
but wholesome and widely respected as it is, it will 
vanish the instant our rival nations discover that we do 
not intend to supplement it and back it up with the 
organized physical strength required to maintain our 
status. At present we afford the unique and ridiculous 
spectacle of a first-class power with a military organ- 
ization inferior to that of second or third rate Powers. 
In other words, we have taken on the proportions of a 
giant, while our real strength, the only strength which 
in the last analysis counts decisively in international 
controversies, is merely that of a dwarf. In the feverish 
accumulation of wealth and the marvelous development 
of peaceful enterprises we have forgotten or ignored the 
momentous responsibilities imposed by our new position 
among the great nations. Those responsibilities cannot 
be evaded without dishonor nor discharged without 
power, and power means military strength. An emer- 
gency requiring the immediate despatch of 100,000 troops 
across the sea would disclose to a scornful world the 
ludicrous disproportion of our national strength to our 
national pretensions. Our real greatness as a_ world 
power is sentimental and largely on paper. 

This neglect of national preparation to meet obliga- 
tions which we have assumed with our larger place 
among the powers is specially momentous in the light of 
present conditions. In Europe, in South America and 
in Asia there are complications which present a growing 
menace of war. We are immediately concerned in those 
complications, and cannot dodge them. It does not fol- 
low that war in any of the quarters mentioned would 
involve the United States. But the danger of our be- 
coming involved would be far less if the world thoroughly 
understood that we were amply prepared to protect 
American interests. We are not prepared, and the world 
knows it, and it is that common knowledge which is our 
chief source of danger. <A deliberate violation of the 
Monroe Doctrine, the destruction of our interests in 
China or a European combination which shall vitiate our 
commercial rights under the treaty with Morocco will 
come, if it comes at all, because rival nations, aware of 
our military weakness, believe that the enterprise can 
be undertaken with impunity. They will have found 
their opportunity in our indifference. 

Much that is written here has been suggested by a 
striking article entitled “In Pace Para Bellum,” by 
Capt. Carl Reichmann, 17th U.S. Infantry, published 
in the Journal of the Infantry Association. Captain 
Reichmann writes both as a soldier and a_ student, 
and he holds that it is our moral duty as a nation to as- 
sist in preserving the peace of the world. That, how- 
ever, can be done only by keeping at hand the means 
required to lend the desired weight to our friendly ad- 
vice and service. In a war of any magnitude—and we 


« cannot forever escape such a misfortune—we_ should 


need according to the estimate of Captain Reichmann 
and other accomplished officers, an army of 500,000 men. 
For such a force our present Army of, say 55,000, would 
by no means afford an effective nucleus. The danger 
would be that in training the volunteers the only real 
fighting force we have would be absorbed altogether and 
disappear at the moment when it was most needed. Cap- 
tain Reichmann therefore contends that measures should 
be taken to make our present Army so compact and so 
efficient that when war comes it can train the volunteer 
troops in the minimum of time. It is his deliberate 
opinion that except perhaps in the minor states of the 
Balkan Peninsula it would be impossible to find an army 
so devoid of organization for war purposes as our is to- 
day. Having no higher organic unit that the regiment, 
our generals are deprived of the opportunity of actively 
commanding troops. The various units do not become 
acquainted with one another and do not learn their in- 
terdependence. They are not organized together into 
fighting units. Details from the active list for staff, 
recruiting and other duties separate many of the most 
capable officers from their proper commands, and the 
non-military labor required of enlisted men for lack of 4 
general service corps leads to discontent and inefficiency. 

It is along the lines indicated by these observations, 
says Captain Reichmann, that the Army organization 
should be readjusted so as to increase its effectiveness 
in training volunteer troops on the approach of war, 
“By the grant of additional officers to fill the places of 
those detached from the line,” he continues, “and by the 
grant of an army service corps which would make every 
one available for instruction and training every day, 
Congress would be doing no more than to grant the 
barest necessities and to place the Army en a normal 
basis where it can do what is expected of it, and give 
the country its money’s worth. Training and administra- 
tion would no longer interfere with each other; both 
would be more effective and we could convert our men 
into such fighting material as the world has never seen. 





The organization of brigades, divisions, etc., in tine ‘af 
peace would combine’this magnificent fighting material 
into proper fighting units, which in case of war would 
have to undergo no change beyond expansion to war 
strength.” 

Whether we shall after awhile adopt the sound priiei- 
ple of training for war in peace or stick to the fatuous 
policy of training for war in war is problematical... In 
such matters the American people have usually ‘adopted 
the worst and costliest methods and may continue to do 
so. The teachings of experience count for little with 
them, and it may be that the great military lesson. which 
they have yet to learn will come only through a disaster 
to the nation. Having risen to the dignity of a great 
power, they have as yet failed to comprehend the most 
serious responsibility which that position imposes upon 
them. Their very prosperity, because it blinds them to 
their highest duty, is a peril. 

How can our present small Army be transformed into 
an organization capable of the very highest usefulness, 
considering its numerical strength, in training for war in 
peace? The answer to that question is: By the enact- 
ment of the various measures of Army reform devised by 
the General Staff, approved by the Secretary of War, and 
now in the hands of Congress. Those bills, the text of 
which is given elsewhere in this issue of the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL, would correct the very defects of which 
Captain Reichmann so justly complains, and their effect 
would be to increase the efficiency of every active mem- 
ber of the Army, from the highest officer down to the 
greenest man in the ranks. Because of the restrictions 
to which military service in this country is subjeet,, it 
is necessary that the Army shall be an educational -in- 
stitution in peace as well as a fighting foreé in ‘war. 
That dual requirement can be fulfilled ouly by holding the 
Army compactly together, organizing it int. ‘arger units,- 
retaining a full complement of officers wita every com- 
mand and relieving the whole body of all non-military 


labor in order that its time and energy may be devotéd 
exclusively to educational purposes. ‘Thus organized and 


controlled, the Army on the approach. of. war would be 
able to train the Volunteer forces into capable soldiers 
in half or a third of the time required for such work in 
former wars. The bills providing for these needful re- 
forms have been carefully considered by the ablestnrem- 
hers of the military service, and they bear the unqualified 
approval of our civilian Secretary of War who urges 
their enactment on economic grounds as well’ as for’ the 
reason that they will enormously increase the efficiency 
and educational usefulness of the Army. Their adoption 
will be a welcome token to the people that Congress 
recognizes our changed position among the nations. af 
the earth and has taken practical measures to fulfill the 
momentous responsibilities which that position im. 
poses.

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The Senate Committee on Military Affairs on Feb. 
1 made a favorable report on the nominations of Brig. 
Gen. George B. Davis to be Judge Advocate General of 
the Army for a second period of four years, and Brig. ' 
Gen. William Crozier to be Chief of Ordnance for a 
second tour. There never has been any objection on the 
part of any member of the committee to the reappoint: 
ments of either of these officers, and the only reason 
their nominations were held up was as we have before 
stated because a question relating to the wording of the 
nominations arose in a discussion in the committee. 
The nominations have now been changed so as to read 
as reappointments, and have been favorably reported.

Manila despatches of Jan. 31 state that on that day 
Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, U.S.A., turned over the com- 
mand of the Philippines Division to Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, U.S.A., the transfer being characterized by. impres- 
sive ceremonies, General Corbin, the reports add, made 
a brief speech, in the course of which he said: ‘My term 
of service in the Philippines has been most satisfactory 
to me. ‘The islands are progressive and peaceful. The- 
change of commanders involves no change of policy, be- 
cause I have had the constant co-operation and assistance 
of General Wood.” 
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The bill for the reorganization of the Ordnance De- 
partment of the Army passed the Senate this week. It 
is expected that it will-meet with little or no opposition 
in the House. The present intention is to call up for a 
vote some time next week in the Senate the bill for the 
reorganization of the Medical Department of the Army, 
which is also expected to pass. The Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs on Feb. 1 made a favorable report 
on the bill for the organization of a corps of dental sur- 


geons in the Army. 
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The Taft board for the revision of the Endicott plan 
for the coast defenses of this country and insular pos- 
sessions had a final meeting at the War Department 
Feb. 1, when the report of the board was submitted to 
Secretary Taft, its chairman. The result of the. ob- 
servations of the various sub-committees of the board 
have been embraced in one general report which will 
be signed by Secretary Taft and transmitted to the 
President. 
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The War Department has no intention of changing 
the orders issued to the 8th Infantry so that they would 
sail for Manila from New York by the way of the Suez 
Canal instead of from San Francisco. The Chief of 
Staff disapproved the recommendation to that effect, and 
declined to change the orders already issued to that regi- 
ment to sail from San Francisco for Manila on March 5, 
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THE FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 

The Senate on Jan. 30 passed the following bills: S. 
369, to authorize the appointment of A.A. Surg. Reuben 
A. Campbell, U.S. Navy, as an assistant surgeon in the 
Navy, with rank of lieutenant (junior grade), to take 
rank and position at the foot of the list, whenever, be- 
fore expiratien of his present acting commission, he 
shall successfully pass examination. Also S. 1804, pro- 
viding fer the use of certified checks to secure compli- 
ance with proposals and contracts for naval supplies. 
Also S. 1933, to credit Lieut. George T. Pettengill, 
U.S.N., with S748 of Government funds that he intrusted 
to George Head, mail orderly of the U.S.S. Newark, in 
August, 1900, who absconded with the money. Also S. 
1648, directing the Secretary of the Navy to adjudicate 
and settle the account of the Hoffman Engineering and 
Contracting Company, not exceeding $12,727.81, for the 
construction of cadet quarters and other buildings at the 
Naval Academy. Also S. 1649, which provides that 
in computing the necessary thirty years’ time for the re- 
tirement of petty officers and enlisted men of the Navy 
all service in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps shall be 
credited, 

The Senate on Jan. 30 passed bills making appropria- 
tion for the construction of Revenue Cutter vessels for 
service at the following veel S. 2280, $75,000, for 
harbor of San Francisco, Cal. : 2281, $225,000, for 
ag 9 oe S. 281, 2h for Narraganseti 
Bay, R.L; 8. 92 225,000, for Puget Sound, Wash.: S. 
094, tWo vesse is he Puget Sound at cost not to exceed 
850,000 for both. 

The Senate has passed S. 90, directing the Secretary 
of the Navy to cause to be constructed a model of each 
vessel of war of the Navy given the name borne by any 
State, the model to be deposited in the capitol building 
of said State. The model not to cease to be the property 
of the Government. No model to cost more than §3.- 
500. On Jan. 31, however, Mr. Gallinger entered a mo- 
tion, in the Senate, to reconsider the vote to pass S. 90. 
It had been passed, he said, in the absence of the chair- 
man of the Naval Committee, who wished an opportunity 
to offer amendments to it. 

The Senate on Jan. 30 agreed to a Feng ig by Mr. 
Mallory, directing the Secretary of the Navy to transmit 
to the Senate copies of the records and the evidence in 
the courts-martial recently held at the Naval Academy 
in the cases of Midshipmen Marzoni and Mayo, charged 
with hazing, with statement of final action taken by 
the Navy Department in said cases: also to inform the 
Senate under what laws courts-martial were convened 
and conducted. 

An example of the time and cost expended in preparing 
information in response to some resolutions of Congress 
was afforded last week in the statement transmitted to 
the House by Secretary Taft regarding the transport 
service. The resolution was passed by the House on 
Feb. 7, 1905. From that time until October a clerk in 
the Quartermaster’s office of the War Department was 
employed for the greater part of his time compiling the 
information, which skows, besides the cost of the several 
transports, that during the fiscal yvear ended June 30, 
104, 2.602 civilian passengers were carried on these 
boats and that there was turned into the Treasury on 
account of these passengers $294,246. Of those 2,692 
persons SM were civilian employees of the United States 
entitled to tr: ansportation, and upon whose account. the 
transport service was credited with $78,422. The House 
on Jan. 30 tabled the resolution by Mr. Humphrey, HH. 
Res. 158, asking for the same information. 

The Army has been in the habit of carrying Marine 
Corps supplies to Guam and the pina tga Te in their 
transports free, even when, in some cases, this has com- 
pelled them to pay for transmitting their own supplies by 
commercial lines. They now politely ask that the Marine 
Corps shail pay its own way, and Colonel Denny, Q.M., 
U.S.M.C., accordingly asks Congress to give him an ad- 
ditional $10,000.) The request has been “icig’ “ahi by 
the commandant of the Marine Corps and the Secretary 
of the Navy, and transmitted to Congress through the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

The Secretary of the Navy has very properly expressed 
to Congress his disapproval of the bills restoring to the 
Navy Sidney Smith Lee, who left the Navy in 1861. to 
join the Confederacy. and John Roop. who resigned as a 
first assistant engineer, Oct. 15, 1872. after a service of 
thirteen years. Both requests are so wanting in merit 
that they may be described as impudent, 

In our issue of Dec. 25, page 476, we gave the text of 
three bills introduced in the Senate, viz.: S. 2206, To re- 
organize the Tlospital Corps of the *; S. 2208, To 
appoint dental surgeons for the Navy, 7, To ap- 
point female nurses for the Navy. The Secretary of the 
Navy wrote, Jan. 24, to the chairman of the Naval Com- 
mittee, saying: “Understanding that the committee de- 
sires to embody all provisions relating to the personnel 
of the Service in one general bill, I have the honor to 
recommend that these three items of legislation be em- 
braced in such measure, in the form in which they appear 
in the accompanying drafts, which are identical in sub- 
stance and language with those transmitted with this 
Department's letter of Dec. 15, with the following excep- 
tion: In the clause authorizing the appointment of 
dental surgeons, the words ‘and professional’ have been 
inserted, so as to provide that candidates for appoint- 
ment as dental surgeons ‘shall pass a physical and pro- 
fessional exeiminatien. It is desired that these added 
words be retained.” 

The Secretary of the Navy has embodied in one bill, 
oe h he has submitted to Congress, a number of claims 

gainst the Government which he thinks could bere 
pence in a suit. The Secretary says: “It has hereto- 
fore been the practice of forwarding items of this char- 
acter as estimates, for inclusion in the general deficiency 
bill. In view, however. of the fact that these items 
are, strictly speaking, not deficiencies in appropriations, 
and as the Congress has, in Section 4, of the last general 
deficiency act, approved March 3, 1905, declared its policy 
against deficiency appropriations, it has been thought 
best to prepare a separate bill covering these claims.” 

The Secretary of the Navy on Jan. 22 sent to the 
Senate and House Committees on Naval Affairs the 
draft of a bill relating to hazing at the Naval Academy, 
embodying certain modifications in the bill as at first pre- 
pared to accord with the views expressed by the commit- 
tee. “Some of these amendments.” Secretary Bonaparte 
says, “are not, in my judgment, necessary: but to none 
of them do I see any objection, and 1 think it is im- 
portant, and even urgent, in the interest of the academy 
and of the Service, to change the existing law.” The 
bill is identical with that introduced in the Senate on 
Jan. 30 by Mr. Verkins as S. 3899. 

The Secretary of War has asked Congress to add to 
the appropriation for subsistence of the Army for year 

































ending June 50, 1907, a clause: “For providing prizes 
to be established by the Secretary of War for enlisted 
men of the Army who graduate from the Army schools 
for bakers and cooks. the total amount of such prizes 
at the various schools not to exceed $900 per annum.” 

The Senate on Jan. 30 considered, without final ac- 
tion, S. 2262, to pay Pay Dir. E. B. Rogers, U.S.N., 
$1,000 for losses of personal property in the fire of the 
Windsor hotel at Yokohama. Japan, on Feb. 8, 1886. 
The bill was reported favorably and has the approval of 
the Navy Department, but Mr. Mallory said that he 
considered it rather an extraordinary procedure to reim- 
burse an officer for property lost in a hotel fire, and 
asked time to look into it. 

The Senate has received from the Secretary of War 
the following: An estimate of deficiency in the appro- 
priation of regular supplies, Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment. for year ending June 30, 1906, $600,000; estimate 
of $48.29 for advertisements for proposals for construction 
work, ete. 


The House on Jan. 29 passed a bill making the name 
of a street in Washington, five blocks long and now bear- 
ing five separate names, Wheeler street, in honor of the 
late Gen. Joseph ah vce The committee had recom- 
mended the name of Sampson street, for Professor Samp- 
son, for many years president of Columbian, now George 
Washington, University, but on motion by Mr. Sherman, 
who paid an eloquent tribute to the memory of General 
Wheeler, for nore than a decade a member of the House, 
the change was made. 

The House on Jan. 27 passed bills granting the fol- 
lowing monthly pensions: $17 to the widow of Ist Lieut. 
Frederick A. H. Gaebel, 45th U.S. Inf. : $50 to the widow 
of Brig. Gen. Gilbert S. Carpenter, U.S.A.; $25 to the 
widow of Capt. Alexander B. MacGowan, 12th U.S. Inf. ; 
$30 to the widow of Rear Admiral Lester A. Beardslee, 
U.S.N.; $30 to the widow of Capt. William C. Manning, 
23d U.S. Inf.; $20 to the widow of Capt. Clough Over- 
ton, 1th U.S. Inf.; $20 to John H. Parker, late passed 
midshipman, U.8.N., war with Mexico, and $30 to the 
widow of Med. Dir. George A. Bright, U.S.N. 

In a letter to the chairman of the House Naval Com- 
mittee, Secretary Bonaparte suggests the insertion of the 
following as a section in the bill 699, ‘to promote the 
administration of justice in the Navy”: “That the loss 
of civil rights imposed by law upon deserters from the 
naval service may be mitigated or remitted by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy where the offense was committed in 
time of peace, and where the exercise of such clemency 
will not be prejudicial to the public interests.” This was 
adopted as a war measure, and the Secretary says: “Hap- 
pily., desertion in time of war is not a problem in the 
American Navy. It is believed that in time of peace, 
particularly in the case of minors, this offense is tech- 
nically committed without unpatriotic impulse and in ig- 
norance of the civil disabilities which follow conviction 
thereof.” 

To secure attention to the present unfortunate condi- 
tion of the civil employees of the Navy Department, Sec- 
retary Bonaparte has sent to the chairman of the House 
Naval Committee a table showing that during the past 
year S40 persons have either refused employment offered 
them or resigned, during the year, the total number of 
declinations being 412, and the total number of resigna- 
tions 428. The Secretary says: “This want of stability 
in the force has been a subject of complaint on the part 
of all the bureau chiefs, without exception, and 1 think 
it is urgent that some remedy should be found and ap- 











The Secretary of the Navy has sent to the chairman of 
the Ifouse Naval Committee a tabular statement showing 
the total amount of work done at each navy yard in 
the repair of ships by the different bureaus of this De- 
partment during the fiseal year ending June 30, 1905, 
prepared by the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 

The Secretary of War has sent to the House, with 
a favorable recommendation, a draft of a bill to appro- 
priate $2,162, to apply to the reimbursement of cer- 
tain civilians and militia officers who were selected to 
assist in preparing regulations to carry out the require- 
nents of the Act approved March 2, 1908, for furnishing 
a national trophy and other prizes to be contested for 
annually. The gentlemen were chosen because of their 
well known interest in matters pertaining to the pro- 
motion of rifle practice. in association with officers from 
the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps. for the purpose men- 
tioned. No appropriation was available from which their 
expenses could be defrayed, but they cheerfully devoted 
their time and energies and carried on to a successful con- 
clusion the matter. It is a matter of simple justice that 
they be repaid the amount of actual expenses incurred. 
They were: Mr. J. Amory Haskell, of New York city; 
Col. James A. Frye, 1st Mass. Heavy Art.; Brig. Gen. 
Carl A. Wagner, Mich. N.G.: Brig. Gen. James A. 
Drain, N.G. of Wash.: Major Gen. P. Farmer Wanser, 
N.G.N.J.: Major Gen. L. M. Openheimer, Texas N.G.: 
Brig. Gen. Bird W. Spencer, N.G.NJJ.:) Brig. Gen. 
A. B. Critchfield, Ohio N.G.; Lieut. Col. Thomas F. 
Cooke, Towa N.G.: Col. Walter E. Coney, Georgia State 
Troops; Col. Henry M. Taylor, Ohio N.G.. and Col. A. R. 
Lawton, Georgia State Troops. 

The Secretary of War has seni to the House a letter 
recommending legislation to provide heavy furniture for 
officers’ quarters in the Philippines. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has sent to the House 
a detailed statement of the expenditures of the Revenue 
Cutter Service.

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ORDNANCE BILL PASSED. 

The Senate on Jan, 30 passed S. 1540, to increase the 
efficiency of the Ordnance Department of the Army. It 
provides : 

That the Ordnance Department shall consist of one chief 
of ordnance, with the rank of brigadier general; six 
colonels, nine lieutenant colonels, nineteen majors, twen- 
ty-five captains, twenty-five first lieutenants, and the en- 
listed men, including ordnance sergeants, as now author- 
ized by law. Vacancies in the grades of colonel and lieu- 
tenant colonel shall hereafter be filled by promotion, ac- 
cording to seniority, and the chief of ordnance shall be 
selected from the permanent officers of the corps for a 
period of four years. 

Sec. 2. That the vacancies occurring in the grades of 
captain and first lieutenant of ordnance shall be filled 
by detail from the Army at large, from the same grade 
or the grade below, for four years, after which no officer 
shall again be eligible for detail until he has served one 
year out of the department: Provided, That no officer 
shall be so detailed except upon the recommendation of 
a board of officers and after at least one examination, 
which shall be open to competition. 

Sec, 3. That vacancies occurring in the grade of major 
of ordnance, after promotion as now prescribed by law, 
of all permanent officers of lower grade now in the Ord- 
nance Department shall be filled by appointment of offi- 
cers of the grade next below, who shall have served by 
detail in the Ordnance Department, the selection to be 
made as the result of the recommendation of a board 
of ordnance officers, approved by the Secretary of War. 





RETROGRESSION IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Capt. James A. Moss, 24th U.S. Inf., aide to Major 
General Corbin, late commanding the Philippines Divi- 
sion, recently made a tour of observation through the 
provinces of Pampanga, Nueva Ecija and Pangasinan, in 
the island of Luzon, in which his regiment was stationed 
for a time during the insurrection, and his description of 
present conditions in those provinces is anything but en- 
couraging. Captain Moss is a close observer and an ofii- 
cer of long experience in the Philippines, and for that 
reason the following extracts from a statement made 
him in the Manila Times are extremely important : 

“The greatest changes which I noticed were the abom- 
irable and shameful condition of the roads and bridges on 
the one hand, and on the other the surprising progress of 
the rising generation in the use of the English language. 
At Baloc, a small, isolated barrio between Cabanatuan 
and San Jose, and at Tayug. surprising illustrations o{ 
this were given. At both places I accosted native boys 
in Spanish and ‘they replied and carried on conversations 
in as good English as you or I could command. 

“With regard to the attitude of the Filipino people to- 
ward the Americans, I have come to the conclusion tha! 
the natives may be divided into three classes; first, tle 
precious few comprising those who really like the Amer- 
icans and think the American government a good thing 
for the Filipinos; second, those who feel more or les 
kindly because they are beneficiaries of the governmen: 
under which they hold office, and third, the great majority 
who have absolutely no use for the Americans and to sat- 
isfy whom we cannot get out of the country too soon. 

“Between San Fernando and San Jose, a distance of 
about sixty miles, I made it a point to show the native. 
whom I passed on the road by my manner and by the -ex- 
pression on my face, that | was more than ready and will- 
ing to speak to them. In fact, I did everything but speak 
to them. Of the hundreds whom I passed not more than 
a dozen spoke to me. The conclusions which I have 
reached, as stated, were arrived at after consultations 
with a number of discharged soldiers who were legally 
married to native women and who are living among the 
people and know what the real feeling is. 

“Another thing: After leaving San Fernando the 
American flag was conspicuous by its absence. I failed 
to see one flying from a single presidencia, and some of 
the school houses which I noticed were not flying it. In 
one town a man formerly employed as interpreter ani 
who has expressed himself as of the opinion that the isl 
ands will not be ready for independence for 100 years 
yet, is despised and hated and is unpopularly known as 
‘el Americanista.’ 

“IT found that where the troops had formerly been sta- 
tioned the towns have retrogaded about ten years. Where 
fine roads and bridges, well kept buildings and plazas, 
sanitary towns, and generally prosperous conditions pre- 
vailed when tie military was withdrawn about three 
years ago, all is now devastation. The fine macadamized 
road between Arayat and Cabiao has several of the 
bridges burned out, the cogon grass having been set afire 
and the woodwork becoming ignited and destroyed com- 
pletely. Along this road the grass is now as high as the 
top of a carromata and only a path or vista through this 
marks the place where the once fine read ran. <A good 
deal of the territory which was once in cultivation is now 
lying idle. The natives say there is no carabao with which 
to work it. 

“The buildings in the towns formerly occupied by the 
troops are now dirty and in a dilapidated condition. 
Where all was then neat and clean and in good repair, 
cobwebs now cover the walls and great gaping holes show 
in the ceilings. The floors are littered with papers and 
eovered with filth. The plazas that were neat, clean and 
well kept are now unkempt, weeds as high as a man’s 
head growing on some of them. In some cases where 
fresh water formerly flowed through the ditches, a stag- 
nant, scum-covered liquid now stands in them. With re- 
gard to the roads and bridges, an instance is furnished in 
the road between Tayug and San Quintin, on which ten 
or fifteen thousand dollars was spent from the several 
millions appropriated by the commission in 1900, the work 
being done under the direction of Army officers. It was 
a beautiful road when completed, twenty-three bridges 
dotting its course between these two points. Of these six 
are now in good condition. Seventeen of them are in 
abominable condition, Eight of them are without floor- 
ing and nothing but the stringers remain. Of five there 
is nothing left from Tayug to San Quintin. It took us 
two hours. We had to stop a number of times and take 
a carromata across and wade the ponies over the stream. 
At other times we had to take the baggage out of the rig, 
send it over the bridge by cargadores, who walked along 
the remaining stringers. The carromata had to be forded 
ecross. 

“With respect to the sanitary condition of the towns, 
these have dropped back to where we found them in ’99. 
I have come to the conclusion that it is evidently impos- 
sible to instil in the minds of the present generation any 
modern ideas of sanitation. 

“Speaking generally, the roads and bridges in Nueva 
Keija and Pangasinan are a shame and a disgrace to the 
Filipino people. At Tambotan we found that the natives 
had torn up the floor of a bridge which cost originally 
$2,000, and was a massive structure, leaving nothing but 
the stringers and the framework and concrete bases and 
approaches, all of which were still in excellent shape. 
From these boards, all fine pieces of Oregon pine, twe 
rafts had been made, one at San Isidro and another at 
Tambotan. This is one of the worst pieces of vandalism 
of which I have ever heard.”

RESPECT FOR THE UNIFORM. 

We have received a copy of a resolution passed by 
“Gen. Philip H. Sheridan Garrison, No. 31, R.A. and N. 
Union,” Chicago, expressing approval of the action of 
the military authorities in subjecting an officer of the 
Army to discipline for treating an enlisted man with 
disrespect against which his uniform should have pro- 
tected him instead of inviting it, as it did in the ease 
mentioned. The preamble to the resolution says: 

The members of this garrison are particularly proud 
of the fact that they have worn the uniform of the en- 
listed man of the Regular Army. We are proud of the 
high spirit of loyalty, heroism and devotion to duty that 
are the traditions of the brave men who now and, dur- 
ing the history of this Republic, have been members of 
it. When duty called and dangers were to be faced in 
defense of the flag of the nation, the enlisted man of 
the Regular Army has never been found wanting. When 
the War of Rebellion broke out and it became a question 
of choosing, be it said to the eternal credit of the enlisted 
man, that despite every inducement offered not one of 
them proved false to the flag. 

We see him scaling the heights of Chapultepec under 
Scott. We see him by his undaunted bravery under the 
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gallant Sherman saving ‘the remnants of a broken army 
aut Bull Run. We see him under the tropical sun of 
Cuba, where his splendid bravery won the admiration of 
the officers of the different armies of the world, who saw 
him unsupported by Artillery with his rifle and bayonet 
alone capture the strongly intrenched positions of San 
Juan and El Caney. We see him in the far-off Philip- 
pines upholding his grand traditions. We see him under 
the gallant and brave Chaffee, who himself served in the 
ranks, planting the flag of this Republic on the walls of 
}ekin. 

We see him as the vanguard of civilization in the 
western march of our nation. We see him as the pro- 
iector of the pioneer and settler, beating back in many 
. hard fought battle, the fierce and treacherous red men. 
\Ve see him under conditions that few soldiers of the 
world have been called upon to face, maintaining the 
tiig of the nation, and the nation is proud of him. The 
pistory of this Republic cannot be written without its 
every step bearing testimony of the bravery and loyalty 
the enlisted man.

LEAVE AND DETACHED SERVICE. 

Judge Advocate General Davis, of the Army, has 
recently given an opinion in which he draws a distine- 
iion between leave of absence and detached service, which 
vill be found of considerable interest. It seems that 
Colonel Godfrey and Captain Roudiez, who are stationed 

Fort Riley, Kas., went to Fort Leavenworth to ex-

71, A.R., to 
ssue orders directing travel beyond the limits of bis 
ommand, which, under the present circumstances, were 
terminus with the military reservation of Fort Riley. 
‘ontinuing, General Davis says: 

“It is clear that the order either granted leave or 
jaced the officer’s name on detached service. Leave is 
in indulgence, and the absence from duty which is in- 
volved in a leave of absence is for the personal benefit 





1 pleasure of the officer to whom it is granted. But 
uo such considerations are presented in this case. The 


ibsence which was authorized was on public business, 
ind the propriety of the visit to Fort Leavenworth is 
ully set forth in the enclosed letter of explanation. 
While a post commander may not issue orders directing 
ravel involving the payment of mileage, I know of no 
requirement of regulations which prevents him from 
rdering an officer or enlisted man on detached service. 
vhen such absence is for the public’s interest. In the 
‘xerecise of such authority commands cf troops have 
een sent out to carry on operations against hostile In- 
lians; or to assist in the maintenance of order in the 
Philippine Islands; or to make reconnoissances, or to 
ind timber, limestone or other material for use in the 
onstruction of military posts, ete.; and in all these 
ceases the status of detached service has been created by 
| post commander in proper military orders. It_ is, 
therefore, the opinion of this office that the status of 
Colonel Godfrey and Captain Roudiez, while absent from 
ort Riley in the operation of the enclosed order, was 
that of detached service.”

LAW CONCERNING MINORS WHO DESERT. 

The Portland Evening [xpress reports that Jan. 13 
ludge Putnam of the U.S. Cireuit Court dismissed the 
writ of habeas corpus in the case of James W. Carver, 
in, a soldier held at Fort Preble under a charge of de- 
sertion from Fort Ethan Allen in October, and remanded 
iim to the custody of the military authorities. An ap- 
peal was taken and Carver was released on $1,000 bail. 

The parents of the soldier have expressed a determina- 
‘ion to carry the case to the U.S. Supreme Court. Carver 
claimed that he was under age when he enlisted and that 
he did not have the consent of his parents. The military 
authorities admitted this in an agreed statement of facts 
in the hearing on the petition. The question that was 
decided by Judge Putnam was which court had jurisdic- 
tion in the case, the court-martial which has been ordered, 
or the eivil court. Judge Putnam ordered the writ to 
issue, Claiming jurisdiction as the military authorities 
had not begun action on the charge of desertion when the 
petition was filed. Major Rafferty filed an answer to the 
writ showing that the military authorities had begun pro- 
ceedings on the charge of desertion by instituting court- 
martial. Judge Vutnam ruled in substance that the mili- 
tary authorities could step in and take jurisdiction up to 
the issuance of the writ and that as the writ had not yet 
been issued and military proceedings had been begun, he 
remanded Carver to the custody of the military authori- 
ties, where he will be tried for desertion unless the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals overrules this decision. 

Mr. Chapman in his argument for the Government said 
while desertion in time of peace was not in itself a grave 
crime, still the precedent would be bad in times of war 
When a sentry ou an important and vital post might de- 
sert to the great damage of the Army, and with safety to 
himself, if he had enlisted while under age and without 
the consent of his parents. The military authorities had 
no knowledge that the applicant for enlistment was under 
age and if he lied at that time and afterwards committed 
the crime of desertion he ought to be punished.

THE NAVY AND THE MERCHANT MARINE. 

Senator Gallinger in the course of a recent speech in 
support of the shipping bill declared that when foreign 
steamship managers ask “Why do you not allow us to do 
your ocean carrying for yeu if we can more cheaply than 
you can do it yourselves?" they understand perfectly that 
so long as America has no ocean ships of her own her 
coasts as well as lier commerce are exposed to foreign ag- 
gression. Ile went on to say that at the outbreak of the 
Spanish war two foreign steamship companies which have 
been most vigorously exploiting this plea of cheapness 
took some of their fastest and best ships out of their New 
York service and sold them to Spain to be used as cruisers 
and commerce destroyers in the war with the United 
States. 

“In that war,’ Senator Gallinger continued, “the Unit- 
ed States found how delusive was one argument which 
had been used against national aid to our ocean shipping 
and shipbuilding, as well as against the proper increase 
of our Navy—that in case of need ships could be bought 
abroad. ‘The war was won by fighting ships built in 
American shipyards. Before the war, the Navy and War 








Departments did, however, manage to purchase an inade- 
quate number of foreign steamers for transports, colliers, 
and supply ships. Of course, these foreign vessels so 
hastily bought were, as a rule, unfit for the required ser- 
vice. In many cases they were secured only by a sharp 
straining of the neutrality laws, and in most cases the 
ships had to be laid up idle in an hour of imperative need 
because their foreign officers and crews refused to risk 
their lives for a fiag they did not love, in a war in which 
they had no interest. 

“And this brings up forcibly another important consid- 
eration—that if we allow foreigners to do all our carry- 
ing, we shall find ourselves without seamen as well as 
without ships in the shock of a sudden emergency. Ad- 
miral Sampson declared, just after the war with Spain, 
that in that little three months’ affair the United States 
had exhausted its maritime resources—that we had put 
afloat all ovr available, trained officers and men in our 
first fighting line, and that if a single disaster had com- 
pelled us to man another fleet we could not possibly have 
done it, even if the ships had been forthcoming.”

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RESERVE AMMUNITION FOR THE NAVY. 

Rear Admiral Newton E. Mason, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, when questioned by the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs January 11 with regard to 
a new item of $4,600,000 in the Navy Appropriation 
bill, “toward the accumulation of a reserve supply of 
powder and shell,” explained that the summarized state- 
ment of July 1, 1905, shows an alarming lack of reserve 
ammunition. A modern battleship will, at her maximum 
rate of gun fire, exhaust the magazine supplying her 
main battery in something less than one-half an hour, 
and her secondary battery ammunition under these con- 
ditions will not last much longer. It seems, therefore, 
imperative that there should be acquired a minimum re- 
serve sufticient to refill the main battery magazine of 
the fleet twice and the secondary battery magazine once. 
That this should be undertaken at once is evidenced by 
the fact that the manufacture of shell of sufficient merit 
to meet the Bureau's requirements has in many in- 
stances taken from two to three years. It is submitted 
that a reserve of powder and shell sufficient te supply 
one-fourth of the allowance of vessels should be at once 
ordered. This will require an expenditure for jxwder 
of $2,500,000 and for shell $2,068,263. To provide a 
full reserve supply would, in Admiral Mason's opinion, 
cost $10,000,000 if not more. 

At the request of the committee Admiral Mason de- 
scribed at length the qualities and characteristics of 
smokeless powder. All smokeless powder, he stated, is 
subject to change with time, but this is not necessarily 
a deterioration, This changes the behavior of the powder 
sufficiently to call for an occasional change in the 
weight of charge after a retest of the powder. In every 
respect except this slight variation due to evaporation 
the smokeless powders which are manufactured at the 
present day are, as a rule, perfectly stable and reliable. 
An occasional exception to this rule arises when, owing 
doubtless to some oversight in the purification of ma- 
terial used in manufacture, a rather obscure chemical 
change takes place which gradually reduces the force of 
the powder, and which, if it were allowed to proceed in- 
definitely, might make the powder unsafe in storage, but 
not in the gun. “The frequent examinations which are 
made of all our powders, whether on shipboard or in 
magazines on shore, enables us to detect such changes 
almost immediately, and as soon as they are detected 
in any lot of powder all of this lot is withdrawn from 
service, and as a rule shipped to the proving ground, 
where it is kept under observation and gradually ex- 
pended in the current work of proving guns, ete. Smoke- 
less powder manufactured this year could be held in re- 
serve for two full years without any serious loss of its 
effectiveness. 

When asked whether the item of $3,000,000 for target 
practice could not be safely reduced, Admiral Mason 
replied: “IT would rather see a reduction made almost 
anywhere else than in this appropriation, because we 
are hampered so in carrying on the general ordnance 
work of the Navy.” The estimated cost of ammunition 
for target practice for the next year is $1,200,000. This 
has nothing to do with the item of $500,000 “for the 
purchase and manufacture of smokeless powder,” none 
of this powder being intended for target practice. 

Mr. Butler, a member of the committee: “I wish to 
say this, Admiral: It seems to be the policy of this 
Administration, and from conversations which I have

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REPRIMAND TO COMMANDER YOUNG, — 
The following is the letter of reprimand sent to 


Comdr. Lucien Young by Secretary Bonaparte, in com- 
pliance with the sentence of the court-martial which 
tried Commander Young at Mare Island, Cal, on the 
charge of “neglect of duty” in connection with the Ben- 
nington catastrophe of last July: 

Washington, Jan. 6, 1906. 

Sir: The court-martial by which you were recently 
tried has convicted you of remissness in the discharge 
of your official duty in that you failed to sign the smooth 
steam log of the U.S.S. Bennington while that vessel was 
under your command, as required by the Regulations for 
the government of the Navy: for such remissness its 
sentence is that you be reprimanded by the Secretary of 
the Navy. 

The Regulations for the government of the Navy ara 
the standing orders of the President as its commander- 
in-chief, and as such demand the strict, prompt and 
respectful obedience of every officer solicitous to fulfill 
conscientiously the obligations of his oath of service. 
Laxity in their observance is inexcusable on the part of 
anyone attached to the Service, but the gravity of this 
fault is far greater in the case of an officer in command 
of a ship of war. Such eonduct renders him responsible 
for the like remissness on the part of subordinates misled 
by his example, and exhibits to the officers and men 
under his orders the demoralizing spectacle of insufficient 
respect for the Regulations on the part of the very per- 
son who is bound to secure their faithful observance by 
everyone on board. In the language of Par. 6 of Article 
54 of the Regulations: 

“The officer in command of a ship of war is not author- 
ized to delegate his power except for the carrying out of 
the details of the general duties to be performed by his 
authority. The command is his, and he can neither dele- 
gate the duties of it to another, nor avoid its burden, nor 
escape its responsibilities.’’ 

These ‘‘duties’’ include the obligations of a good ex- 
ample to all subject to his authority; these “responsi- 
bilities” include a share in the blame incurred by any 
among the latter who may be led to think lightly of 


believe it to be the 


their own duties because they see him seem to think 
lightly of his. 

In your case, sir, there was the greater reason why you 
should have been careful to comply in letter and spirit 
with every provision of the Regulations, because your 
brilliant services in the past and your merited reputa- 
tion for seamanship and gallantry would surely render 
failure on your part to do all that an officer should do 
the more subversive of true principles of discipline among 
younger members of your profession. 

A bad.example on the part of one of your previous 
record is exceptionally injurious to the vital interests of 
the Service, and it is therefore cause of profound re- 
gret to the Department that remissness in official duty 
on your part should have been thus judicially established. 

You will acknowledge receipt of this letter, and it will 
form part of your official record.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


At the navy yard, New York, the work on the Indiana, 
which was commissioned a few days since, has been 
rushed, so that the vessel was to be ready to leave the 
yard Feb. 3. The Minneapolis, which has been in drydeck 
for an overhauling and has attracted many visitors, ex- 
pects to be ready to sail Feb, 8. The supplyship Celtic, 
which arrived from San Francisco Jan. 24, is being load- 
ed with fresh provisions in cold storage for the Atlantic 
Fleet, and has also been receiving some minor repairs at 
the same time. She was expected to be ready to sail 
south about Feb. 3. The old wooden sailingship VPorts- 
mouth, used by the New Jersey Naval Militia, is in dock 
having some of her planking above the water-line, which 
has rotted, replaced; some of her rigging is being taught- 
ened up, a new rudder post is being fitted, and her copper 
sheathing overhauled along the keel. The old ship is much 
admired for the lines of her underwater body. She has 
the record of being one of the best sailing ships ever in 
the Navy under all conditions of weather. She rolls as 
easy as a cradle, stands up under her canvas like a church 
and sails like a witch. She has logged 11.6 knots per 
hour on a wind, and 14 running free. This was in old 
days when she was on the active list of the Navy. 

Many changes and improvements are now going on at. 
the Washington Navy Yard from the necessity for en- 
larged facilities required by the greatly increased business 
of the yard. After years without number the old guard- 
house and telephone station, situated just inside the yard 
gates, has given way to a new structure on the site oecu- 
pied by the older structure, but of greatly increased con- 
venience and size. The work on the improved building is 
about completed and the business of the yard will be 
greatly facilitated. 

Under orders from the Secretary of the Navy, Rear 
Admiral Dickins will sail from Charleston, S.C., about 
Keb. 12 with the squadron under his command for a 
cruise in the Gulf of Mexico. The squadron will, it is 
understood, go to New Orleans for the purpose of taking 
part in the Mardi Gras festivities which have become 
such a feature in the social life of the Crescent City. The 
squadron under command of Admiral Dickins consists of 
the battleship Texas, the monitors Arkansas, Florida and 
Nevada, and six torpedoboats. ‘Target practice, maneu- 
vers and drills will occupy the squadron while in the Gulf 
of Mexico, and will probably continue over several weeks. 
Although it is not definitely known whether the ships of 
the Atlantic Fleet are to rendezvous at Pensacola, prepa- 
rations on an extensive scale are in progress at that yard 
for the reception of the fleet. Coal and stores in large 
quantities are being gathered at that station, and it will 
surprise no one if the fleet makes that point its headquar- 
ters for a part of the winter maneuvers. 

Of the fifty-four candidates for appointment. as as- 
sistant paymaster in the Navy who were designated by 
the Secretary of the Navy to take the recent competitive 
examination held in Washington, only seven successfully 
qualified both physically and mentally and have been 
appointed. The following is the list of the young men 
who successfully passed this examination and who haye 
heen commissioned in the order named: Ellsworth Har- 
per Van Patten, of Virginia: Joseph Edward McDonald, 
Everett Graham Morsell, Thomas Palmer Ballenger and 
Richard Howard Johnston, of Washington, D.C.; Law- 
rence Gilman Haughey, of Indiana, and Frank Tyler 
Foxwell, of Maryland. Another examination will be 
held in June. 

The case of Paymr. H. KE. Jewett, U.S.N., who was 
tried by court-martial at the Washington Navy Yard 
in December last, was the subject of conferences this 
week between the President, the Secretary of the 
Navy and the J.A. General. It is assumed that the case, 
which has been pending for weeks, will be finally dis- 
posed of soon. It was sent to the White House several 
weeks ago for action by President Roosevelt. The case 
of P.A. Paymr. George Deering, who was tried on 
charges of irregularities in his accounts early in Decem- 
ber, is still on Secretary Bonaparte’s desk. The friends 
of Mr, Deering are making every effort to have the case 
closed in some way satisfactory to the accused. There 
seems, however, to be but slight disposition on the part 
of officials of the Navy Department to show leniency. 
Since his arrest Mr. Deering has been confined to the 
District of Columbia. It is said at the Navy Depart- 
ment that he has repeatedly broken his arrest, most of 
the times by going to the Chevy Chase Club, which lies 
just outside the District of Columbia, in Maryland. 

The Secretary of the Navy signed an order on Jan. 
31 directing the dismissal from the Service of Midship- 
man Ned Leroy Chapin, of California, first class, Naval 
Academy, who was convicted by court-martial of hazing. 
It now seems that the Navy will lose about five mid- 
shipmen from the first class as a result of the general 
investigation of hazing. The final examinations of mem- 
bers of the first class at Annapolis will begin on Feb. 
>, lasting the remainder of that week. The graduating 
exercises will be held on Feb. 12. Arrangements are 
being made for Secretary Bonaparte’s presence at the 
Academy on graduating day. T'e will doubtless make a 
speech, and will present the diplomas to the departing 
midshipmeyn. The class, which will probably number 
115, will be divided between the Atlantic, the Pacitie 
and the Asiatic Stations. Just how many will be sent 
to each station has not been determined, but is now 
under consideration. Midshipman Overdown Whitemire, 
fourth class, whose resignation was accepted Jan. 24, 
explains that his resignation is not due to hazing, of 
which there has been none for a month. He felt that 
he could not pass his examination in modern languages, 
and his parents desired him to resign because of the ili 
health of his mother. ‘ 

In experimenting with a fuel, the principal ingredient 
of which is petroleum, the U.S. torpedoboat MeKee 
made a run of ten miles in an official trial off Newport, 
R.1., Jan. 30, in thirty-seven minutes, five minutes bet- 
ter time than she took to cover the same distance with 
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the best hand-picked Pocahontas coal. The McKee 
made four complete runs of ten miles each, with a turn, 
steaming in all more than forty miles with the petroleum 
fuel. There was little smoke, and the furnaces were 
found practically clean at the end of the trial. It was 
said the new fuel produced better steam than the hand- 
picked coal, and the test is regarded as very satisfactory. 


The Auditor for the Navy Department has refused to 
consider a claim of $28.18 presented against the De- 
partment by the Louisville and Nashville, R.R.,‘on the 
ground that the road had accepted a smaller amount, he 
could not reopen the matter. 


The supplyship Celtic, carrying the biggest load of 
provisions sent out by the Navy Department in recent 
years, will leave New York on F ‘eb. 4 for Culebra, where 
it will deliver supplies to the vessels participating in the 
winter maneuvers. 

The second session of the Naval Pay Officers’ School 
will begin at the Washington Navy Yard on Feb. 15. 
Ten assistant paymasters have been ordered to attend 
the session. Paymr. Samuel McGowan will be in charge, 
with Paymr. J. D. Robnett as executive officer, and 
Lieut. Downs L. Wilson in charge of the military and 
signal drills. It is possible that some other assistant 
paymasters will be ordered to the school for instruction. 

It has been decided that the cruiser Olympia, flagship 
of Rear Admiral Royal B. Bradford, shall be ordered to 
the Norfolk Navy Yard, and the cruisers Des Moines and 
Cleveland of Admiral Bradford’s command to the Boston 
Navy Yard, for survey. Repairs are needed on all of the 
vessels, although to just how great an extent cannot be 
known until the surveys have been made. It will prob- 
ably take six aveeks to finish the proposed work. The re- 
pairs to the cruiser Minneapolis, now at the New York 
Navy Yard, will prebably be finished by Feb, 15. The 
Minneapolis has not been assigned to duty, and it is not 
known just what her assignment will be. It is possible 
that the cruiser will be given to Rear Admiral Bradford 
for his flagship in case the Olympia is laid up for some 
weeks. 

Report was made to the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair a few days ago from the navy yard at Mare Isl- 
and that the report of the board of survey on the gunboat 
sennington had been delayed because of the possibility 
of a change in the plans of the Bureau of Steam Engi- 
neering, which has not yet decided, it seems, just what 
shall be done in the boiler room of the Bennington. The 
Bureau of Construction sent back orders asking for an 
immediate report on the Bennington. The survey was 
expected at the Navy Department on Jan. 1, but it will 
probably not come until the middle of February. 

It is probable that the sailingship Oriole, which is now 
in the hands of the Naval Militia at Baltimore, will be 
condemned and sold. It has been determined that the 
ship is useless to the Navy. The Oriole was formerly 
the Dale and was used for a long time as a receivingship. 
The transport Zafiro, now at Bremerton, has been ap- 
praised at $27,000 and will soon be sold at public auction. 
The Zafiro was condemned some weeks ago. The auction 
will probably take place within a short time. A survey 
of the supplyship ¢ -" at the New York Navy Yard 
has been ordered by the Navy Department. The Culgoa 
is badly in need of repairs. New boilers must be installed 
and the total cost of the work will probably amount to 
$150,000, This is regarded as too much at the Navy De- 
partment and there is a possibility that the Culgoa will 
be condemned, appraised and sold, 

Robert Blaine Rowland, a seaman, was accidentally 
shot and killed on board the cruiser Rainbow on Jan. 31, 
according to a report which reached the Navy Depart- 
ment on Feb. 1. Rowland was serving his first enlist- 
ment. His home is at Marengo, Iowa. Four enlisted men 
of the Navy Jost their lives on board the steamer Valen- 
cia which was wrecked on Jan. 22, resulting in the loss 
of more than a hundred. The men were all from the train- 
ing station at San Francisco and were on their way to re- 
port to the U.S.S. Philadelphia at Bremerton. The names 
of the men reported lost are: John S. Widmer and Har- 
man Fisher, coal passers, and John Finley and Charles 
Uhler, ordinary seamen. Albert B. Willis, ordinary sea- 
man, was also on the Valencia, but was saved. Clyde W. 
Knight, another ordinary seaman, was booked for passage, 
but failed to board the steamer. 

Rear Adimiral Sigshee, U.S.N.. and the officers of his 
squadron haye been received with great hospitality at 
Algiers and Nice during the last week, and in return 
have given some enjoyable entertainments on board the 
warships. A dejeuner was given by Admiral de Percin 
at Algiers on Jan. 26 for Admiral Sigsbee and the offi- 
cers commanding the vessels of the squadron. This was 
followed in the afternoon by a grand reception on board 
the Brooklyn, attended by three hundred residents of 
Algiers and members of the American and British 
colonies. The ship was beautifully decorated. Bountiful 
refreshments were served, and the band of the Brooklyn 
played. Various dinners were given the same evening 
by the officers of the different ships. Admiral Sigsbee 
entertained the French admiral and his officers at a 
breakfast on the flagship at noon Jan. 27, and the squad- 
ron sailed the same afternoon for Villefranche, where it 
arrived Jan. 20 to remain ten days. On Jan. 30 Rear 
Admiral Sigsbee called on General Barbé, governor of 
Nice, and also on the Prefect. The visits were returned 
in the afternoon. <All the officers have been enjoying 
themselves in society, particularly the dancing element. 
Boxes at the principal theaters and the opera have been 
placed at the disposal of the Admiral and his officers, 
and the clubs have opened their doors most hospitably. 

To a visitor who called at the White House on Jan. 23 
President Roosevelt declared that the American Navy, 
man for man, and ship for ship, is better than that of 
Japan. The visitor was Prof. James Scherer, president 
of Newberry College at Newberry, S.C., who for several 
years lived in Japan. Vrofessor Scherer remarked that 
he believed the Japanese Navy to be the best, man for 
man, in the world. President Roosevelt took issue with 
his visitor and while admitting that the Japanese are 
great fighters, he would not acknowledge that they are su- 
perior to Americans. 





There is considerable discussion in the Navy Depart- 
ment as to the successor of Rear Admiral George A, Con- 
verse as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Admirai 
Converse will retire from active service next May. Among 
the names mentioned — the place are those of Capt. 
Richard Wainwright, Capt. John E. Pillsbury and Capt. 
William J. Barnette ae Rear Admiral W. Brown- 
son. So far as can be learned President Roosevelt has 
not had the matter under consideration so far. 

Secretary Bonaparte on Feb. 1 recommended to the 
President that a pardon be granted in the case of Mid- 
shipman John IF. Miller, of Kentucky, first class, Naval 
Academy, convicted by court-martial of hazing and sen- 
tenced to be dismissed. The evidence in the case of Mid- 
shipman Miller showed that he had not himself actively 
participated in hazing; that he had always in the past 
avoided taking any part in the humiliation of under 








classmen, but that hazing of under classmen had saaaiiied 
in his room and in his presence without his having re- 
ported the fact. Secretary Bonaparte evidently regards 
the legal punishment of dismissal as unnecessarily 
severe for the offenses committed by Midshipman Miller, 
and as there is no power of mitigating the sentence, 
felt compelled to recommend a pardon in his case, Sec- 
retary of the Navy Bonaparte on January 31 issued an 
order dismissing from the Navy Midshipman Ned Leroy 
Chapin, of California, first-class, Naval Academy. He 
was recently tried and convicted by a court-martial on 
a charge of hazing. 

On account of the increased business devolving upon 
the wireless station at the Washington Navy Yard, the 
necessity for larger quarters has for some time been man- 
ifest, and the work of transferring the dynamo and plant 
from the old stock house. which has been occupied by the 
wireless station since its establishment in the yard, to 
the new building erected on the waterside, has been tom- 
pleted and it is hoped that by the first week in the pres- 
ent month the plant will be in complete operation.

MEMORANDA NO. 58, JAN. 2, 1906, NAVY DEPT. 

Publishes decisions from the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury relating to the following: 

All naval officers detailed for the performance of shore 
duty beyond seas are entitled to the same pay and al- 
lowances as are or may be provided by or in pursuance 
of law for officers of the Army detailed for duty in 
similar places. 

The date of the expiration of the enlistment of an en- 
listed man of the Marine Corps is not affected by un- 
authorized absence; if his enlistment expires while un- 
dergoing a sentence of imprisonment and he is after- 
wards restored to duty and held in the Service to make 
up lost time, he is not entitled to pay between the date 
of expiration of his enlistment and restoration to duty. 
From the time of restoration to duty until discharged he 
is entitled to pay according to the length of his service. 

An enlisted man rated as ship fitter who is*given an 
acting appointment as chief carpenter's mate is entitled 
to the pay of the new rating only even though it be less 
than the pay formerly received. 

An officer assigned inadequate public quarters, 
his own authority, hires outside quarters, is not entitled 
to commutation for quarters or to reimbursement for 
hire of quarters for the period of time during which he 
occupied outside quarters. 

Pay officers are entitled to commutation for 
while settling accounts at their homes.

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NEEDS OF THE NAVY PERSONNEL. 

In response to a request addressed by Chairman Foss 
of the House Committee on Naval Affairs to the Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation for a statement as to the 
number of officers and men that will be required to 
properly man the ships of the Navy, including those 
under construction, the Secretary of the Navy has sub- 
mitted a memorandum containing tables which have 
been prepared on the basis of what might be called the 
“active” and “reserve” fleets. The Secretary 
that as near as it is possible to predict, all ships now 


states 


under construction and contracted for should be com- 
pleted by January 1, 1908. The battleships South Caro- 
lina and Michigan have not been contracted for and 
their completion could not probably be expected before 
January 1, 1910. The “active” fleet includes battle- 
ships, cruisers, scouts and gunboats built to withstand 
the recoil of the latest types of guns using smokeless 
powder, together with the gunboats required in Chinese 
rivers and the Philippines, torpedo craft, despatch boats, 
tugs, tenders, station ships, supply vessels, training 
ships and other auxiliaries. The “first reserve fleet” 
is presumed to include vessels not originally designed 
for guns using smokeless powder, transports, hospital 
ships, ete., such vessels to have one-third of their crews 
and only enough officers to care for ships, crews and 
machinery. A “second reserve fleet” is presumed to 
include a certain number of coast defense ships such as 
old monitors, cruisers, gunboats and vessels which will 
be struck off the list by 1908 as obsolete. Under the 
above assumptions, including a smaller number of. ofti- 
cers for shore duty than are now so engaged, the Sec- 
retary estimates the need of the Navy personnel as 
follows:

“It will be seen,” the Secretary adds, “that the 
shortage in the number of rear admirals, captains and 
commanders required is comparatively small. The of- 
ficers of the captains’ list are at present more actively 
employed at sea than any others of command grade, the 
number of large vessels in commission and the constant 
addition of new ones being the cause of this. Then, 
again, mavy yards and stations at home and in’ our 
insular possessions absorb, together with the bureaus, 
offices and boards in Washington and elsewhere, a large 
number, furnishing very active employment for all on 
the captains’ list. The shortage in commanders can he 
met by ordering the requisite number from shore duty, 
The reason for the number now employed on shore duty 
at present is that most of our new ships are captains 
commands, as pointed out above. The shortage in the 
vrades of lieutenant commander, lieutenant and liew- 
tenant (junior grade) forms the most serious feature. 
as they are required for the performance of executive, 
watch and gun division duties on board ship, and the 
lack of such officers directly affects the discipline and 
efliciency of the fleet.”

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 3686, Mr. Lodge.—Authorizes the President to appoint 
Robert G. Carter, now a first lieutenant, U.S.A. (retired), 
as a colonel of Cavalry, to rank from Jan. 30, 1905, num- 
ber of colonels of Cavalry to be increased by one, if 
necessary, and retire him as colonel, mounted, as of same 
date, 

S. 2700. Mr. Rayner.—Authorizes the President to ap- 
point Worthington Goldsborough upon the retired list of 
the Navy in the grade of rear admiral of the lower num- 
ber from Oct. 9, IN. 

S. 3719 Mr. Platt.—To commemorate the battle of 
Plattsburg and to provide a monument in honor of

present rank and pay of any officer on the retired list 
shall not hereby be reduced.

Naval Academy any midshipman whose continued pres- 
ence at the academy he shall deem contrary to the best 
interests of the Service. Sec. 2. That all acts or parts 
of acts inconsistent with the present act are hereby 
repealed. Sec. 3. That this act shall take effect from 
the date of its approval, and shall apply to all midship- 
men now connected with the U.S. Naval Academy or who 
shall hereafter be connected with it. 

S. 3899, Mr. Perkins.—That the Secretary of the Navy 
shall have the power and authority, in his discretion, 
to dismiss at any time from the U.S. Naval Academy 
any midshipman whose continued presence at the acad- 
emy he shall deem contrary to the best interests of the 
Service: Provided, That before exercising the power and 
authority hereby conferred the said Secretary of the 
Navy shall inform, in writing, the said midshipman of 
his reasons for contemplating its exercise, and shall 
receive and consider any written communication which 
the said midshipman may see fit to submit in the premises 
within such reasonable time as may be fixed by the said 
Secretary of the Navy; and copies of the said papers 
shall be submitted as soon as may be practicable there- 
ufter to the President and also retained in the Depart- 
ment for transmission to either House of the Congress 
if called for. Sec. 2. Repeals so much of acts ap- 
proved June 28, 1874, and March 3, 1901, as requires the 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy to convene a court- 
martial in all cases when it comes to his knowledge that 
any midshipman has been guilty of the offense commonly 
known as “hazing,’’ and declares the finding of a court- 
martial so convened, when approved by the said Superin- 
tendent, final, and directs that any midshipman found 
guilty by such court-martial shall be summarily dis- 
missed from the said academy, and also all other acts 
or parts of acts inconsistent with the present act. Sec. 3. 
That the Superintendent of the Naval Academy may, 
in his discretion and with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Navy, cause any midshipman to be tried by court- 
martial for hazing, as provided by the act approved June 
28, 1874, and such court-martial, upon conviction, may 
sentence such midshipman to any punishment author- 
ized by said act or by act approved March 3, 1901, or 
authorized for the offense of conduct to the prejudice 
of good order and discipline in the case of an enlisted 
man, or for any breach of rules of the academy; finding 
and sentence to be subject to review by the convening 
authority and by the Secretary of the Navy, as in the 
cases of other courts-martial. Sec. 4. That the offense 
of ‘‘hazing,’’ as mentioned in this act, shall consist of any 
unauthorized assumption of authority by one midshipman 
over, another midshipman whereby the last-mentioned 
midshipman shall or may suffer or be exposed to suffer 
any cruelty, indignity, humiliation, hardship, or oppres- 
sion, or the deprivation or abridgement of any right, 
privilege, or advantage to which he shall be legally en- 
titled. See. 5. Act to take effect from the date of 
its approval, but no midshipman now connected with the 
Naval Academy shall, by reason of its enactment, be pun- 
ished for any offense heretofore committed otherwise 
than in pursuance of the sentence of a court-martial if, 
by existing law, such sentence would be now necessary 
for such punishment, or punished more severely than is 
now by law allowed for any offense heretofore com- 
mitted.

H.R. 130%, Mr. Alexander (by request).—That all en- 
jisted men now, or hereafter, retired, who served at least 
ninety days in the Army during the Civil War, shall 
be advanced one. grade above rank held at date of retire- 
ment: Provided, That non-commissioned staff officers be 
retired with the grade of second lieutenant. 

H.R. 13097, Mr. Foster.—Provides for a special roll of all 
surviving officers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy, 
and Marine Corps, both regular and volunteer, who have 
been or may be awarded medals of honor, excluding, how- 
ever, the 27th Maine Volunteers and Lincoln's body- 
guard.

Any person 
having all the qualifications named may apply to the 
Secretary of War and be commissioned a colonel of Vol- 
unteers and be placed on the special roll as provided; 
shall be entitled to all the privileges accorded to 4 
person who has received the thanks of Congress. The 
pay of a colonel, U.S. Vols., enrolled under this act, 
shall be same as pay of a colonel, U.S.A., retired, and 
in lieu of all claim to pension. Special roll not to consti- 
tute any part of the Army.

twenty-five per cent. of total to be appointed in any 
one year. Assistant surgeons who have attained their 
captaincy by reason of service in the Volunteer forces 
shall take rank among officers in that grade, according 
to date of entrance into the Medical Department.

year’s pay; if a major or lieutenant colonel, shall be 
debarred from promotion and next in rank found quali- 
fied shall be promoted. action of examining board is 
disapproved, officer shall be promoted. Nothing in act 
to be construed to legislate out of the Service any officer 
now in Medical Department of Army, nor to affect rela- 
tive rank or promotion of any now in the Service, or 
hereafter appointed, except as herein otherwise provided. 

For the purpose of securing a reserve corps of medical 
officers, the President is authorized to issue commissions 
as first lieutenants therein to graduates of reputable 
schools of medicine, upon examination prescribed, per- 
sons so commissioned to be known as the Medical Re- 
serve Corps. Commissions so given to confer all the 
authority, rights, and privileges of commissioned officers 
of like grade in Medical Corps, except promotions, but 
only when called into active duty. Officers of Medical 
Reserve Corps to have rank according to date of com- 
missions therein, and when on active duty to rank next 
below all other officers of like grade in Army. Contract 
surgeons now in service who receive favorable recom- 
mendation of surgeon general to be eligible for appoint- 
ment without further examination. In emergencies the 
Secretary of War may order officers of the Medical Re- 
serve Corps to active duty, as the public interests may 
require, and may relieve them from such duty; not to be 
construed to authorize orders upon active duty if unwill- 
ing to accept such service, nor to prohibit an officer not 
designated for active duty from service with the militia, 
Volunteers, or in other capacity, and when so serving the 
U.S. in any other capacity shall not he subject to call 
for duty. The President may honorably discharge from 
Medical Reserve Corps any officer whose services are 
no longer required. Officers of Medical Reserve Corps 
who apply for appointment in Medical Corps may be 
ordered to the Army Medical School for instruction and 
examination to determine fitness for commission. Officers 
of Medical Reserve Corps called upon active duty shall 
be subject to the regulations for government of the 
Regular Army, and during period of service entitled to 
pay and allowances of first lieutenants of Medical Corps 
with increase for length of service computed only for 
time of active duty. No officer of Medical Reserve Corps 
to be entitled to retirement nor pension except for 
physical disability incurred in active duty. Nothing in 
act to be construed to prevent appointment in time of 
war of medical officers of Volunteers as may be provided 
by law.

BOARD FOR PROMOTION OF RIFLE PRACTICE. 


At a meeting of the National Board for the Promotion 
of Rifle Practice, held at Washington, D.C., Jan. 24, the 
following resolutions were adopted: 


That the National Board for the Promotion of Rifle 
Practice deems it to the best interests of rifle shootine 
that Government arms only be used in the matches held 
under its auspices. 

That the present system of silhouette targets is not en- 
tirely satisfactory and the whole matter will be referred 
to the General Staff for consideration and investigation, 
with power to call on the members of this board for thei: 
individual opinions. 

That it is the opinion of this board that the executive 
officer of the national match should always be an officer 
ot the Regular establishment, or an officer of the Na- 
tional Guard on the active list who is a member of this 
board. 

That a committee of three, of which Gen. George W. 
Wingate shall be chairman, shall consider and report, 
at the next meeting, on the feasibility and advisability 
of some policy that would inaugurate a system of rifle 
practice in the public schools throughout the country. 

Pursuant to the foregoing resolution, the chair appoirft- 
ed Generals Wingate, Openheimer and Critchfield, who 
will report at the next annual meeting. 

“That a vote of thanks be extended to Gen. William P. 
Hall, as executive officer of the match of last year, for 
his absolute impartiality, which was appreciated by all.” 

“That it is the sense of this board that a national rifle 
range should be established, and it is recommended that 
the Secretary of War make application for funds for 
this purpose, and in so doing express the sense of the 
board in the matter.” 

“That it is the sense of this board that a sufficient 
number of model 1993 rifles and ammunition be issued to 
the States, Territories and D.C. to allow a test of the 
weupon and, if necessary, to allow equipment of team to 
compete in the national match for 1906."’ 

“That it is the sense of this board that the national 
match should precede all other business on the range, 
and that the national team match will be fixed for a cer- 
tain date, the individual matches to be shot afterwards.” 

“That a committee of six be appointed, of which Gen- 
eral Wagner, General Critchfield and Mr. Haskell shall 
be three, to fix the date and place for the national team 
match.”’ 

In accordance with the above resolution, the President 
appointed Generals Roe, Harris and Hall to confer with 
General Wagner, General Critchfield and Mr. Haskell, said 
committee to announce the date and place at the earliest 
possible moment, in order that ail interested may be 
advised. 

“That the Public Schools’ Athletic League and all other 
organizations undertaking the instruction of rifle practice 
in the public schools of the various States, Territories 
and the District of Columbia, which are approved by the 
Secretary of War, shall be considered as rifle clubs as 
provided in sections one and two of the Act approved 
March 8, 195, and as being entitled to purchase rifles 
from the Government as provided in said act.’’ 

Lieut. Col. Peter S. Bomus, tth Cav., was recommended 
for - as executive officer for the next national 
match. 

Mr. Haskell called attention to the small amount of 
work performed by the various committees. 

After considerable discussion it was decided that the 
fifth section of the bill introduced by Mr. Allen (H.R. 
9724), should not receive the support of the board; that 
the more important bill was the one contemplating an 
appropriation for the establishment of rifle ranges, known 
as “H.R. 7136,’ introduced by Mr. Morrell, of Pennsyl- 
vania; that the passage of the Morrell bill should be 
urged upon Congress first and the Allen bill second. 

The Recorder called attention to the list of qualified 
marksmen submitted by the Reeorder of the National 
Rifle Association. It was directed that same be trans- 
mitted to the Military Secretary of the Army, for file. 

Various changes were made in the rules and regula- 
tions which will be reported later.

In order to encourage rifle practice among the people 
at large, an English writer, Mr. C. B. Fry, suggests in 
the United States Service Gazette that rifle clubs be 
organized as auxiliaries to cricket clubs, golf clubs, foot- 
ball clubs, ete., and that miniature ranges be established 
on the grounds of those organizations. His notion is 
that rifle shooting, in order to become general, must be 
placed on the level of a national sport equal in interest 
and prestige to other competitions, and that by giving 
it that status hundreds of thousands of young men will 
become expert riflemen who are now entirely indifferent 
to the practice. Whether rifle clubs could be made 
successful auxiliaries to other clubs devoted to outdoor 
sports is somewhat doubtful, and it should be kept in 
mind moreover, that rifle practice to be useful as a 
measure of military training, must be conducted syste- 
matically under official supervision. The notion, how- 
ever, that it should be given the status of a national 
sport is exceedingly interesting and worthy of careful 
consideration. If a portion of the time now devoted by 
young men to tennis, football, baseball, boating and 
other recreations were given to rifle matches under ap- 
proved rules and proper inspection it would develop a 
considerable body of skilled marksmen in every neigh- 
borhood who, on a eall to the colors, would be able to 
enter the military service fully or almost fully qualified 
for one of the most important requirements of the 
soldier’s work. 
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The British War Department has decided to re-arm all 
the coast-defense forts from the Thames to Plymouth 
with 6-inch and 9-inch guns, the present armament, 4.7- 
inc guns, being considered jnadequate, 
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perfect satisfaction throughout the world.

est. Capt. John R. Foley, the Regimental Adjutant, has 
spared no efforts to have the reports and books of com- 
panies, ete., carefully and correctly kept, and with this 
end in view, has issued new property and other books to 
the several companies, and they will be in order for the 
coming muster and inspection. 

What was unquestionably the best review and drill seen 
this season in any regimental armory in Manhattan or 
Brooklyn, New York city, was that given by the 9th 
Regiment, under command of Col. William F. Morris, 
in the armory, before Major General Roe and staff, on 
the night of Jan. 30. General Roe was accompanied by 
Lieutenant Colonels Ladd, Thurston, Hurry and Leigh, 
of his staff, and watched the evolutions of the evening 
with the most marked interest. The regiment was 
equalized into twelve companies of sixteen files each, 
divided into three battalions, commanded respectively 
by Lieutenant Colonel Japha and Majors Walton and 
Byrne. In the regimental drill in close column move- 
ments Colonel Morris put the command through about 
all the evolutions in the drill book, and ‘in this drill, and 
in the ceremonies of review and parade, every movement 
was promptly executed and without a hitch of any kind 
during the entire evening. The large audience frequently 
applauded the movements, and General Roe and other 
visiting officers praised the exhibition in the highest 
terms. Dancing followed and the special guests were 
enjoyably entertained by Colonel Morris and his officers. 
Among the guests were Major T. F. Huston, 12th Regt., 
and Lieut. C. Matlock, 3d Bat. Company H has unani- 
mously elected Lieut. John M. Thompson its captain. 
He had been in command of it for some weeks pending 
his election and accomplished excellent results. The 
company had been in poor condition, but under Captain 
Thompson it promises soon to be among the best in the 
regiment. 

The right of Col. W. H. Donovan to command the 9th 
Regiment of Massachusetts has been formally questioned 
by Ist Sergt. M. A. King, of Co. C, in a communication 
to the adjutant general, sent through the channel. Col- 
onel Donovan was elected colonel by the regiment March 
30, 1899, and was ordered to appear before the examining 
board April 26. At that time it is claimed, on account of 
illness he was unable to pass, consequently he was ordered 
to reappear May 17 and still further, it is said, failed to 
answer the questions satisfactorily to the board. He was 
given further time, and ordered to reappear before the 
board on June 28, 1899. From the records it appears that 
he did not put in an appearance at that time, when some 
twenty officers passed, but previous to that date by spe- 
cial order 57, dated May 18, 1899, which reads ‘‘The follow- 
ing named commissioned officers having passed a satis- 
factory examination and qualified as prescribed by stat- 
utes, ete.,’”’ he was ordered to duty with two other offi- 
cers, and at once took command. It is claimed by the op- 
ponents of Colonel Donovan that he did not appear for 
re-examination on June 28, 1899, and as the board did not 
sit between May 17 and June 28, they want to find out 
why he was ordered to duty by special order. 

Colonel Appleton, of the 7th N.Y., in a long order giv- 
ing an interesting review with tables of the shooting 
work of the regiment and its rifle teams during the sea- 
son of 1905, says: ‘‘The results of the work of the regi- 
ment at Creedmoor during the past season indicate that, 
at the close of the first century of its history, the organ- 
ization has attained a higher degree of efficiency in rifle 
practice than ever before. For many years the num- 
ber of qualifications in the marksman class has been 
greater than the average aggregate strength, and there- 
fore no advance in this direction is possible; in the 
higher classes, however, which are outside the limits of 
required duty, the number of qualifications is now almost 
one-half of the total. The bearing of this fact upon the 
value of the regiment to the State in time of need is im- 
portant and obvious. The regimental team of this year 
has the unprecedented honor of winning the three 
matches, held under State authority, in which they were 
eligible to compete. Recent changes in the conditions 
of these matches have greatly increased the amount of 
time and labor involved in preliminary practice, and the 
devotion and self-sacrifice exhibited by the members of 
the team is beyond praise.’’ In a letter received by Col- 
onel Appleton, relative to a visit of a team to 
London to shoot a match with a team from the Queen's 
Westminster Volunteers, Col. Sir Howard Vincent says 
of the 7th Regiment representatives: ‘“‘They have one 
and all left a lasting impression of straightforward, man- 
ly and gentlemanly bearing; of national pride and esprit 
de corps and of sportsmanlike interest and devotion to 
duty. 

For the purpose of perfecting officers of the Florida 
State Troops in their knowledge of the various duties 
required of them, and in order to increase their military 
efficiency, a system of progressive military instruction 
is established and regulations published for the guidance 
of all concerned. A sub-department to be officially known 
as “The Service School of Florida State Troops” is also 
established for the purpose of maintaining a system of 
uniform instruction. 
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SUB-TARGET GUN MACHINE, 

The accompanying illustration gives an excellent idea 
of the sub-target gun machine, a device which has been 
thoroughly tested and has received the highest praise 
from military authorities. Its use in militia organiza- 


tions and by the pupils of public schools has resulted in 
greatly improved marksmanship, and the fact that no 
ammunition is required makes it possible for many or- 





ganizations to engage in rifle shooting with the aid of 
the machine who would otherwise bé@ debarred by the cost 


of ammunition. The adoption of these machines by the 
New York city high schools as a part of the work of the 
Public Schools’ Athletic League is regarded as a very im- 
portant step, and has the unqualified approval of the 
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National Board for the Improvement of Rifle Practice, 
which includes in its membership Assistant Secretary of 
War Oliver, General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., 
and Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, N.G.N.Y., and the adju- 
tant generals of many States. Gen. George W. Wingate, 
president of the New York Public Schools’ Athletic 
League, at a meeting held Jan. 27, gave a report of the 
last session of the National Board for the Improvement 
of Rifle Practice, recently held at Washington. Refer- 
ring to the sub-target machine General Wingate said: 

“General Oliver and General Crozier were especially 
enthusiastic over this method of teaching rifle shooting. 
The sentiment of the entire board was heartily in its 
favor, and a number of the National Guardsmen present 
expressed the wish that the system might be adopted in 
otker parts of the country. To sum up the general sense 
of the National Board on this subject, it might be stated 
that the unanimous opinion was that owing to the 
changed conditions in our country now rifle shooting is 
virtually an unknown art. In the early years our ances- 
tors won their liberties by their skill as marksmen, but 
now, with the cessation of those fighting days, little at- 
‘tention is given to the necessity of rifle practice. 

“With our small Regular Army, our country must, 
in time of war, depend for its defense upon the hasty 
levies of volunteers. Experience in the Spanish War 
showed that there was no trouble in getting any number 
of enthusiastic, intelligent young men who would enlist. 
These young men could be taught the rudiments of mili- 
tary drill in a short time, but they knew little or nothing 
about shooting. The knowledge of it is a matter that 
requires time, and, if the methods that are now being 
introduced by the Public Schools’ Athletic League in 
teaching the High School boys to shoot were extended 
throughout the country, when volunteers are called for 
in cases of emergency, the great mass of the young men 
who would offer their services would be capable marks- 
men.”

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Feb. 1, , 1906. 

The trial of Midshipman Richard L. De Sassasure, of 
the third class, developed a matter of midshipman jollity, 
Midshipman De Sassasure, having received leave to go 
home, seems to have been in high spirits and went from 
room to room calling on ‘“‘plebes’’ to do light ‘‘stunts,” 
and leaving one room to visit another before his orders, 
in some cases, were executed. Not over two minutes were 
occupied in any of the ‘‘stunts.’’” The witnesses generally 
did a best to make it as light as possible for the ac- 
cused. 

Charges of hazing have been lodged against Midship- 
man Ned L. Chapin, of the first class, of Pasadena, 
Cal., and George H. Melvin, of Geneseo, IIL, of the third 
class. 

Midshipman Claude B. Mayo, of Columbus, Miss., a 
member of the first class, has been acquitted by court- 
martial on the charge of_ hazing and restored to duty. 
Midshipman Chester A. A. Bloebaum, of St. Charles, 
Mo., a member of the third class, has been convicted on 
the charge of hazing, supported by six specifications. 
The order in each case was read at dinner formation. 
Midshipman Mayo’s case was a peculiar one. It was 
alleged that he had stood five fourth classmen on their 
heads early in September, having understood the officer 
in charge, Lieut. C. P. Snyder, to hint that he wished 
such treatment to be given them. Several witnesses 
testified that they understood the officer in the same 
way, and the uncontradicted testimony was that Mayo 
had never hazed before or since; that he was a leading 
member of the Y.M.C.A., and considered his membership 
and hazing incompatible. The court evidently believed 
that Mayo may have made an honest mistake as to what 
the officer meant, but the verdict is not understood to 
mean that Lieutenant Snyder's statement ‘‘that he had 
no such intention” is disbelieved. Mayo admitted some 
of the specifications, and did not deny any of them ab- 
solutely.

in the gymnasium Friday night and severely bruised his 
hip.

Mr. George H. Mann, who was the counsel for several

F. O. K.—The medals are not yet issued and no date at 
present can be stated. 


J. G.—Write to the Governor of the Soldiers’ Home, 
Washington, D.C., for the rules governing admission to 
the same, and a copy will be sent you. 

F. L. M.—If the letter is a personal one it should of 
course be addressed to the officer it is intended for. If 
it is an official letter it should be sent through the chan- 
nels and directed to the C.O. of the company, regiment, 
ete., or the adjutant, military secretary of department, 
division, or War Department, as the case may be, and 
the letter should be addressed “‘sir.’’ 


L. T.—The earliest age you can enlist in the Army is 

eighteen, and from that age until you are twenty-one 
you must have the written consent of your parents or 
guardians. In the Navy minors over eighteen years of 
age may be enlisted without the consent of their parents 
or guardians. A boy between the ages of fifteen and 
seventeen can enlist in the Navy as an apprentice pro- 
vided he is accompanied to the recruiting office by his

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PROPOSED SYSTEM OF RANGE FINDING. 


The best range finder for troops in the field now in use 
is the Weldon. This range finder is used by the Field 
Artillery and in theory it is sufficiently accurate, but un- 
less it is in the hands of a well-trained man it is very 
inaccurate and even in the hands of a well-trained man 
errors sometimes occur. The principle by means of which 

the range is obtained in this pro- 

posed system is similar to the 

T method employed by the Weldon, 

but the instruments (there are two 
of them used in conjunction) are

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The proposed instruments to be 
used to obtain the range consist of 
two instruments that will measure 
the 90° and the 87° 42’ 34” angles

These instru- 
ments consist of rigid cross sights 
mounted on pointed staffs. One of

The dimensions of the instrument and the metal or 
combination of metals out of which they should be made 
will be determined later if this system is approved. The 
instruments in their leather cases will not be much larger 
than the Cavalry sketching case. The tape need not be 
over eighty yards long, for this length tape will measure 
a range of 2,000 yards; 80x25 equals 2,000. This tape 
might be self-winding on a reel in a box provided with 
some arrangement to hold it in place, as a pin to be stuck 
in the ground. 

It will be seen from the figure that the range can be 
found by laying off the right angle triangle either to the 
right or to the left of the line TO. Two men are re- 
quired to find the range, and for convenience I will call 
them No. 1 and No. 2. 

No. 1 sets up the instrument which has the sights per- 
manently fixed at right angles to the target. He then 
directs No. 2 on the line OA until he has found the point 
A with the other instrument, and the distance OA meas- 
ured by the tapes gives the range. If the stadia be used the 
range is read as soon as the point A has been found, but 
unless O and A are on very nearly the same level the tape 
line would have to be. If the right angle triangle is laid 
off to the right of the line TO, No. 1 directs No. 2 along 
the line OA’ until he has found the point A’ and the 
range is found as before explained. 

In order to prevent confusion on the part of No. 2 the 
sight which he is to point towards the target should be 
marked. It will be seen in the figure that this sight when 
on the right of the point O is revolved 87° 42’ 34” from 
the position that it is when on the left of the point O. 
The sight to be used on the right should be marked R and 
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the sight to be used on the left should be marked L. Then 
no confusion is possible. 

Three men could find the range quicker than two. No. 
3 goes to No. 2 and uses the target sight, while No: 2 
uses the other. When three men are used without the 
use of the stadia no staff is necessary for the 87° 42’ 34” 
instrument, for the sights can then be used as a hand in- 
strument. 

The second method consists in using a permanent base 
and measuring the angle at the point A or A’. The in- 
strument to be used at the point O to be the same as the 
one used in the previous method without telescopic sight 
or level tubes. The tape to be forty yards long. At. the 
end-of this tape the second instrument is to be set up. 
This instrument is similar to a small azimuth instrument, 
but mounted on a Jacob’s staff and provided with the 
bell-and socket movement and level tubes. It should 
also have a movable center. The sight need not be tele- 
scopic, but like the sights described in the first method. 
It should also be provided with a vernier, vernier clamp 
and vernier tangent screws. The instrument should be 
set up reading 0° 0’ 0” and pointing at O and the angle 
TAO should be read. This gives the range immediate- 
ly if a range table has been prepared beforehand. The 
natural tangent of the angle multiplied by forty is the 
range. Thus if the angle be 87° 42’ 34” its natural tan- 
gent is 25, and 25x40 equals 1,000 yards. The sights on 
this instrument should be very little above the vernier 
plate in order to make the instrument as flat as possible. 

In the third method the instruments used are the same 
as those used in the second method, except that the 90° 
instrument should be provided with a telescopic and stz- 
dia wires; and stadia graduations should be marked on 
the staff of the other instrument. The range is found by 
means of a plotting board. A base is measured any con- 
venient length and the angle read at the end of it. This 
base is measured on the plotting board and the angle plot- 
ted and the range read from the board.

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MEDICAL CORPS OF THE ARMY. 
(From the Baltimore Sun, Jan. 5.) 

The efficiency of the medical corps of the Japanese 
army contributed largely to the defeat of Russia and 
challenged the attention of the governments of Europe. 
In respect to this department the Army of the United 
States is woefully deficient, and the deficiency is such, in 
the opinion of competent authorities, to insure, in the 
event of war, predestined failure te the medical admin- 
istration. It seems that when the Army Reorganization 
bill was enacted in 1901 the recommendations of the Sur- 
geon General were ignored and the proportionate in- 
crease of surgeons was far less than that of the Army as 
a whole. The increase that was made was in such a man- 
ner as to make the chances for promotion so remote that 
the Service ceased to attract a sufficient number of com- 
petent physicians, and the work has to be done by civil 
physicians employed for limited and uncertain periods 
by contract, which is an expensive and not satisfactory 
method, The Surgeon General has drafted a bill to rem- 
edy the deficiencies of the present law, and it will be sub- 
mitted to Congress at this session. This bill increases 
the number of medical officers from 320 to 450. It re- 
duces the length of service required in the grade of first 
lieutenant before promotion from five to three years; it 
increases the proportion of higher officers so that there 
will be reasonable prospect of promotion and to conform 
with the Medical Corps of the Navy. It provides for pro- 
motion according to fitness and also constitutes a Med- 
ical Reserve Corps, to be called upon for emergencies. 

This bill has been approved by Secretaries Root and 
Taft and by President Roosevelt. 

When so much is dependent upon the medical depart- 
ment for the sanitation of camps, for the restoration of 
the sick and wounded and generally for the prevention 
of disease, it seems strange that anything which will pro- 
mote its efficiency should be neglected. It is a notorious 
fact that in the first year or two of the Civil War the 
Army of the Potomac lost more men by disease than by 
the attacks of their enemies. Medical science and sanita- 
tion have made great gains since that day. But it is 
doubtful whether, with the present medical organization, 
conditions in our Army in case of a big war would be 
much better than in 1861.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The armament contemplated for the three battleship»: 
to be laid down in 1906, which form the first instalmen‘ 
of the new program of construction to be shortly com- 
menced for the French navy, consists of four 12-inc! 
guns, twelve 9.6-inch, sixteen 38-inch, eight 1.8 incl: 
guns and two torpedo tubes. In France, therefore, as 
in other countries, the influence of the teachings of th: 
Russo-Japanese war makes itself felt in the disappear 
ance of guns of medium caliber. 

The Army and Navy Gazette describes the short ser- 
vice system as “ta dismal failure.” In reply, the late 
Secretary of War, who was responsible for it, said, in 1 
public address, that this statement was false, made t« 
diseredit an experiment which had already been attended 
with great success, and which, if followed, would be the 
salvation of the army. The Gazette reports the existence 
in Ireland of an organization known as the “Sinn Fein” 
or “Ourselves alone,” which seeks to dissuade Irishmen 
from joining the services or the constabulary. What are 
known as Dungannon clubs established by the “Sinn 
Fein” throughout the island, are active centers and 
make an object of forbidding young men to enter the 
Royal army. “Enlistment is the worst form of emi- 
gration,” wrote the Freeman’s Journal, and in the same 
spirit posters have been fixed on the walls by the clubs 
denouncing service in the army, navy or constabulary, 
and branding those who enlist as traitors to their coun- 
try. 

The British Boys’ Brigade has 55,000 members in the 
United Kingdom, with 40,000 more in the King’s Do- 
minions beyond the seas, 

In the year 1810, 171 out of every ten thousand Eng- 
lish people were regular soldiers. This average has now 
dropped to about sixty. 

Every ship in the British navy, from first-class battle- 
ships down to third-class cruisers, is being fitted with 
wireless telegraph apparatus. 

The boatswain’s pipe, which has been supplanted in 
the British navy by the bugle, is to be restored to favor 
and systematic instruction in its use is to be given to 
petty officers and boys. Twelve pipes, of six different 
compositions, are to be supplied to determine the best 
type. 

The British Admiralty have decided to postpone the 
construction of one of the four armored cruisers which 
were authorized by Parliament last spring. This step 
follows upon the decision arrived at last year to aban- 
don the construction of one of the armored cruisers of 
the naval program of 1904, and most of the destroyers. 
The reduction in construction could not have been effected 
but for the destruction of the Russian fleet. This fact, 
says the Army and Navy Gazette, changed the whole 
naval situation, and the Admiralty have been absolutely 
justified in reconsidering their position. 

A series of wireless telegraphy experiments took place 
between the battleship Hindustan during the recent 
passage home of the Atlantic fleet, and the cruiser Drake, 
flagship of the Second Cruiser Squadron, stationed at 
Gibraltar. Messages were received by the Drake at a 
distance of 230 miles, which is a record in wireless teleg- 
raphy west of Gibraltar. The English squadron made 
an average of seventeen knots on its way from Gibraltar 
to England. The Cumberland, after repairs to her en- 
gines, made an average speed on her steam trials of 23.5 
knots. ° 
The officers and crew of the British cruiser Cressy 
entertained 500 of the poorest children in Portsmouth at 
a dinner in the Salvation Army barracks. In addition 
to the Salvation Army staff a number of representatives 
from the ship assisted in serving the dinner, and at the 
conelusion of the proceedings each child was presented 
with an orange and a bag of nuts. 


The Admiralty, in a recently issued cireular letter, 
states that as the information which is contained in 
hydrographic notes sent from His Majesty’s ships often 
lack precision, thereby entailing the expenditure of much 
time and: correspondence in ascertaining their exact 
meaning, it is directed that all such notes relating to 
new dangers or positions, ete., are to be accompanied by 
a tracing of the portion of the largest scale chart af- 
fected, showing in red the alterations or additions re- 
quired. 

An Imperial Royal Austrian exhibition will be held at 
Earl’s Court, London, next summer for the organization 
of which the Austrian government have granted a sub- 
vention of $100,000. 

The recently issued return of the casualties to ships of 
the British navy during 1904 shows that forty-three per- 
sons lost their lives and thirty-six were injured. The 
most serious was the loss of eleven lives through the 
sinking of submarine Al, by the “Berwick Castle” on 
March 18. Eighteen battleships, twenty-two cruisers 


and sixty-seven torpedoboats and destroyers are- men- 
tioned in the year’s accidents. One destroyer, the Vixen, 
had four casualties. ‘‘Inexperience of lieutenant in com- 
mand” is set down as the cause of collisions due to the 
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Skate, the Vixen and torpedoboats 108 and 112. “Errors 
of judgment” by sub-lieutenants or lieutenants in com- 
mand are also recorded, but very few punishments appear 
in the report. . : 

The British War Office, on the advice of the royal com- 
mission now sitting in South Africa, has ordered the pros- 
ecution of the officers concerned in the South Afriean war 
stores seandal. It is alleged that certain officers worked 
in collusion with contractors, thereby causing a loss to 
ihe government of $5,000,000. : . 

The work of the German Minister of War will be chief- 
ly political and professional matters will be in charge of 
General Palitzine, Chief of Staff, who is responsible di- 
yectly to the Emperor. He will prepare plans of cam- 
paign, and demand the execution of the necessary pre- 
liminaries by the Minister of War. Colonel Lazareff said 
the new Russian system was not a copy of the German, 
and that ideas have been taken wherever they could be 
found, and particularly from the French army. Colonel 
Lazareff avowed himself an admirer of Generals Langlois 
and Bonnal, and said that the Russians had been beaten 
in Manchuria because they had lived upon the memory 
of their success in 1877. 

Lord Kitchener has under trial in India a soup cart, 
ried by Russians with success in Manchuria; the Japan- 
ese entrenching tool and ammunition carrier, and several 
devices for carrying arms on horseback. Among other 
‘ems in use with the troops are an x-ray apparatus. Ger- 
man wireless telegraphy, Austrian telephone wire, new 
pattern balloons, a semaphore, and motor-cars for the 

taff. To induce re-enlistments Lord Kitchener has ar- 
ianged for a special transport to leave Bombay for South- 
‘mpton on April 1, for the purpose of bringing home sol- 
diers who are desirous of enjoying the six months’ holi- 
lay which will be granted by Lord Kitchener to well-con- 
‘ucted men who have extended their service. The ex- 

enses of the return journey will be £20, but as £15 is 
eing offered to soldiers to extend their service, the actual 
xpense to which the journey would put them would be £5. 


The new French submarine Anguille, one of an im- 
roved type now being experimented with, during her first 
‘ssay: outside Toulon harbor, was badly strained by the 
buffeting of the waves, and just as she was in the act of 
plunging. her motor suddenly stopped, and refused to 
work. The only way to call attention to the peril of the 
crew was to remain on the surface in a nasty breaking 
sea, and it was simply a question of whether help would 
arrive before the Anguille broke up or drifted ashore. 
Through the trying situation the crew behaved with splen- 
did coolness, and eventually they were rescued by a tor- 
pedoboat, which towed the craft safely back to harbor. 

The new British turbine battleship Dreadnought, is to 
be fitted with a well-equipped bakery, in addition to the 
usual cooks’ galley. Throughout the navy arrangements 
are to be made to supply the men with fresh bread every 
morning for breakfast, and experienced cooks are in fu- 
ture to be engaged in preparing the men’s food, in super- 
session of the existing system, under which the seamen 
prepare their own food as best they can and then take it 
to the “galley” to be cooked. 

The element of a new cartridge has been introduced 
into the dispute in England between the old long rifle 
and the new short rifle.. In the latest tests with the 
new cartridge, the long rifle, in accuracy, has forged 
ahead of the other, and many contend that were it fitted 
with the sighting, grooving and other improvements that 
have been developed in the new short rifle, the result 
would be far more strongly acgentuated. 

The new head of the British War Office does not favor 
the amalgamation of the Royal Garrison artillery with 
the Royal Marine artillery proposed by his predecessors. 

In a statement read in reply to an interpellation in 
the Reichstag on the subject of duelling, the Imperial 
Chancellor said: ‘In the officers’ corps duelling has been 
effectually combated by the Emperor's order of Jan. 1, 
1897. Further remedy could only be hoped for from a 
corresponding modification of the provisions of the law. 
Nevertheless, so long as duelling is widely regarded as a 
means of redress for injured honor, the officers’ corps 
cannot tolerate the presence in their ranks of anyone 
who is not prepared in a given case, to defend his 
honor with his sword.” 

A portion of the Russian cavalry is to be armed with 
the automatic Rexer rifles, a weapon which, while it 
weighs but twenty pounds, can be carried and fired by 
one man, yet is capable of discharging GOO shots a 
minute. 

A King’s special embassy has started from England 
hearing the Order of the Garter to the Mikado and the 
Order of Merit for Marshals Oyama and Yamagata 
and Admiral Togo. 

An Austrian military writer, Roda Roda, contrasting 
the two armies, says that the idea of caste is paramount 


in the German army, while the French army seeks to 
enter more and more into an intimate connection with 
the country, and endeavors without ceasing to shape its 
military institutions in accordance with national aspira- 
tions. One army looks towards the past, the other to- 
wards the future; one represents tradition, the other evo- 
lution. 

During the Boer war a great many horses belonging 
to the English omnibus companies were despatched to 
South Africa, and were found very hardy and satisfac- 
tory. 

The London publisher, Murray, has issued an_ excel- 
lent translation by Col. Hubert Dubane of the “German 
Otticial Account of the War in South Africa.” 

According to the Novoe Vremya, the subscription for 
the reconstruction of the Russian fleet produced 16,720.- 
034 roubles, of which eight millions have been devoted 
to the building of two torpedoboats and three sub- 
marines. - 

The British Admiralty directs that in future a loading 
tray is not to be used with heavy quick-firing guns, as it 
is liable to cause serious hang-fires. The practice of 
allowing the breech number to keep his hand on the 
breech mechanism lever during firing is considered dan- 
gerous and is to be discontinued. 

Durin~ the British expedition against Tibet several 
hundred Tibetan and Sikkimese dandywalas were enlisted 
for temporary duty in the transport service, and nearly 
all of the Sikkimese and seventy per cent. of the Tibe- 
tans promptly deserted. Those who remained proved so 
satisfactory that it is proposed to permanently enlist 
them in the Army Bearer Corps.

ARTILLERY EXPERIENCES IN MANCHURIA. 

The Russki Invalid, in recent articles upon the artil- 
lery in Manchuria, quoted in the Army and Navy Gazette, 
describes the long range of the guns, the rapidity of 
fire, the suitability for action in concealed positions, 
and the small effect produced upon earthworks or in- 
visible objects, as the characteristics which indicate 
what the right employment of guns should be. ‘Troops 
exposing themselves to shrapnel fire may suffer disastrous 
losses in a few minutes, and guns can now fire from a 
much greater range than heretofore. On the other hand, 
shrapnel has very little effect upon material objects, 
while as to bursting shell, its range of action is limited 
by the difficulty of obtaining sufficient precision. There- 
fore, says the Invalid, the essential task of the artillery 

* should be the destruction of living objects, and the sys- 
tem of fire should be that known by the French as the 
rafale. ‘There is no artillery duel, in the right sense of 
the word, at the present time. A battery under fire 
may be compelled to suspend its fire, but it cannot be 
destroyed if officers and men are protected by trenches 
or shields. Artillery must, therefore, endeavor to keep 
the enemy under the constant menace of a rafale in 
order to prevent it from inflicting damage upon infantry. 
The Invalid says that concealed positions, well-directed 
fire, and judicious observation should leave at disposal 
many batteries ready to operate against the enemy’s 
infantry or to concentrate fire upon the point chosen. 
Long-range greatly facilitates a concentration of fire. 
One point to which great attention is devoted is the 
necessity of having an efficient scouting and observing 
service, and of having trained officers and men communi- 
cating by telephone with the batteries. The Japanese 
developed this system to an admirable degree, although 
they sometimes fired upon unoccupied positions. The 
Invalid says that firing over the heads of the infantry 
is inevitable and frequent. It is for the commander of 
the troops to distribute the guns, to indicate the posi- 
tions to be occupied and the general object to be at- 
tained, and for the artillery commander to assign special 
work to his batteries as may seem best, controlling his 
fire through the agency of his observation service extended 
along the whole front.

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THE BATTLESHIP DREADNOUGHT. 

British experts continue to insist that the launching 
of the great battleship Dreadnought, which is scheduled 
for February 10, will signalize a new departure in the 
science of naval design and construction, and the impor- 
tance which attaches to the event is indicated by the an- 
pouncement that the King and Queen will officially take 
part in the ceremonies. The “revolutionary ideas,’ as 
they are described, which have been embodied in the con- 
struction of the Dreadnought, have been guarded as state 
secrets, and it is alleged that no foreigner has even a 
hint as to their real character. It is certain that the de- 
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tails of no other British warship were ever so carefully 
withheld from the public, but whether the construction of 
the Dreadnought has had the effeet upon the naval policy 
of other nations which yarious enthusiasts say it has, is 
open to question. One of these writers, the naval cor- 
respondent of the London Daily Telegraph, is quite con- 
fident that the building of the Dreadnought has caused 
or will cause a revolution in naval construction. ‘‘In the 
United States,” he declares, ‘and in every country in 
Kurope, unavailing efforts have been made to ascertain 
the new principles incorporated in this ship, and in con- 
sequence of the panic occasioned by the uprising of this 
behemoth upon the slip at Portsmouth, all the schemes 
for strengthening the great foreign fleets have been ner- 
vously reviewed, and in many cases abandoned in favor 
of new ones. The Dreadnought is an embodiment of the 
lessons in the late war in the Far East. The Japanese 
permitted no other power to witness the great sea en- 
gagements except Great Britain. This country had at- 
tachés watching and noting all that took place, and their 
conclusions were submitted to a special committee, on 
which sat not only the most experienced naval officers, 
but the director of naval construction, Lord Kelyin, and 
a number of leading private shipbuilders. The Dread- 
nought is the outcome of their deliberations—a ship, ap- 
parently invincible, and capable at one discharge from 
her guns of throwing, with uaparalleled force, twice as 
much metal as any foreign man-of-war now afloat, and 
three times as much as most, while her mail coat of 
armor will render her immune against attack by an 
enemy’s guns and torpedoes.” Although nothing has yet 
been officially stated about the particulars of the Dread- 
nought, it is fairly well known that she will have a dis- 
placement of 18,500 tons, with a speed of nineteen knots, 
an armament of ten 12-inch guns, and very complete pro- 
tection. A writer in a contemporary expresses his opin- 
ion that the Dreadnought when completed could lie at a 
distance of 10,000 yards from an entire fleet of Majestics 
and sink them as easily as the Japanese fleet sank the 
Russians at Tsushima. He also remarks that incidentally 
she could probably tackle the entire German fleet single- 
handed, and is therefore a guarantee of peace.

Speaking of Prince Louis of Battenberg, who is to re- 
linquish sea duty to become a member of the British Ad- 
miralty, the London Telegraph says: “The Berwick has 
been detained at Gibraltar, her refit not having been com- 
pleted. Vrince Louis was known before he took over the 
command of the Second Cruiser Squadron as a smart and 
very capable naval officer, but by his triumph in the Unit- 
ed States he has established a claim to be regarded as a 
diplomatist also. Everywhere he was most popular, and 
won the hearts of the American people.” The vessels of 
the squadron stopped at Gibraltar to have their defects 
made good after a race at full power across the Atlantic.

Harmonizing the men’s unitorms with 
uatural conditions as much.as possible is 
uot enough, and the commission is now 
(discussing the advisability of dyeing the 
horses or screening them with light canvas 
irappings. 

At the War Office recently it was said 

iat several experiments had been made 
1 this direction during the war in South 
\friea, 

One official said: “Many horses were 

yed, but it was found that the dye soon 
ashed off all except gray horses. Several

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What is said by the British Medical 
Journal to be the oldest artificial leg in ex- 
istence is now in the museum of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of England. It was 
found in a tomb at Capua, and is described 


in the catalog as follows: “Roman arti- 
ficial leg ; the artificial limb accurately rep- 
resents the form of the leg; it is made of 
pieces of thin bronze, fastened by bronze 
nails to a wooden core. Two iron bars, 
having holes at their free ends, are at- 
tached to the upper extremity of the 
bronze; a quadrilateral piece of iron, 
found near the position of the foot, is 
thought to have given strength to it. There 
is no trace of the foot and the wooden core 
had nearly crumbled away. That skeleton 
had its waist surrounded by a belt of sheet 
bronze edged with small rivets, probably 
used to fasten a leather lining. Three 
painted vases (red figures. on a_ black 
ground) lay at the feet of the skeleton. 
The vases belong to a rather advanced 
period in the decline of art (about three 
hundred years B.C.).” 
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An American citizen, Mr. A. Jackson, 
has applied to the Russian government for 
concessions to build the three following 
lines of railway in Siberia: A line from 
Tashkend, the military headquarters of 


Russian Central Asia, to the town of 
Vernye, which lies to the northeast in Se- 
miretchinsk, and thence round the eastern 
end of Lake Balkash to the Siberian main 
line at Polomashnaya, by way of the towns 
of Semipalatinsk on the Irtish and Bar- 
naul on the Obi, a total length of about 
1,670 miles; then a line from Uralsk, which 
lies due north of the Caspian Sea on the 
river Ural, to Semipalatinsk, either by way 
of Turgai, capital of the Turgai govern- 
ment, and Atbassar, or by way of Akmo- 
linsk on the Ishim, in the Khirgese Steppes, 
a distance of about 1,577 miles, and third- 
ly, a line from Turgai to the station of 
Magnitnaya, a distance of about 335 miles. 
The projected railways would amount al- 
together ‘to about 3,580 miles in length.
